Vj        Branch  Library  News,  on  the  other  hand, 


seeks  for  its  readers,  the  borrowers  from 
the  Library,  to  whose  interests  it  devotes 
itself.  It  aims  to  do  what  the  Monthly  List 
of  Additions  did,  list  those  accessions  to 
ihc  Library  that  may  prove  of  especial 
value  to  the  borrowers  in  the  different 
branch  libraries.  It  aims,  furthermore,  to 
be  a  news  sheet  that  shall  keep  the  reader 
in  any  branch  informed  in  a  broad  way 
about  the  varied  activities  of  the  Library 
throughout  the  city.  Announcements  of 
lectures  and  exhibitions,  reports  of  the 
opening  of  new  branches,  notes  on  impor- 
tant new  books,  and  suggestions  that  may 
enable  the  reader  to  use  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage the  facilities  at  his  command  are 
to  have  a  place  in  its  columns.  In  short. 
Branch  Library  News  is  intended  to  be 
the  representative  of  the  Library  in  the 
homes  of  the  readers  in  the  forty-one 
branch  libraries  scattered  through  the 
boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx, 
and  Richmond.  Its  pages  seek  to  reveal 
the    unity    of    administration    that    exists 
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among  all  the  branch  libraries.  They 
seeie  also  to  show  the  real  unity  of  inter- 
ests between  the  officials  of  the  Library 
and  its  readers,  however  separated  they 
may  be.  To  suggest  this  close  relation- 
ship,  there  has  been  reproduced  on  the 
first  page  a  photograph  of  ihe  Central 
building,  the  Library  <>(  every  citizen  of 
New  York  who  uses  any  branch. 


OPENING  OF  THE  MELROSE 
BRANCH 

On  January  16th  at  4  p.  m.  the  Melrose 
branch,  the  forty-first  branch  of  The  New 
York  Public  Library,  was  formally  dedi- 
cated to  the  cause  of  education  and  the 
enjoyment  of  books;  the  following  morn- 
ing at  9  a.  m.  began  the  actual  distribo- 
tion  of  books  from  its  collection  of  12,000 
volumes.  At  the  opening  exercises  Hon. 
Cyrus  C.  Miller,  former  president  of  the 
borough  of  the  Bronx,  presided  and  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  City  of  New  York;  John 
Henry  Hammond,  Esq..  represented  the 
Board  of  Trustees;  the  children  of  Public 
School  35  furnished  music. 

The  building,  the  thirty-fourth  erected 
from  the  Carnegie  Fund  far  use  as  a 
branch  of  the  New  York  Public  Library, 
was  designed  by  Messrs.  Carrere  and  Hast- 
ings and  built  by  Edwin  Oulwater  at  a  cost 
of  over  $100,000  with  its  equipment,  exclu- 
sive of  books.  It  occupies  a  plot  85  feet 
by  65  feet  on  the  northeast  corner  of 
Morris  avenue  and  East  162nd  street. 
Four  stories  in  height,  built  of  tapestry 
brick  and  Indiana  limesione.  the  building 
is  admirably  adapted  to  the  needs  of  a 
library.  The  ground  floor  is  devoted  to 
the  Children's  Room,  the  first  floor  to  the 
circulation  department  for  adults,  the 
second  floor  to  the  reading  and  reference 
room  for  adults,  and  the  third  floor  to  the 
club  study  rooms. 

The  Melrose  branch  will  remain  the 
newest  branch  until  February  17,  when 
the  Woodstock  branch  will  be  opened. 


REPORT  OF  CIRCULATION 
During  December,  1913,  the  circulation 
in  all  the  branches  was  840,665  volumes, 
an  increase  of  101,408  volumes  over  the  cir- 
culation during  December,  1912.  For  the 
entire  year  1913  the  circulation  totaled 
8,320,144  volumes,  an  increase  of  350.480 
volumes  over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 


THE  HOLID.^Y  EXHIBIT  OF 
CHILDREN'S  BOOKS 

"Here  is  a  book  made  after  mine  own 
heart,  good  print,  good  tale,  good  pictures 
and  good  sense,  good  learning  and  good 
labour  of  old  days." 

So  read  the  poster  at  the  entrance  to 
the  exhibit  of  books  suggested  as  Christ- 
mas gifts,  held  in  the  Central  Children's 
Room  during  the  month  of  December. 

Many  of  the  4.654  visitors  remarked  on 
the  aptness  of  the  quotation  as  they 
offered  their  own  impressions  of  the  ex- 
hibit. Fathers  and  mothers,  grandmothers 
and  grandfathers,  uncles  and  aunts,  cous- 
ins and  interested  friends  of  children; 
teachers,  librarians,  trustees,  and  social 
workers ;  authors,  publishers,  and  book- 
sellers; artists  and  art  dealers  were  all 
represented  among  the  visitors.  Every- 
one apparently  went  away  satisfied  and 
many  of  the  visitors  returned  several 
times  during  the  month,  often  accom- 
panied by  a  group  of  friends. 

The  exhibit  was  very  considerably  en- 
larged and  improved  over  that  of  1912  and 
included,  in  addition  to  the  books  then 
listed  and  a  supplementary  list  of  the 
books  of  1913,  a  selection  of  Swedish 
pictures  in  color  taken  from  books  illus- 
trated by  Carl  Larsson  and  Elsa  Beskow. 
These  pictures  in  simple  frames  proved 
suggestive  for  the  decoration  of  children's 
playrooms  and  nurseries  and  kindergarten 
rooms.  Four  unframed  etchings,  snow 
scenes  by  the  Bohemian  artist  Simone, 
placed  above  the  book  shelves  with  some 
branches  of  pine,  red  berries,  and  hemlock 
boughs  helped  to  create  a  Northern  at- 
mosphere in  a  very  warm  December,  The 
setting  of  such  an  exhibit  is  an  important 
factor  in  its  success.  Many  a  casual  visi- 
tor at  first  responds  to  the  attractiveness 
of  (he  room  and  is  led  to  think,  for  the 
first  time  in  his  life,  of  books  as  gifts  and 
of  children  as  individuals  with  different 
tastes  in  reading,  with  the  result  that  he 
selects  one  or  more  books  to  give  away; 
while  the  book-loving  father  or  mother 
who  comes  with  the  definite  purpose  of 
selecting  books  to  be  added  to  the  chil- 
dren's library  in  their  own  home,  finds 
it  easy  to  single  out  "the  very  book  I  was 
looking  for"  without  a  long  and  weari- 
some search  through  publishers'  cata- 
logues and  crowded  book  stores. 

The  busy  mother  of  a  family  of  nine 
children  ranging  in  age  from  four  to  six- 
teen years  spent  an  entire  morning  over 
her  selection  and  considered  the  time  well 
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spent,  as  she  regards  llie  purchase  of 
books  at  Christmas  time  as  one  of  the 
signal  events  of  ilie  year  in  her  family 
life.  The  children's  librarian  who  had 
the  good  fortune  to  assist  her  enjoyed  a 
rare  and  a  very  delightful  interchange  of 
experiences  in  guiding  the  reading  of  boy« 
and  girls  with  a  mother  who  is  reading 
and  living  with  her  children,  individually 
and  collectively,  and  who  regards  their 
reading  as  a  perpetual  source  of  inspira- 
tion and  of  the  greatest  practical  benefit 
in  their  adjusimeni  \o  social  relationships.

NORWEGIAN  BOOKS 

A  gift  of  about  two  hundred  children's 
books  and  pieces  of  sheet  music  in  the 
Norwegian  language  was  received  during 
the  month  of  December.  The  donors, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oluf  Bjtfrneseth  of  Bergen, 
Norway,  visited  the  Library  last  summer 
and  were  especially  interested  in  the  Chil- 
dren's Room,  as  it  was  their  intention  to 
assist  in  the  equipment  of  a  children's 
room  in  the  library  of  their  native  city. 
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EXHIBITIONS  AT  THE  CENTRAL 
BUILDING 

The  exhibition  of  rare  books  now  on 
view  in  the  main  exhibition  room  at  the 
central  bnildioK  includes  a  selection  in- 
tended to  illnatrate  writing  and  book- 
making  by  the  Babylonians,  Egyptians, 
Hebrews,  and  other  oriental  nations  from 
the  earliest  period,  and  in  western  Europe 
down  to  the  sixteenth  century.  Other 
exhibits  show  the  progress  of  early  print- 
ing in  Europe  and  America,  the  history 
of  the  English  Bible,  the  earliest  printed 
books  on  America,  first  editions  of  famons 
works  of  English  literature,  interesting 
autographs,  early  book  illustrations  and 
bindings  of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth 
centuries,  and  world  maps  from  early 
Greek  times  to  A.  D.  1600. 

The  Spencer  collection  of  fine  bindings, 
which  has  been  placed  on  exhibition  in 
Room  322,  consists  of  154  books  (201 
volumes),  bound  by  26  different  binders 
and  illustrated  by  more  than  200  different 
artists  and  engravers.  The  books  them- 
selves are  standard  works,  nearly  all  by 
modern  French  writers.  The  bindings  are 
in  most  instances  ornate  and  elaborate, 
some  requiring  over  two  years  to  exesute. 
In  design,  they  depart  largely  from  classi- 
cal precedent,  illustrating  the  originality 
characteristic  of  modern  French  binders. 
Many  of  the  books  contain  ihe  original 
drawings  from  which  the  illustrations  were 
made,  and  plate  proofs  on  vellum  or  satin. 
in  different  states. 

The  exhibition  in  the  Print  Gallery 
(Room  321),  to  remain  on  view  until 
the  end  of  March,  illustrates  ''The 
making  of  an  etching."  The  exhibi- 
tion is  frankly  technical;  the  visitor  is 
taken  through  the  entire  process,  begin- 
ning with  the  bare  copper  plate,  and  end- 
ing with  a  number  of  fine  prints  by  famous 
etchers.  But  the  various  steps  of  pro- 
duction are  shown  not  only  by  the  display 
of  the  actual  tools  used,  and  by  illustra- 
tive pictures,  but  also  by  means  of 
etchings  in  which  these  various  aids  — 
burin- work,  rouletting,  dry-point,  soft- 
ground  etching,  aquatint,  machine-ruling, 
and  what  not  —  have  actually  been  ap- 
plied. Counterproofs,  prints  showing 
changes  made  in  the  plate,  poor  impres- 
sions, prints  on  various  kinds  of  paper 
graphically  illustrate  the  subject  farther. 
The  personal  interest  is  served  by  pic- 
tures of  well-known  etchers;  Rembrandt 
etching,  Whistler  at  the  press,  Buhot 
smoking  a  plate.    As  a  result,  the  exhibit 


has  appealed  strongly  to  the  general  pub- 
lic as  well  as  to  print-lovers  and  artists, 
and  the  attendance  has  been  remarkably 
large.  The  attention  paid  to  graphic  pro- 
cesses in  library  schools,  makes  this  ex- 
hibit of  special  interest  also  to  librarians. 

The  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  century 
engravings  remain  on  view  indefinitely  in 
the  Stuart  Gallery  (Room  316).  They 
include  work  by  H.  S.  and  B.  Beham, 
Ditrer,  Cranach,  Marc  Antonio  Raimondi, 
and  many  other  names  of  importance  in 
the  history  of  engraving  on  metal  and 
wood.  This  exhibition  is  of  interest  and 
value  both  in  itself  and  as  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  Library's  desire  to  build  up  this 
side  of  its  print  department. 

Until  the  end  of  January,  and  probably 
longer,  there  will  remain  on  view  a  collec- 
tion of  etchings  by  Frank  Brangwyn. 
This  exhibit  offers  a  good  survey  of  the 
salient  and  essential  qualities  of  this  ar- 
tist's work  ^  big  decorative  effect,  strong 
contrasts  in  light  and  shade,  and  much 
effective    manipulation    in   printing. 

Following  the  Library's  usual  custom 
on  the  death  of  an  artist,  there  has  been 
arranged  a  little  memorial  exhibit  of  works 
by  the  late  Henry  Marsh,  the  wood- 
engraver.  He  was  particularly  noted  for 
his  remarkably  delicate  and  truthful  de- 
lineation of  insect  life,  but  he  also  proved 
the  adaptability  of  his  manner  and  medi- 
um to  quite  different  problems,  as  is  evi- 
dent in  his  engravings  after  drawings  by 
John  La  Farge,  which  are  shown  here, 
together  with  a  few  after  J.  Carter  Beard, 
the  illustrator  of  animal  life,  who  also 
died  recently. 

It  is  intended  lo  place  on  view  for  a 
while,  in  February,  a  dozen  etchings  in 
color  by  C.  F.  W.  Mielatz,  all  New  York 
City  views,  recently  presented  to  the 
Library  by  Mrs.  Henry  Draper.

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NEW    BRANCHES 

THE  distinction  of  being  the  newest 
branch  of  The  New  York  Public 
Library  belongs  at  present  to  the  forly- 
•econd  branch,  known  as  Woodstock, 
which  was  [ormaily  dedicnied  lo  ihe  use 
of  the  |>eo[il«  on  February  \7.  at  8.30  p  m. 
The  opcninf;  exercises  consisted  of  ad- 
dresse*  by  Hon.  Frank  D.  Wilsey.  the 
desiKnated  representative  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  who  presided,  and  Stephen  H. 
Olin,  Esq..  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
nosic  by  the  Music  School  Settlement, 
This  branch  adds  to  ihe  library  facilities 
jn  the  I)Ton:t.  located  as  ii  is  on  the  north 
side  of  East  160th  street  between  Forest 
and  Ttnton  ai'cnucs  nn  a  plot  50  feet  by 
t47  feet  The  buildinc,  the  thitiy-fifth 
erected  from  the  Carnegie  I'lind  for  use 
t  branch  library,  was  designed  by 
Messrs.    McKini.    M<-a<l,   and    Whitt.   nnd 


built  hy  the  E.  E.  Paul  Co.  at  an  esiimaied 
cost  of  $118,000.  exclusive  of  the  cost  of 
books.  It  is  a  four-story  building  of  Indi- 
ana limestone  with  granite  base  course. 
The  basement  is  designed  in  pari  for  a 
general  assembly  room;  the  first  floor,  for 
a  circulation  and  reading  room  for  adults; 
Ihe  second  floor,  for  the  children's  room; 
the  third  floor,  for  two  study  rooms  for 
clubs  and  (he  janitor's  apartment.  An 
interestins  feature  of  this  branch  will  be 
an  outdoor  reading  room  in  the  yard  at 
ihe  rear,  reached  hy  a  passageway  leading 
from  the  first  floor. 

Tile  (hirty-sixih  building  erected  from 
the  Carnegie  Fond,  to  be  used  by  The  New 
Y'orfc  Public  Library  as  a  branch,  will  be 
opened  on  February  26.  at  8.30  p.  m,.  as 
the  new  home  of  the  Washington  Heights 
branch,  now  occupying  inadequate  quarters 
at  922  St.  Nicholas  avenue.  The  new 
building     has     been     erected     about     four 
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blocks  farther  north,  at  the  northeast  cor- 
ner of  West  160th  sireet  and  St.  Nicholas 
^■venue,  on  a  plot  51  feet  by  lOO  feet,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  $125,000,  including 
eciuipment.   but   excluding   books. 

Designed  by  Messrs.  Carrere  and  Hast- 
ings as  architects  and  built  by  the  Nor- 
c«"Oss  Brothers  Company,  the  new  build- 
fK>.S.  a  four -story  structure  of  tapeslry  brick 
with  limestone  cornices  and  trimmings,  is 
si»nilar  to  the  recently  opened  Melrose 
f>fanch.  The  ground  floor  has  been  de- 
voted to  the  children,  the  first  floor  set 
af^art  for  the  circulation  department  for 
arlults.  the  second  floor  made  ready  for 
i-tf-ading  and  reference  rooms  for  adults, 
arid  the  third  floor  reserved  for  two  study 
roonis   tor   clubs   and   the   janitor's   apart- 


THE  WASHINGTON   HErC.HTS 
FREE  LIBRARY 

THE  Washington  Heights  branch,  now 
located  on  St.  Nicholas  avenue  at 
West  lS6th  street,  is  soon  to  occupy  a 
new  building,  at  the  northeast  corner  of 
St.  Nicholas  avenue  and  West  160th  street. 
This  branch  is  the  successor  of  the  Wash- 
ington Heights  Free  Library,  which  was 
merged  into  The  New  York  Public  Li- 
brary in  1901.  The  Washington  Heights 
Free  Library  was  the  legal  name  from 
1896  of  the  Washington  Heights  Library. 
which  was  incorporated  in   1868, 

This  library,  during  the  forty-six  years 
since  its  establishment,  has  occupied  sev- 
eral buildings,  all  between  155th  and  160th 

til  1891  as  Tenth  avenue!  or  St.  Nicholas 
avenue.  The  buildiuKs  were  rented,  hut 
ihe  one  now  occupied  at  922  St.  Nicholas 
avenue,  was  erected  in  1900  entirely  by 
subscriptions  from  friends  of  the  library, 
Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  completing  the 
amount  needed.  The  library,  from  its 
character  and  its  location,  has  always  rep- 
resented local  feeling  and  been  prominent 
in  local  education. 

The  early  records  furnisli  an  interesting 
page  of  history,  revealing  enthusiastic 
interest  and  generous  public  spirit  on  the 
part  of  the  forty-seven  original  subscribers 
and  their  later  comrades.  Mr.  John  L, 
Tonnele.  who  served  faithfully  as  treas- 
urer for  thirty-three  years,  until  the 
library  was  merged  into  The  New  York 
Pnblic  Library,  is  the  only  surviving  mem- 
ber of  the  oriRinal  board  of  trustees.     The 


change  in  title  from  Washington  Heights 
Library  to  Washington  Heights  Free  Li- 
brary was  occasioned  by  the  generosity  of 
an  "unknown  friend"  who.  in  1883,  gave  a 
subscription  of  $100  per  month,  provided 
the  library  should  be  made  free  to  all  and 
kept  open  a  part  of  each  Sunday,  and  on 
the  condition  that  other  subscribers  con- 
tinued their  usual  subscriptions.  This 
"unknown  friend"  proved  to  be  Mr.  J. 
Hood  Wright. 

The  original  by-laws  and  early  reports 
contain  some  quaint  regulations.  The 
hours  of  opening,  as  given  in  the  by-laws. 
were  7.30  a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  except  dur- 
ing November,  December.  January,  and 
February,  when  the  opening  hour  was 
8  a.  m.  Sundays  and  holidays  the  library 
was  closed.  Eight  o'clock,  however,  seems 
to  have  been  Ihe  actual  opening  hour 
Ibroughoul  the  year. 

The  first  report  states  that  each  volume 
had  been  taken  out  five  times  during  the 
year.  The  average  number  of  persons  per 
day  frequenting  the  reading  room  during 
that  year  was  about  four.  The  same  report 
pays  tribute  to  the  assistant  librarian  as 
follows:  "The  book  cases  were  made  by 
the  assistant  librarian,  Mr.  Richard  Ware- 
ham,  who  has  also  saved  us  all  expense  in 
binding,' by  the  very  neat  way  in  which  he 
has  managed  to  repair  all  the  books  that 
needed  it.  while  his  constant  civility  and 
pleasant  manners  have  aided  very  much 
indeed  in  the  success  of  the  Library." 

Miss  J.  P.  Price,  who  was  the  next  assis- 
tant Ubrarian.  received  $30  a  month  for 
her  services,  all  that  the  subscribers  felt 
able  to  payi  but  they  supplemented  this 
in  a  neighborly  fashion  by  arranging  to 
give  her  a  midday  dinner  at  the  different 
houses  in  the  neighborhood. 

In  18?0  a  fivc-oent  subscription  for  boys 
and  (-iris  was  instituted  and  $8.65  was  col- 
lected. In  the  same  year  the  trustees 
voted  the  free  use  of  the  library  to  the 
members    of    the    police    force    and     fire 

The  library  grew  steadily  in  size  and 
usefulness.  At  tlie  opening.  September  19, 
1868.  there  were  282  volumes  on  the 
shelves:  at  the  time  of  consolidation,  these 
had  increased  to  16,902:  in  the  new  build- 
ing at  the  corner  of  St.  Nicholas  avenue 
and  West  160th  sireet,  25.000  volumes  will 
be  available  to  readers. 

W'ith  its  heritage  from  the  past  and 
its  present  equipment,  the  Wa.shington 
Heights  branch  has  an  opporlunity  for 
future  usefulness  in  a  neighborhood  that 
has   done   so   much   tor   its   own   advance-

THE  KIPS  BAY  NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD ASSOCIATION 

TWO  of  the  branch  libraries.  S8lh  Street 
and  St.  Gabriel's  Park,  took  an  active 
part  in  the  Kips  Bay  Child  Welfare  Ex- 
hibit, which  was  held  from  January  12  to 
17  in  Public  School  59,  228  East  S7th 
street:  from  January  21  to  24  in  Public 
School  27,  4!st  and  42nd  streets,  east  of 
3rd  avenue;  and  from  January  26  to  29  at 
St.  Gabriel's  Hall. 

In  each  case,  one  corner  of  the  lecture 
room  was  assigned  to  the  branch  for  its 
exhibit.  Here  (he  work  of  the  Library 
was  reproduced  in  miniature  by  means  of 
selected  books  on  different  subjects, 
especially  on  the  welfare  of  the  child,  lists 
of  books  that  might  interest  adults  and 
children,  embossed  books  for  the  blind, 
two  cases  of  books  from  the  travelling 
libraries,  a  map  giving  the  location  of  all 
the  branches  in  Manhattan  and  The  Bronx, 
and.  most  interesting  perhaps,  pictures  of 
the  various  branch  libraries,  including  pho- 
tographs taken  to  show  the  children's 
story  hour  and  the  meetings  of  girls'  and 
boys'  clubs.  The  parents  were  especially 
interested  in  such  photographs. 

The  exhibit  also  contained  a  map  of  the 
Kips  Bay  district  and  about  forty  pictures 
of  old  New  York,  among  which  the  Kips 
Bay  House  attracted  much  attention. 
Several  children  copied  this  with  consider- 
able skill. 

The  books  for  boys  and  girls  did  not  fail 
to  arouse  interest,  especially  in  the  boy 
scout  or  the  camp-fire  girl,  who  wanted 
to  earn  more  beads.  Business  books  and 
books  for  the  mother  were  in  demand 
among  the  adults. 

The  last  and  perhaps  the  most  success- 
ful evening  was  planned  for  Italians. 
Lectures  were  given  in  Italian  and  the 
moving  pictures  explained  in  the  same 
language.  Italian  circulars  and  books  were 
used  to  good  effect. 

During  the  exhibition,  lists  of  books  and 
circulars  about  the  Library  were  given 
out  freely.  Many  people  manifested  an 
interest  in  the  Library,  Some  of  these 
became  borrowers;  others  revived  their 
connection  with  the  Library  by  renewing 
applications  that  had  run  out.  In  the 
children's  rooms  a  marked  increase  in  cir- 
culation resulted.  Teachers  asked  to  bring 
their  classes  to  the  Library  for  formal  or 
informal  work,  or  tried  to  arrange  for 
story  hours.     The   staffs  of  the   branches 


profited   from   the   exhibit,   both   by  com- 
ing into  closer  contact  with  readers  and  by 

becoming     better     acquainted     with     the 
district. 

A  few  incidents  may  characterize  the 
interest  manifested  in  the  Library.  One 
boy.  seeing  the  exhibit  and  being  spoken 
to  by  one  of  the  librarians,  suddenly  re- 
membered that  he  had  had  a  library  book 
out  for  more  than  a  year!  The  next  day 
he  appeared  at  the  branch  with  the  long- 
lost  book  and  money  to  pay  his  fines. 
Another  boy  sat  through  a  series  of  mov- 
ing pictures  without  looking  at  them  once, 
so  absorbed  was  he  in  a  copy  of  Grimm's 
fairy  tales.  One  mother,  on  seeing  the 
collection  of  books,  expressed  her  pleasure 
that  such  books  were  in  the  Library,  as 
she  wanted  her  daughter  to  read  some- 
thing useful,  not  light  fiction.  She  went 
away  carrying  all  the  lists  that  the 
librarians  could  give  her,  especially  those 
on  vocational  training  and  cookitig. 


THE  GERMAN   ASSOCIATION 

OF  CULTURE 

An  exhibition  of  paintings  by  the 
■^*  members  of  the  Gemeinschaft  fiir 
Kultur  was  recently  held  in  the  reading 
room  of  the  Yorkville  branch,  222  East 
79th  street.  This  association  is  one  of  the 
most  active  and  interested  of  the  many 
societies  now  using  the  branches  of  the 
Library  as  meeting-places.  When  it  was 
organized  on  January  1,  1912,  its  aim  was 
stated  as  follows;  "We  are  working  for 
culture,  and  we  aim  to  give  the  Germans  in 
America  and  the  .Americans  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  our  contemporary  German 
literature  and  art.  We  are  bending  our 
efforts  more  particularly  for  our  members 
who  as  artists,  poets,  writers,  etc.,  are 
producing  valuable  works , ,  .  We  want  to 
help  as  much  as  possible  those  talented 
artists,  poets,  etc.  who  are  not  yet  known. 
We. .  .welcome  all  who  strive  and  long  for 
contact  with  the  higher  values  in  life  — 
the  plain  workingman  and  workingwoman 
who  have  the  right  understanding  for  our 
aims,  as  well  as  the  men  and  women  of 
professional  education." 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Society, 
it  has  held  meetings  at  the  Yorkville 
branch  each  year  from  October  to  April. 
The  program  at  the  last  meeting,  on  Feb- 
ruary 8,  may  be  cited  as  typical.  Dr. 
Robert  H.  Lowie  of  the  American  Mu- 
seum of  Natural  History,  himself  a  mem- 
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ber  of  the  association,  spoke  on  "The  life 
of  the  prairie  Indians,"  and  a  concert  was 
given  by  prominent  musicians. 

Several  exhibitions  of  paintings  and 
handicraft  have  been  opened  to  tlie  public. 
The  latest  exhibition  includes  works  by 
Louis  Bromberg.  William  R.  Leigh.  F. 
Dana  Marsh,  Theodore  Modra,  Jerome 
Myers.  Jane  Petersen,  John  Sloan,  and 
leveral  others,  all  members  of  the  associa- 

The  members  show  their  appreciation  of 
the  Library,  not  only  by  their  free  and 
intelligent  use  of  the  collection  of  Ger- 
man books,  but  also  by  their  advice  in 
regard  to  the  selection  of  books.  In 
December,  1912,  one  of  the  members, 
who  was  particularly  interested  in  the 
children  and  the  children's  room,  asked 
whether  he  might  tell  a  few  of  his  favorite 
"marchen"  to  just  a  little  group  of  children 
as  a  Christmas  treat  for  himself.  This  one 
afternoon  led  to  many  more  like  it,  to 
the  joy  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  came 
week  after  week,  and  of  their  parents,  who 
were  delighted  to  have  the  children  hear 
the  stories  in  their  native  tongue.

A  READING  list  of  books  on  Heroism, 
two  sections  of  which  are  given  on 
the  following  pages,  has  been  prepared  for 
use  in  connection  with  an  annual  ex- 
hibit of  books  and  portraits  of  Heroes 
and  Heroines,  which  is  held  in  the  Cen- 
tral Children's  Room  from  February  12th 
— Lincoln's  Birthday — until  April  1st. 
The  entire  list,  which  includes  Bible 
heroes.  Hero  tales  in  myth  and  legend, 
Heroic  saints,  Heroic  Indians,  Heroes  of 
the  sea,  Heroes  of  discovery,  and  Every- 
day heroes,  is  now  in  press,  and  may  soon 


be  obtained  at  all  the  children's  rooms  of 
the  Library. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  compilers  to 
include  those  characters,  ancient  and 
modern,  whose  names  are  commonly  asso- 
ciated with  heroic  effort  and  achieve- 
ment and  concerning  whose  lives  there 
exists  literature  in  biographical,  histor- 
ical, legendary,  or  story  form  of  genuine 
interest  to  boys  and  girls  of  High  School 
age  and  younger.  The  list  is  by  do 
means  complete.  The  omission  of  cer- 
tain characters  may  be  accounted  for  by 
the  absence  of  literature  attractive  to 
boys  and  girls. 

Irhe  annotations  are  interpretative 
rather  than  critical  or  informational 
and  include  some  of  the  selections 
used  in  the  exhibit  held  in  1913.  The 
quotations  then  used  were  of  sufficient 
interest  to  visitors  to  lead  to  requests  for 
the  inclusion  of  them  in  a  printed  list  of 
the  books.

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ANOTHER  NEW  BRANCH 

THE  forty-third  branch  of  The  New 
York  Public  Library,  known  as  the  Fort 
Washington  branch  and  situated  at  535 
West  179th  street,  between  St.  Nicholas 
and  Audubon  avenues,  will  be  formally 
opened  on  Tuesday,  April  14,  at  8.30  p.m. 
On  April  6,  the  building  will  be  open  for 
the  registration  of  borrowers;  on  Wednes- 
day morning,  April  15,  at  9  o'clock,  it  will 
be  open  for  the  distribution  of  books. 

The  building,  the  thirty-seventh  erected 
from  the  Carnegie  Fund  to  be  used  by  The 
New  York  Public  Library  as  a  branch,  is 
a  four-story  structure  of  Indiana  limestone 
on  a  plot  50  feet  by  100  feet.  It  was  de- 
signed by  Messrs.  Walter  Cook  and  Win- 
throp  A.  Welch  and  built  by  the  William 
L.  Crow  Construction  Company  at  a  cost 
of  about  $115,000.  An  assembly  room  seat- 
ing two  hundred  and  fifty  people  is  pro- 
vided in  the  basement;  the  circulation, 
reading  and  reference  rooms  for  adults  are 
located  on  the  first  floor;  the  children's 
room  is  on  the  second  floor;  club  study 
rooms  and  the  janitor's  apartment  occupy 
the  third  floor. 

This  new  branch  is  the  Library's  "farth- 
est north"  in  Manhattan,  as  it  is  about  a 
mile  north  of  the  new  Washington  Heights 
branch.  It  will  accommodate  a  rapidly 
growing  population  hitherto  served  only 
by  the  Travelling  Libraries  or  by  more 
distant  branches. 


THE  WASHINGTON    HEIGHTS 
OPENING 

ON  February  26,  at  8.30  p.m..  the  new 
building  of  the  Washington  Heights 
branch  at  the  corner  of  West  160lh  street 
and  St.  Nicholas  avenue,  was  opened  with 


appropriate  exercises.  A  large  and  repre- 
sentative company  filled  the  building  to 
overflowing.  The  Glee  Club  of  Public 
School  No.  46  and  a  class  from  Public 
School  No.  169  furnished  music.  Hon. 
George  L.  Rives,  first  vice-president  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Library, 
gave  an  address  on  their  behalf.  E.  B. 
Treat,  Esq..  as  a  representative  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  old  Washington  Heights 
Free  Public  Library,  read  a  delightful  pa- 
per of  reminiscences,  extracts  from  which 
will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  Hon. 
Marcus  M.  Marks,  president  of  the  Bor- 
ough of  Manhattan,  accepted  the  building 
formally  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  turned 
it  back  to  The  New  York  Public  Library 
for  administration,  in  accordance  with  the 
contract  between  the  City  and  the  Trustees 
of  the  Public  Library. 

In  the  course  of  his  address.  President 
Marks  said:  "Public  libraries  are  particu- 
larly harmonious  with  the  spirit  of  democ- 
racy. The  preservation  of  our  independent 
form  of  government  depends  upon  the 
intelligence  of  the  average  man  and  one 
of  the  most  effective  means  of  developing 
thai  tnielligence  is  in  the  use  of  the  proper 

"The  principle  underlying  the  institu- 
tion of  the  public  library  is  peculiarly 
democratic.  -N'o  citizen  is  presented  with 
anything  tangible.  Each  man,  woman,  and 
child  coming  to  the  library  takes  something 
away,  enriching  himself  or  herself,  but  not 
leaving  the  library  the  poorer  on  that 
account.  Were  it  otherwise,  instead  of 
being  a  democratic  institution,  it  would 
become  a  charity,  which  is  distasteful  to 

"Those  who  visit  the  library  for  the 
purpose  of  self-education  demonstrate  by 
the  very  visit  a  laudable  ambition,  a  de- 
sire which  is  worthy.     Those  who  have 
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this  desire  are  entitled  to  the  fullest  op- 
portunity to  satisfy  the  same.  The  initia- 
tive is  taken  by  those  who  come  to  the 
library.  It  would  be  quite  different  if  the 
book  were  carried  to  the  individual  without 
any  initiative  on  his  part;  that  would  be  a 
paternalistic  attitude  as  compared  with 
the  independent  attitude  of  the  public  li- 
brary as  at  present  constituted. 

"The  City  of  New  York  has  made  won- 
derful strides  in  the  development  of  this 
library  system,  having  been  assisted  and 
stimulated  by  tbat  wise  and  far-seeing 
philanthropist,  Andrew  Carnegie.  May 
this  development  continue  and  serve  in 
large  measure  toward  the  elimination  of 
ignorance  and  prejudice,  substituting  the 
light  of  knowledge  and  the  feeling  of  con- 
sideration   and    fraternity    among    all    our 

The  following  day,  February  27,  came 
the  opening  or  openings  of  the  children's 
room,  called  the  "Children's  hour,"  in 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  the  day  was 
Longfellow's  birthday.  Twice  the  pro- 
gramme was  given,  each  time  in  the 
presence  of  about  three  hundred  and  fifty 
eager  children.  Pictures  of  Old  New  York 
and  photographs  showing  typical  phases  of 
children's  work  were  shown,  and  Miss 
Tyler  entertained  the  children  of  each 
group  with  a  story. 

On  the  evening  of  February  27,  the 
Washington  Heights  Taxpayers'  Associa- 
tion met  in  the  new  building  and  inspected 
its  rooms.  Tiie  meeting  was  one  of  un- 
usual interest,  as  it  marked  the  completion 
of  a  quarter  of  a  century  of  the  public 
work  of  this  association. 


REMINISCENCES  OF  WASHINGTON 
HEIGHTS' 

Bv  E.  B.  Treat 

WHAT  I  may  say  will  be  an  abbrevi- 
ated narrative  of  the  recollections  of 
an  eye  witness  or  observer  of  sundry  in- 
cidents, conditions,  and  facts,  contempo- 
raneous with  the  founding  and  growth  of 
the  Washington  Heights  Library,  forty- 
five  or  nearly  fifty  yeara  ago.  . 
Then  there  was  little  need  of  a  library 
in  this  scattered  community  of  the  village 
of  Carmansville,  so  named  from  Richard 


Carman,  whose  estate  extended  from  the 
Hudson  to  the   Harlem  river. 

The  nine  trustees  that  organized  the 
Washington  Heights  Library,  in  April, 
1868,  "built  better  than  they  knew;"  they 
or  their  successors  heroically  met  the  in- 
creasing needs,  later  supplemented  by 
the  unstinted  liberality  of  Mr.  J.  Hood 
Wright  during  and  after  1884.  The  char- 
tered title  was  changed  to  the  Washing- 
ton Heights  Free  Library  in  1896.  The 
library  had  its  beginning  in  the  brick 
dwelling,  Amsterdam  avenue,  near  152d 
street,  removing  in  18?5  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  155th  street,  removing  in  1883 
to  the  northeast  corner  of  lS6th  street; 
moving  in  1900  one  block  east  to  the  new 
and  commodious  gray  stone  front  building 
922  St.  Nicholas  avenue.  For  good  and 
sufficient  reasons  it  merged  with  the  New 
York  Public  Library  (Astor,  Lenox,  Til- 
den  foundation),  in  1901,  and  has  since 
been  maintained  as  their  Washington 
Heights  branch. 

In  the  early  days  of  which  I  speak,  the 
principal  method  of  access  to  and  from  the 
City  was  by  the  Hudson  River  Railroad 
stopping  at  Fort  Washington,  Carmans- 
ville at  the  foot  of  152d  street,  and  Man- 
hattanville,  terminating  at  30th  street  and 
10th  avenue,  then  connecting  with  the 
Broadway  stages  through  23d  street,  fare 
ten  cents,  which  with  the  commutation 
ticket  on  the  railroad,  made  a  daily  ex- 
pense of  44c.  In  the  summer  season,  the 
Yonkers,  Tarrytown,  and  Nyack  steam- 
boat stopped  at  the  Carmansville  dock, 
I.S2d  street. 

I  well  remember  the  opening  of  the 
Gilbert  Elevated  Cable  road  from  Dey 
street  through  Greenwich  street  to  9th  ave- 
nue and  29th  street,  in  1871.  Its  first 
president  was  William  Foster,  Jr.,  a  gen- 
erous supporter  of  the  Washington 
Heights  Library.  A  timetable  of  that  date 
in  my  possession  schedules  trains  running 
from  forty  to  sixty  minutes  apart  in  the 
endeavor  to  connect  with  the  Hudson 
River  Railroad  trains. 

Subvirban  homes  were  in  demand  in  the 
summer  of  1865  by  reason  of  a  cholera 
scare  the  previous  summer.  With  my 
limited  means  the  best  I  could  do  was  to 
lease  for  a  year  a  white  frame  dwelling, 
located  on  Bennett's  Lane  on  the  hillside 
west    of   the    present    Hollyrood    Church.

I  lived  in   Bennett's  Lane,  I 
isionally  return  from  business 
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by  the  Harlem  River  boat  from  Peck  Slip, 
connecting  at  Harlem  Bridge  with  the 
little  steamer  "Tiger  Lily,"  stopping  at 
McComb's  Dam,  now  the  Viaduct  bridge 
at  155th  street,  its  terminal  being  just 
north  of  High  Bridge  at  the  old  Century 
House     on     the     Nagle     and     Dyckman 

Yesterday  I  was  shown  a  curiosity  by 
Ur.  John  Hardin  of  lS7th  street,  a  resi- 
dent here  since  1855,  a  printed  timetable 
giving  the  hourly  schedule  of  a  stage 
line  from  30th  street  to  Manhattanville, 
Carmansvillc,  and  High  Bridge.  The 
Carman  residence  is  still  standing  on 
the    Harlem    slope    just    north    of    High 

One  was  not  far  wrong  in  imagining 
this  suburb  lo  be  away  out  in  the  wilder- 
ness far  from  the  busy  mart.  When  on 
frosty  evenings  in  the  early  fall,  from  the 
densely  wooded  hillside  in  the  rear  of  my 
residence  and  Dr.  Alexander's,  now  called 
Coogan's  Bluff,  overlooking  the  Polo 
Ground,  would  come  unusual  noises,  my 
children  would  run  to  cover  saying  "the 
screech  owls  are  after  us." 

Of  the  many  noted  chanKcs  within  my 
memory  is  the  increasing  population,  de- 
manding homes  for  the  masses,  which  have 
been  happily  mel  by  the  elegant  and  com- 
modious aparlment  house  structures.  Ade- 
quate transit  facilities  have  been  the  city's 
problem  for  a  generation  and  are  now  a 
vexed  question,  to  meet  the  increasing  de- 

The  changes  in  the  topography  of  this 
locality  are  deserving  of  more  than  pass- 
ing mention.  Tenth  or  Amsterdam  ave- 
nue, was  on  the  map,  but  not  physically 
open  over  the  hill  south  of  142d  street, 
where  are  now  located  the  City  College 
and  the  Hebrew  Orphan  Asylum.  Har- 
lem Lane,  the  outlet  drive  of  Central 
Park,  over  which  the  senior  Cornelius 
Vanderbilt  and  the  Harpers  used  to  ex- 
ercise their  trotting  horses,  was  connected 
with  the  Albany  Post  Road  or  Kings- 
bridge  Road  at  Break  Neck  Hill,  so  called, 
and  145th  street,  the  entire  distance  now 
known  as  St.  Nicholas  avenue.  Eighth 
avenue  north  from  143d  street  to  the  Har- 
lem river,  including  the  Polo  Ground, 
Manhattanville,  and  elevated  railway  ter- 
minal, was  largely  tide  water,  the  avenue 
and  adjoining  mud  flats  being  filled  in  from 
rock  cuttings  from  the  adjoining  avenues 
and  BtreetB,  much  of  it  coming  from  what 
is  now  known  as  Central  Park  West.  Then 
the  Eighth  avenue  horsecars  only  ran  as 


far  as  59th  street  and  the  only  line  running 
further  north  was  the  Third  avenue  to 
Yorkville  and  Harlem, 

At  that  time  there  were  only  two 
churches  from  Manhattanville  to  Tubby 
Hook  or  Inwood,  a  distance  of  nearly  five 
miles:  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Inter- 
cession, a  gothic  wooden  chapel,  located 
on  the  northeast  corner  of  154th  street  and 
Amsterdam  avenue  (the  site  is  now  occu- 
pied by  a  moving  picture  show),  and  the 
Washington  Heights  Presbyterian  church 
on  the  northwest  corner  of  lS5th  street 
and  Amsterdam  avenue. 

Then  there  were  in  the  village  but  one 
market,  Iwo  drug  stores,  three  grocery 
stores,  four  saloons  or  better  known  as 
road  houses.  We  may  well  exclaim; 
"What  a  transformation  during  these 
forty-five  or  fifty  yearsi"  For  up  and 
out  of  Carmansville  Village  has  come  the 
present  Washington  Heights,  beautiful  for 
situation,  the  pride  of  the  American  me- 
tropolis, with  a  population  estimated  at 
180,000  to  200,000.  Its  crowning  glory 
are  its  churches,  asylums,  public  schools, 
and  libraries.  Of  the  latter,  three  are  the 
New  York  Public  Libraries  —  Astor, 
Lenox.  Tilden  Foundation. 

Having  glanced  at  some  of  the  times 
and  conditions  then,  would  you  know  of 
the  greatly  enhanced  and  improved  con- 
dition now;  you  need  only  to  look  about 
you.  In  my  later  years  I  look  with  no 
little  pride  and  satisfaction  to  my  associa- 
tion and  fellowship  with  those  who  sought 
to  meet  the  need  of  the  time  in  founding 
and  maintaining  the  Washington  Heights 
Library.  May  I  congratulate  those  trus- 
tees and  workers  that  our  mantle  has 
fallen  so  worthily  upon  such  a  grand  and 
noble  foundation  as  the  Astor,  Lenox  and 
Tilden  Foundation.  We  rejoice  over  the 
gift  to  the  world  and  particularly  to  this 
City  of  such  men  as  Astor,  Lenox,  J.  Hood 
Wright,  Carnegie,  and  others  who  have 
made  possible  the  monumental  structure 
with  its  up-to-date  equipment  whose  dedi- 
cation we  celebrate  to-night. 

WOODSTOCK  BRANCH 

FOR  the  convenience  of  the  Hungarians 
of  The  Bronx,  a  collection  of  books 
in  Hungarian  has  been  placed  in  the 
Woodstock  branch.  The  same  branch  has 
on  exhibition  two  original  paintings  of 
Indian  life  by  E.  Irving  Couse,  lent  by  the 
artist,  and  some  etchings  by  Thomas  John- 
son, lent  by  Mrs.  Johnson. 
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THE    BRANCH   LIBRARY   AS  A 
MEETING-PLACE 

THE  frequent  and  varied  use  of  the 
branch  library  as  "the  logical  meet- 
ing-place for  clubs  and  organizations  that 
represent  the  life  of  the  community,"  to 
Dse  the  wording  of  the  Annual  Report  for 
1913,  can  be  well  illustrated  by  brief  men- 
tion of  a  few  of  the  meetings  held  in  dif- 
ferent branch  libraries  during  the  month 
of  February. 

Three  of  these  were  district  meetings  of 
City  History  Clubs.  On  Tuesday  evening, 
February  3,  the  City  History  Cluba  of  the 
Harlem  district  met  in  the  115th  Street 
branch,  seven  clubs  answering  to  the  roll 
call.  Judge  Thomas  Crain,  of  the  Court 
of  General  Sessions,  who  was  a  guest  for 
the  evening,  save  an  address.  Another 
guest.  Dr.  William  Elliot  Griffis,  the  well- 
known  author  of  books  on  Japan  and  Hol- 
land, talked  on  Dutch  influences  that  still 
obtain  in  New  York  City.  The  regular 
programme  for  the  evening  consisted  of 
an  illustrated  talk  by  Mr.  Charles  Kandel 
on  "Our  city  government  at  work,"  and  a 
debate  prepared  by  members  of  the  Wash- 
ington Irving  City  History  Club  on  the 
subject,  "Resolved:  That  woman  suffrage 
is  desired  in  the  United  States."  This  was 
won  by  the  affirmative  side. 

At  the  Si.  Agnes  branch  on  February  17, 
the  Bloomingdale  district  meeting  of  the 
clubs  was  held.  Dr.  F.  B.  Kelly,  superin- 
tendent of  the  clubs,  gave  an  illustrated 
talk  on  the  history  of  the  district.  A  week 
later  came  the  meeting  of  the  clubs  of  The 
Bronx  district  at  the  Tremont  branch, 
when  seventy-five  were  present.  A  short, 
miscellaneous  programme,  given  by  mem- 
bers of  the  different  clubs,  preceded  the 
lecture  on  "The  historic  Bronx"  by  Dr. 
Kelly.  Among  the  visitors  was  Mr.  George 
E.  Sionebridge.  one  of  the  early  residents 
of  The  Bronx,  who,  at  Dr.  Kelly's  request, 
agreed  to  lecture  on  "The  landmarks  of 
The  Bronx"  at  the  next  meeting,  thus  sup- 
plementing Dr,  Kelly's  lecture. 

That  the  Library  is  becoming  a  social 
center  for  the  mothers  also  is  shown  by  at 
least  two  gatherings  that  occurred  during 
the  month.  Dr.  Isabelle  Barbour,  of  the 
People's  University  Extension  Society, 
gave  an  illustrated  talk  on  Europe  to  the 
Mothers'  Club  of  the  Margaret  Bottoms 
Memorial  on  February  6  in  the  club  room 
of  the  125th  Street  branch.  Thirty-five 
mothers  of  the  kindergarten  department 
of  Public  School  95  were  entertained  on 


Friday  afternoon,  February  27,  at  the 
Hudson  Park  branch.  Italian  songs  were 
sung  by  one  of  the  kindergarten  teachers 
and  an  Italian  story  told  by  Miss  Blumcr 
of  the  probation  class. 

Two  organizations  of  physicians  held 
their  first  meetings  in  February,  each  in 
a  branch  library,  thus  following  the  prec- 
edent established  by  the  Yorkville  Med- 
ical Society  and  the  Medical  Society  of  the 
County  of  New  York,  which  meet  regularly 
in  the  Yorkville  and  S8th  Street  branches 
respectively.  Thirty  physicians  attended 
the  first  meeting  of  the  West  Side  Physi- 
cians' Economic  League  at  the  St.  Agnes 
branch  on  the  first  Thursday  in  February. 
The  object  of  this  league  is  "to  influence 
legislation,  in  behalf  of  the  public,  on  sub- 
jects pertaining  to  hygiene  and  sanitation." 
At  the  Mott  Haven  branch,  fifty-three 
physicians  were  present  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  The  Bronx  County  Medical  Soci<!ty 
on  Monday  evening,  February  16. 

Societies  for  the  discussion  of  civic 
problems  also  avail  themselves  of  the 
hospitality  of  the  branch  library.  For 
example,  the  Bronx  branch  of  the  League 
for  the  Civic  Education  of  Women  met  at 
the  Morrisania  branch  on  Saturday,  Feb- 
ruary 21,  at  3  p.  m.  Seventy-five  persons 
enjoyed  a  programme  of  addresses  and 
musical  selections,  after  which  tea  was 
served.  The  School  and  Civic  League  held 
a  meeting  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  February 
24,  at  the  Hudson  Park  branch.  Miss 
Johnson  and  Miss  Forbes,  "visiting  teach- 
ers" for  the  district,  told  some  of  their 
experiences.     Discussion  followed. 

More  general  in  their  character  are  the 
various  neighborhood  association  meetings 
and  social  gatherings,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing are  representative.  The  Yorkville 
Neighborhood  Association,  following  its 
custom,  met  at  the  Yorkville  branch  on 
Thursday  evening,  February  26.  Mr.  Wil- 
liam F.  Edwards,  of  the  Gramercy  Neigh- 
borhood Association,  described  the  work 
which  his  association  is  doing.  On  Feb- 
ruary 18,  a  neighborhood  concert,  con- 
sisting of  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
was  given  at  the  Hudson  Park  branch 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Doe  Ye  the 
Nexte  Thynge  Settlement  House.

TEACHING   ENGLISH  IN  THE 
BRANCH  LIBRARY 

IN  each  of  the  branch  libraries  there 
may  be  seen  a  small  poster,  printed  in 
Bohemian,  Hungarian,  Italian.  Yiddish,  or 
Polish,  according  to  the  locality  of  the 
branc]},  Kilich,  when  translated,  reads 
(omewh.V'^as  follows:  "Can  you  speak 
English?  Ii  t.ot.  join  the  free  class  in  Eng- 
lish at  the  Pubuc  Library.  Class  meets 
. .  .at. .  .p.m.  For  farther  information  con- 
sult the  librarian." 

The  poster  bears  the"  heading  Young 
Men's  Christian  AaTpciaLios,  for  the 
classes  for  men  are  conducted  uirjusjhe 
auspices  of  the  Industrial  Service  M?"' 
ment  of  that  organization;  those  for  wom- 
en are  conducted  by  the  Young  Women"* 
Christian  Association.  The  method  of  in- 
struction, which  is  largely  oral,  is  thai  of 
Dr.  Peter  Roberts.  This  has  one  great 
advantage:  it  necessitates  on  the  part  of 
the  teacher  no  knowledge  of  any  language 
except  English.  The  English  taught  is 
very  simple  and  practical,  concerned  with 
everyday  experiences  at  home  and  at 
work,  and  with  simple  money  transactions', 
such  as  mailing  a  letter,  taking  a  train, 
and  going  to  the  stores. 

Since  January,  1910,  such  classes  have 
been  held  in  the  assembly  rooms  of  the 
various  branches,  and  many  eager  immi- 
grants have  already  learned  there  the  Eng*- 
lish  that  they  need  for  their  protection,  ad- 
vancement, and  pleasure.  At  present,  the 
branches,  the  assembly  rooms  of  whicli 
are  used  for  English  classes  for  rnen.  are 
as  follows:  12Sth  Street.  Aguilar,  Hud- 
son Park,  Mott  Haven,  Riverside,  St.  Ga- 
briel's Park,  and  Woodstock,  for  those 
■peaking  Italian ;  Aguilar  and  Seward 
Park,  for  those  speaking  Russian;  Hamil- 
ton Fish  Park,  96th  Street.  Tompkins 
Square,  and  Woodstock,  for  those  speal:- 
ing  Hungarian;  Hamilton  Fish  Park,  96th 
Street.    Rivington    Street.    Tremont,    and 


Woodstock,  for  Yiddish  speaking  people; 
Webster,  for  those  speaking  Bohemian; 
and  Seward  Park,  for  the  Turks.  A  mixed 
class  for  women  under  the  conduct  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  meets 
at  the  Washington  Heights  branch.  In 
the  following  branches  classes  for  women 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  are  held:  Aguilar 
and  Mott  Haven,  for  Italians;  58th  Street 
and  Yorkville,  for  Hungarian;  Mott  Ha- 
ven for  those  speaking  Lettish. 

The  newest  of  these  classes,  established 
at  the  Seward  Park  branch  on  February 
2.  include  a  class  of  Turks  taught  by  a. 
young  Turkish  student  at  Columbia,  the 
first  attempt  in  a  branch  to  do  anything 
for  the  Oriental,  and  two  classes  for  Jews, 
with    an    average    attendance    of    twenty 

EXHIBITIONS  AT  THE   CENTRAL 
BUILDING 

THE     exhibit    which     illustrates    "The 
making  of  an    etching,"  described   in 
the    January    issue    of    Branch    Library 

News,  will  remain  on  view  in  the  print  gal- 
lery (room  321)  until  April  30,  a  month 
longer  than  originally  planned,  because  of 
'he  interest  it  has  attracted.  In  the  Stuart 
aTlery  (room  316),  a  dozen  color  etchings 
I'y  C.  F.  W.  Mielatz,  mostly  views  of  New 
•York  City,  have  been  placed  on  exhibition. 
Two  memorial  exhibits,  one  of  the  work 
ol  John  Leech,  book  illustrations  and  the 
original  copper  plates  from  which  they 
were  made,  in  eornmemoration  of  the  fifti- 
eth anniversary  of  his  death,  and  the  other 
of  cartoons  and  illustrations  by  Sir  John 
Tenniel,  John  Leech's  successor  on 
"Punch."  who  died  February  26,  1914,  will 
be  shown  until  April  IS,  when  they  will  be 
replaced  by  the  recent  accessions  of  prints. 
In  the  children's  room  the  exhibit  on 
Heroism  has  given  place  to  an  exhibit  ap- 
propriate to  the  springtime,  consisting  of 
books  and  flowers. 

JACKSON  SQUARE  BRANCH 

MR.  J.  A.  IMHOF  has  lent  to  the  Jack- 
son Square  branch  a  collection  of 
photographs,  pottery,  baskets,  etc.  of  the 
Indians  of  the  Southwest,  For  three  years 
Mr.  Imhof  lived  in  the  Indian  village  of 
Acoma  in  New  Mexico,  and  after  gaining 
the  confidence  of  the  natives,  was  allowed 
lo  portray  the  various  dances  and  customs. 
His  collection  has  been  placed  in  both 
adult  and  children's  rooms. 
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EXTRACTS    FROM   THE  ANNUAL 
REPORT 

THE  following  paragraphs  are  taken 
from  the  Report  of  the  Director  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1913; 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  made 
substantial  progress.  Its  growth,  both  in 
the  size  of  its  collections  and  their  use, 
has  been  steady,  if  not  spectacular.  To- 
day it  is  a  factor  in  the  work  and  pleasure 
of  more  people  than  ever  before. 

Three  facts  stand  out  clearly  as  char- 
acteristic of  the  results  of  the  year's  work: 

First,  the  resources  of  the  Library  in 
books,  prints,  maps,  periodicals,  etc..  are 
naturally  greater  through  ihe  accessions 
by  gift  or  purchase.  Considering  only  the 
central  building,  nearly  50,000  volumes  and 
over  65,000  pamphlets  were  added,  making 
a  total  of  1.227,309  volumes  and  pamphlets 
at  the  disposal  of  the  public  for  consulta- 
tion in  the  building.  Prints  to  the  number 
of  75,194;  maps  numbering  about  14,000; 
newspapers.  American  and  foreign,  num- 
bering 351;  and  7,775  different  current 
periodicals  must  be  added  to  this  list  of 
available  resources  within  the  central 
building  alone.  To  obtain  a  complete  rec- 
ord, very  nearly  1.000,000  volumes  in  the 
circulation  department  must  be  included  in 
the  total,  thus  increasing  the  number  of 
hooks  and  pamphlets  in  the  whole  Library 
to  2,191.498, 

Second,  a  gain  has  been  made  in  the 
facility  with  which  these  resources  may 
be  utilized  by  readers.  Through  additions 
to  and  changes  in  the  staff  there  has  been 
a  gradual  improvement  in  the  Library's 
ability  to  serve  the  public  efficiently  and 
with    reasonable   promptness. 

Third,  the  readers  of  New  York  City 
and  elsewhere  are  more  generally  recog- 
nizing their  opportunity  to  use  the  Library. 
Increasingly  the  central  building  is  becom- 
ing the  workshop  of  specialists  and  stu- 
dents alike.  More  and  more  the  branch 
library  Is  taking  its  place  as  a  community 
center,  the  natural  rendezvous  for  the 
dwellers  in  its  neighborhood,  the  logical 
meeting-place  for  clubs  and  organizations 
that  represent  the  life  of  the  community. 
To  the  central  building  there  came  during 
the  year,  either  as  visitors  or  readers, 
2,102,824  persons,  an  average  of  5,761  daily. 
Of  these,  526.682  were  actual  readers  who 
consulted  1,685,715  volumes.  From  the 
40  branch  libraries  8,320,144  volumes  were 
issued  for  home  use,  an  increase  of  350.480 
over  the  number  Issued  in  1912. 

At  the  close  of  1913  the  circulation  de- 


partment had  nearly  a  million  books  avail- 
able for  use.  either  at  home  or  within  the 
buildings,  by  the  3,201,000  people  who 
comprise  the  population  of  Manhattan, 
The  Bronx,  and  Richmond,  the  three  bor- 
oughs directly  served  by  the  Library.  The 
exact  number  of  volumes  was  964.189,  a 
gain  of  6.1  per  cent,  over  908,828,  the  num- 
ber reported  last  year.  Of  this  total,  900.- 
919  volumes  are  available  for  home  use; 
the  remainder.  63,270  volumes,  classed  as 
reference  books,  must  be  used  in  the  build- 
ings. Taking  3,201.000,  the  population 
given  above,  as  a  basis  for  computation, 
.28  volumes  per  capita  are  available   for 

Over  one  tenth  of  the  total  number  of 
volumes,  99,609  exactly,  all  available  for 
circulation,  are  in  no  less  than  twenty-five 
foreign  languages,  a  statement  conveying 
some  idea  of  the  varied  demands  made 
upon  this  department.  a  i  effort  to 
strengthen  and  round  out  this  stock  of 
foreign  books  has  resulted  in  an  increase 
of  7.368  volumes  during  the  year.  The 
larger  part  of  these  books  in  foreign  lan- 
guages, except  those  in  French  and  Ger- 
man, which  are  distributed  throughout  the 
branches,  are  r'.aced  in  the  nineteen 
branches  where  the  demand  is  greatest. 
The  only  change  made  in  the  location  of 
foreign  books  was  at  the  Rivington  Street 
branch,  which  now  has  Italian  books,  in 
addition  to  Polish,  Rumanian,  Russian,  and 
Yiddish. 

The  entire  stock  of  books,  English  and 
foreign,  estimated  by  separate  titles  rather 
than  by  the  aggregate  of  volumes,  em- 
braces 113,823  titles;  81,512  in  the  English 
language  and  32,311,  or  nearly  three-tenths, 
in  foreign  languages.  This  total  repre- 
sents a  net  increase  of  4.711  titles  over  the 
number  available  in  1912,  6,523  titles  hav- 
ing been  added  and  1.812  dropped.  The 
present  list  of  titles  is  classified  as  fol- 
lows: general  works,  1,221;  philosophy, 
2,572;  religion,  6,450;  sociology,  8.528; 
philology.  2,542;  science.  6,039;  useful  arts, 
6,754;  fine  arts,  7,907;  literature,  15,599; 
history,  6.257;  travel,  7,329;  biography, 
9,216;  fiction,  33,409. 

The  32,311  foreign  titles  arc,  for  the 
most  part,  standard  works  of  fiction, 
drama,  poetry,  science,  and  literature,  with 
a  large  number  of  the  best  translations 
from  English  authors.  The  distribution 
by  languages  is  as  follows:  Arabic,  36; 
Bohemian,  3,525;  Chinese,  182;  Danish, 
237;  Dutch,  SS;  Finnish,  138;  French,  4,419; 
German,  11,355;  Greek  (classical),  107; 
Greek  (modern),  135;  Hebrew.  595;  Hun- 
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garian.  2,528;  Italian,  1,955;  Latin.  183; 
Norwegian,  385;  Polish,  1,331;  Rumanian, 
611;  Russian,  2,059;  Servian,  70;  Slovak. 
157;  Spanish,  739;  Swedish,  474;  Yiddish, 
961 ;  sundry  others,  74. 

Included  in  the  964,189  volumes  of  the 
circulation  department  arc  11,190  music 
scores  available  for  circulation,  of  which 
1,349  were  purchased  in  1913.  The  largest 
section  of  these  comprises  4,317  opera 
scores.  A  special  effort  has  been  made  to 
maintain  an  up-to-date  collection,  conform- 
ing to  the  annual  programmes  of  the  Met- 
ropolitan and  Century  opera  companies. 
Announcements  of  these  programmes  are 
sent  to  the  branch  librarians  every  year 
before  the  opening  of  the  opera  season. 
so  that  the  scores  of  new  and  revived 
Operas  may  be  purchased  in  advance.  The 
remainder  of  the  music  scores  consists  of 
3.839  volumes  of  vocal  music,  such  as 
songs,  choruses,  oratorios,  etc.,  and  3,034 
volumes  of  instrumental  scores,  including 
music  for  the  piano,  organ,  violin,  'cello, 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  different 
newspapers,  published  in  this  country  and 
abroad,  were  on  file  during  the  year  at  the 
branches.  Fifty  of  these  are  in  English, 
thirteen  in  Bohemian,  twelve  in  Hungarian. 
eleven  in  German,  ten  in  Swedish,  nine 
in  Yiddish,  seven  in  Italian,  four  in  French. 
two  each  in  Rumanian  and  Russian,  and 
one  each  in  Hebrew,  Norwegian,  Polish, 
Spanish,  and  Slovak. 

The  current  periodicals  received  at  the 
branches  are  still  more  numerous,  amount- 
ing to  391  different  titles,  of  which  277  are 
in  EnRlish,  84  in  foreign  languages,  and  30 
in  embossed  type  for  ihc  blind.

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RE-ADING  FOR  THE  BLrND 

HOW  do  the  blind  read?  How  fast  can 
ihey  read?  What  do  ttiey  read? 
The»«  are  (he  three  questions  put  in  un- 
raryinB  sequence  by  visitors  to  the  Central 
fauilding.  as  they  inspect  the  work  done 
bj-  Ibe  library  for  the  blind,  in  room  116. 
Books  for  the  blind  are  printed  in  em- 
bossed characters,  and  the  blind  read  them 
by  passing  the  finger  over  the  raised  print 
—  lilCTally  "catching  pictures  in  their 
(tDgers,"  The  alphabets  in  most  general  use 
are  made  tip  of  arbitrary  arrangements  of 
raiwd  dots.

The  second  question  is  rather  difficult  to   ' 
answer  definitely,  for  while  the  siory  can    ' 
be  expressed  as  accurately,  it  cannot  be 
read    so    quickly.

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printed  matter.  "Darid  Copperfield,"  for 
inatance.  when  embossed  in  the  Moon  type 
occDpies  fonr  and  one-hzlf  feet  of  shelring. 
A  certain  blind  reader  speaks  of  haring 
"groped  her  war  to  the  frontiers  of  knowl' 
edge." 

What  the  blind  actually  do  read  might 
differ  considerably  front  what  they  would 
read  if  their  choice  were  less  limited-  Ap- 
parently their  ustes  do  not  differ  greatly 
from  those  of  any  corresponding  group  of 
seeing  readers  ranging  from  university 
gradnatcs  to  the  inmates  of  ciiy  homes. 
Owing  to  the  labor  involved  in  reading  by 
touch,  books  of  quick  action,  books  in 
which  the  interest  is  well-sustained,  are 
of  especial  value.  For  the  same  reason, 
short  stories  are  popular.  Poetry  and  his- 
tory —  but   not   travel  —  are   much   in   dc- 

In  its  work  in  this  department  the  Li- 
brary has  always  sought  to  avail  itself  fully 
of  the  free  mailing  law  which  was  passed 
in  1904.  As  a  result  nearly  20,000  out  of  the 
23,325  volumes  sent  out  last  year  reached 
their  destinations  by  mail.  This  process 
necessarily  involves  much  more  labor  than 
is  required  in  the  circulation  of  an  ordinary 
book,  but  the  need  for  the  embossed  book 
is  oftentimes  far  greater.  The  blind  are 
much  more  dependent  upon  the  public  li- 
braries for  the  books  to  be  read  by  themselves 
than  are  any  other  citizens,  for  they  have 
no  embossed  newspapers,  no  book  shops, 
and  no  individual  collections  from  which 
they  can  borrow  casually.  There  are  sev- 
eral embossed  magazines  given  to  them, 
it  is  true,  but  the  price  of  an  embossed 
book  renders  ownership  impossible  to  the 
average  person.  Perhaps  it  is  largely  for 
this  reason  that  one-fifth  of  the  blind  popu- 
lation of  Greater  New  York  are  constant, 
not  desultory,  users  of  iheir  collection  in 
the  Central  building. 

The  blind  children  attending  the  public 
schools  have  utilized  the  resources  of  this 
room  to  the  utmost.  One  such  class  ex- 
presses its  spirit  of  friendliness  by  sending 
to  the  Library  on  each  and  every  holiday 
a  hand-made  card  bearing  an  appropriate 
message  and  symbol  pricked  out  and  out- 
lined in  little  raised  dots  — made  all  in 
the  dark. 

Among  the  unusual  material  that  is  cir- 
culated may  be  found  a  variety  of  games, 
including  chess,  checkers,  dominoes,  play- 
ing cards,  and  pachisi.  The  small  boys 
who  call  for  these,  and  the  music  teachers 
who  generally  need  some  music  score  "at 
once,"  largely  make  up  the  blind 


whose  energy  runs  ahead  of  the  mail 
serrice:.  Recently  a  few  titles  of  comet 
music  were  added,  at  the  special  request  of 
one  of  these  teachers. 

The  Library's  collection  is  perhaps  at 
present  the  most  complete  in  the  country. 
It  is  particnlarly  strong  in  magazines, 
(forty-one  of  which  are  circulated  regu- 
larly) and  in  music  scores.  The  number 
of  book  titles,  however,  scarcely  reaches 
the  2,000  mark.  In  an  age  when  the  rest 
of  the  world  is  suffering  from  an  excess 
of  books,  it  would  seem  that  blind  readers 
should  have  at  least  a  good  working  basis 
in  literature.  Pleasure  in  books  must  have 
been  one  of  the  influences  which  made  it 
possible  for  a  blind  person  to  write  that 
*'paradise  is  attained  by  touch,  for  in  touch 
is  all  love  and  intelligence." 


RUSSIAN  BOOK  OX  THE  LIBRARY 

A  book,  entitled  "The  New  York  Public 
Library,"  written  in  Russian,  has  been 
published  recently  in  Moscow.  The  author 
is  Mme.  L.  B.  Khavkina,  a  Russian  lady, 
who  is  a  student  of  library  work,  a  lecturer 
on  that  subject,  and  a  member  of  biblio- 
graphical and  literary  societies. 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  book  is  to  show 
Russian  readers  not  only  the  extent  of  li- 
brary work  in  America,  as  represented  by 
this  Library,  but  also  the  freedom  with 
which  books  are  offered  to  the  readers. 
She  points  out  that  although  the  national 
libraries  of  Europe  enjoy  the  same  advan- 
tage over  the  American  public  library  that 
the  Library  of  Congress  possesses — a  com- 
pulsory gift  of  all  copyrighted  books  — 
nevertheless  the  European  libraries  do  not 
make  their  books  one  half  as  accessible  as 
do  the  public  libraries  in  this  country.  And 
the  latter  have  to  buy  their  books  for  them- 

Mme.  Khavkina  gives  a  history  of  the 
Astor  and  Lenox  libraries,  the  Titden  fund, 
and  the  New  York  Free  Circulating  Li- 
brary —  the  component  parts  of  the  present 
New  York  Public  Library.  She  speaks  of 
ihe  various  privileges  for  readers,  the  ex- 
hibitions of  books  and  of  pictures,  the  trav- 
elling libraries,  lecture  rooms  and  their  use. 
She  dwells  upon  the  work  with  schools, 
and  for  children  generally.  The  book  is 
illustrated  with  sixteen  views  of  the  li- 
brary buildings,  and  of  various  rooms  and 
activities  within  them. 

A  number  of  copies  of  the  book  are  to 
be  placed  in  the  branches  for  the  use  of 
Russian  readers. 
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SHAKESPEARE  CELEBRATION 

THE  three  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniver' 
sary  of  the  birth  of  Shakespeare  (April 
23rd,  last)  was  celebrated  by  a.  majority  of 
the  branches,  and  at  the  Central  buildinK. 
Eichibitions  of  rare  prints  and  interesting 
editions  of  Shakespeare,  the  display  of 
busts  or  portraits  of  the  dramatist,  collec- 
tions of  his  plays  set  apart  for  the  conven- 
ience of  readers,  the  compilation  of  reading 
lists,  stories  from  "Lamb's  Tales  from 
Shakespeare"  told  to  the  children  —  these 
were  some  of  the  forms  which  the  celebra- 
tion took  in  the  branches. 

In  certain  branches  lectures  and  readings 
were  given  on  April  24th,  or  other  days  of 
that  week.  Bulletins,  illustrative  of  the 
life  and  times  of  Shakespeare,  were  posted 
in  many  children's  rooms.  Some  of  the 
boys'  and  girls'  clubs  which  meet  regularly 
in  the  branches  arranged  special  programs, 
and  read  and  discussed  "As  you  Like  It," 
or  other  plays. 

The  branches  which  held  special  exhi- 
bitions were  58th  Street,  96th  Street,  115th 
Street,  125th  Street,  135th  Street,  and 
Woodstock.  Lectures  and  readings  were 
given  at  125th  Street,  135th  Street,  and 
Woodstock. 

In  the  main  exhibition  room  of  the 
Central  building  there  is  a  valuable  and  in- 
teresting exhibition.  Four  First  Folio  edi- 
tions of  Shakespeare  are  displayed,  as  well 
as  five  copies  of  the  Second  Folio,  three  of 
the  Third,  and  two  of  the  Fourth.  There 
arc  also,  in  the  same  case,  numerous 
Quarto  editions  of  the  plays  and  poems, 
including  examples  of  the  "Merchant  of 
Venice,"  "King  Lear,"  "Richard  III,"  and 
the  valuable  copy  of  the  Sonnets,  of  1609. 
Facsimiles  of  Shakespeare's  autograph  are 
shown,  and  rubbings  of  the  inscriptions  on 
bis  grave  and  that  of  his  wife.  Another 
case  contains  a  selection  of  curious  books 
about  Shakespeare  and  his  work. 


GEORGE  BRUCE  BRANCH 

THE  section  to  the  north  of  Columbia 
University,  known  as  Manhattanville, 
will  be  the  site  of  the  next  branch  of  The 
New  York  Public  Library.  This  branch, 
named  in  honor  of  George  Bruce,  is  to  be 
erected  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the 
old  branch  of  that  name,  situated  at  226 
West  42nd  street.  That  was  given  by  Miss 
Katherine  Bruce  to  the  New  York  Free 
Circnlating  Library,  in  1888,  as  a  memorial 
to  her  father,  George  Bruce. 


building  will  be  located  near 
1  of  126th  street  and  Man- 
hattan street,  and,  unlike  the  conventional 

t3iie  of  branch  buildings  erected  from  the 
Carnegie  Fund,  will  be  of  Colonial  design 
with  facades  of  brick  with  stone  trimmings. 
This  location  is  easily  accessible  from 
Columbia  University  on  the  south,  the 
large  apartment  house  section  on  the  north, 
and  the  west  Harlem  business  district  cen- 
tering on  125th  street,  as  well  as  the  Fort 
Lee  ferry  to  the  east 

The  title  to  this  property  was  acquired 
December  9,  1913.  The  lot  has  a  frontage 
of  fifty  feet  on  126th  street  and  an  average 
depth  of  104  feet. 

The  building  will  have  its  main  entrance 
on  Manhattan  street,  although  the  plans 
call  for  a  service  entrance  on  126th  street. 
The  library  will  be  three  stories  high  on 
Manhattan  street  and  four  stories  high  on 
126th  street,  as  an  extra  floor  is  required 
for  janitor's  quarters.  There  will  be  an 
assembly  room  in  the  basement.  The  first 
floor  will  contain  the  adult  circulation  de- 
partment, and  the  reading  and  reference 
room.  The  second  floor  will  be  for  chil- 
dren, and  it  will  contain  both  circulation 
and  reading  rooms.  Carrere  and  Hastings 
are  the  architects.  It  is  expected  that  the 
building  with  its  equipment  will  cost  about

ST.  NICHOLAS  PARK 
NEIGHBORHOOD  ASSOCIATION 

ON  the  evening  of  March  28th,  the  St. 
Nicholas  Park  Neighborhood  Asso- 
ciation held  a  public  meeting,  in  the  135th 
Street  branch.  Mr.  Stephen  F.  Bayne. 
Principal  of  P.  S.  5,  presided. 

The  speaker  of  the  evening,  Mr.  Cyril  H. 
Jones,  of  the  Public  Recreation  Commis- 
sion, said  that  providing  proper  oppor- 
tunities for  play  for  the  people,  old  and 
young,  is  second  in  importance  only  lo 
proper  schooling.  He  outlined  the  work 
of  the  Park  Department,  the  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Department  of  Docks, 
and  told  how  truancy  and  juvenile  delin- 
quency had  decreased  in  the  vicinity  of 
playgrounds.  He  suggested  that  when  a 
district  is  urgently  in  need  of  a  playground 
and  cannot  await  an  appropriation,  the 
citizens  could  be  assessed  to  pay  for  it 
themselves. 

Mr.  N.  W.  Browne.  Vice  President  of 
the  Association,  spoke  on  "Fire  Prevention 
in  our  District."    He  said  that  fire  preven- 
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tion,  as  it  i>  undcratood  by  the  nnderwri- 
ters,  means  the  removal  of  causes  which 
lead  up  to  fires.  The  greatest  sources  of 
danger  are  the  janitors'  cellars  and  the 
grocers'  cellars  stacked  with  boxes,  and 
fire  escapes  blocked  by  thoughtless  house- 
wives. With  the  co-operation  of  the  Fire 
Department,  of  which  we  are  assured,  and 
the  vigilance  of  the  people  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, such  conditions  can  be  overcome. 

Dr.  J.  Gardner  Smith,  a  citizen  of  Har- 
lem whose  influence  for  good  extends  be- 
yond the  limits  of  the  District,  spoke  on 
conditions  in  the  neighborhood.  He  was 
the  first  to  introduce  physical  training  into 
the  Public  Schools,  and  he  urged  the  need 
for  physical  training  and  playgrounds  for 
the  children  of  the  District.

TRAVELLING  LIBRARIES 

HAVE  you  any  guide  books  lo  W 
CO?"  "May  I  see  your  books  on  t 
elling  in  Europe?" 
These  questions  : 
vbiiors  to  the  Trai 
m  Ihe  Central  Building  of  The  New  York 
Public  Library,  at  Fifth  Avenue  and  42nd 
StrccL  II  Is  the  impression  —  a  perfectly 
natural  one  — that  a  travelling  library 
I  of  books  aboiiT  travel.  Some  li- 
brarians, even,  have  been  known  to  ask 
if  the  term  meant  that  (be  assistants  in 
thr  Travelling  Liiirarics  "travel  about  the 
city." 
Tlicre  is  truth  in  both  of  these  ideas, 
ivelling    library    contains    books    on 


■  travel  ^ — and  on  a  great  many  otber  sub- 
jects, as  well.  The  assistants  in  charge  of 
them  sometimes  have  to  do  a  little  travel- 
ling. But  the  real  meaning  of  travelling 
libraries  is:  collections  of  books  on  any 
or  all  subjects,  sent  to  schools,  recreation 
and  social  centres,  factories,  department 
stores,  fire  and  police  stations,  and  in  some 
cases,  to  Individuals  in  their  homes. 
These  collections  arc  changed  from  time  Ii 
time,  replaced  by  other  collections,  — 
hence  the  "travel." 

The  varied   work   of   the  Travelling   Li- 
braries Office  may  be  represented  by  the   I 
activities  of  the  past  two  months.     This  j 
period  saw  the  installation  of  the  largest 
station  in  the  system,  which  was  opened  in 
Columbia     University     Library     building 
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April  6.  There  is  a  collection  of  3000 
volumes,  supplemented  by  daily  addition 
of  special  books.  An  attractive  room,  with 
tables  for  reading  and  study,  invites  a 
large  membership  from  the  residents  of 
the  Columbia  district. 

Two  "community  stations"  have  been  re- 
opened in  Staten  Island.  One.  in  a  store 
at  West  New  Brighton,  is  conducted  prac- 
tically like  a  small  branch  library.  The 
other  is  in  a  real-estate  office  at  New 
Dorp. 

One  interesting  Item  in  the  work  was 
placing  discarded  periodicals  on  a  foreign 
sailing  ship,  owned  by  Che  Oriental  Operat- 
ing Company.  The  ship's  officers  and 
crew  were  g'ad  'o  have  some  reading  for 
the  three  months'  trip. 

In  Manhattan,  cases  of  books,  with  cir- 
culars and  printed  book  lists,  have  been 
sent  to  three  exhibitions.  An  outcome  of 
the  Better  Industrial  Relations  exhibit  was 
a  visit  from  the  welfare  worker  of  a  rub- 
ber mai^factory,  who  was  surprised  to 
find  that  it  was  possible  to  borrow  a  travel- 
ling library  of  his  own  selection,  for  free 
circulation  among  the  employees.  Such  a 
collection  was  at  once  sent  and  adds  to 
the  long  list  of  libraries  in  factories  and 
offices.  One  library  of  this  kind  is  shown 
in  the  picture  on  Che  first  page. 

A  new  police  precinct  has  been  suppUed 
with  its  bookcase,  containing  two  shelves 
of,  fiction,  history,  works  on  city  govern- 
ment, etc.,  together  with  a  small  reference 
collection  of  technical  books.  The  col- 
lection will  be  exchanged  every  two 
months  and  Che  new  books  will  doubtless 
be  as  eagerly  received  as  at  the  forty- 
seven  other  precincts  using  travelling 
libraries. 

A  library  of  a  kind  never  before  sent 
out  from  the  Travelling  Libraries  Office 
went  to  a  private  school  where  a  course 
in  cataloguing  and  indexing  is  given.  The 
books  were  needed  to  illustrate  the  points 
covered  in  this  course  and  should  form  a 
valuable  working  collection. 

Mention  has  been  made  of  the  "'home" 
library.  Probably  it  is  not  generally 
known  that  any  family  living  at  a  distance 
from  a  Branch  Library  may  apply  for  a 
collection  of  ten  books,  to  be  lent  freely 
in  a  circle  of  friends.  Exchanges  are 
made  every  two  months,  and  the  little 
bookcase,  which  is  a  delight  to  the  younger 
members  of  the  family,  is  left  to  receive  the 
new  set.  To  an  invalid  such  a  collection  has 
proved  a  great  resource,  not  only  because 
it  provides  reading,  but  also  because  of  the 


privilege  of  dispensing  books  t 
A  family  accustomed  to  the  use  of  a  Branch 
Library  removed  to  Wakefield  a  few  weeks 
ago,  carrying  with  them  the  information 
that  they  still  had  the  Travelling  Libraries 
to  draw  upon.  The  mother  visited  the 
office  and  made  a  selection  of  suitable 
books  for  her  children.  She  included  some 
text  books,  by  which  she  hoped  that  they 
would  soon  make  up  the  disadvantage  of 
having  been  in  "part  time"  classes  at  the 
former  school.  She  willingly  agreed  to 
the  requirement  that  the  books  should  also 
be  lent  to  friends  outside  her  family. 

One  hundred  partly  worn  books,  with- 
drawn from  the  Branch  Libraries,  were 
sent  to  the  farm  colony  of  the  New 
York  Reformatory.  It  is  possible  that 
they  helped  some  city  lad  over  the  home- 
sick stage,  while  he  was  getting  used  to  the 
new  surroundings. 

Sea  View  Hospital  has  been  largely  sup- 
plied  with  books,  and  the  library  qnarteri 
and  general  organization  there  have  been 
carried  to  an  unusual  degree  of  attractive- 
ness and  efficiency. 

The  Longshoremen's  Rest,  which  is  said 
to  be  the  only  place  of  its  kind  in 
the  city,  has  been  supplied  with  as  many 
books  as  could  be  handled.  These  in- 
cluded a  number  of  bound  magazines, 
such  as  the  "Illustrated  London  News" 
and  the  "Graphic." 

To  a  class  of  cripples  in  a  public  school 
there  were  sent  additional  books  from  the 
collection  of  discarded  books.  They  were 
chosen  in  accordance  with  the  requests 
expressed  in  a  number  of  letters  in  which 
these  children  told  of  the  delight  they  took 
in  books  they  had  previously  received  from 

An  important  part  of  the  past  month's 
work  has  been  with  the  schools.  Nine 
hundred  books  have  been  placed  in  a  new 
school  in  the  Bronx. 

The  school  assistant  has  added  largely 
to  the  books  sent  to  high  schools  and  has 
recalled  books  used  in  the  evening  schools 
and  in  che  Recreation  Centres.  A  travel- 
ling library  in  a  Recreation  Centre  is 
shown  in  the  picture  on  the  opposite  page. 

In  considering  the  resources  of  the 
Travelling  Libraries  Office  it  is  of  inter- 
est to  find  that  of  its  80.000  volumes  64.000 
are  in  active  use,  in  659  stations  scattered 
throughout  the  three  boroughs.  Manhat- 
tan, Bronx  and  Richmond.  The  present 
growth  makes  it  probable  that  the  circu- 
lation of  the  year  will  exceed  that  of  1913. 
—  although  that  was  919,159.

Here 
the  library  is  described,  by  means  of  pic- 
tures and  charts,  as  one  of  (he  i 
of  a  great  city. 

In   contrast   to   the   above   w 
hibits    in    which    the   library's 
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schools  was  emphasized.  Of  these,  the 
Pedag'ogical  Exhibit  at  Essen,  Germany, 
was  the  largest.  This  was  arranged  by 
the  Deutsches  Haus,  Columbia  Univer- 
■ity.  and  the  library  contributed  a  com- 
plete set  of  photographs  showing  the  vari- 
ous phases  of  work  with  school  children. 

Similar  exhibits  were  shown  at  the  In- 
land Empire  Teachers'  Association  meet- 
ing at  Spokane,  in  April,  and  at  the  School 
Library  Exhibit  held  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
in  May,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Bureau  of 
Education.  Recent  local  exhibits  include 
that  of  Better  Industrial  Relations,  in 
which  the  Travelling  Libraries  Office 
showed  a  library  typical  of  those  placed 
In  manufacturing  establishments  for  the 
use  of  employees,  and  a  Child  Welfare 
Exhibit,  conducted  by  the  Emerson  Soci- 
ety of  the  University  Settlement,  to  which 
seven  neighboring  branches  contributed 
an  exhibit  of  local  library  resources. 

There  were  also  two  Child  Labor  Ex- 
hibits by  the  Kips  Bay  Neighborhood 
Association  held  in  the  S8th  Street  and 
St,  Gabriel's  Park  branches.  These  local 
exhibits  covered  all  phases  of  the  work 
of  interest  to  the  general  public.  At  such 
exhibits  photographs  of  nearby  branch 
libraries  and  interiors  were  always  recog- 
nized, and  the  library  section  was  always 
well  filled  by  children  and  their  parents, 
some  interested  in  the  picture  books,  some 
in  illustrated  books  for  older  children,  and 
others  in  the  foreign  books  or  the  books 
and  games  for  the  blind.  Checkers,  play- 
ing cards  and  writing  tablets  for  the  use 
of  the  blind  never  failed  to  arouse  interest. 

At  many  of  these  exhibits  meetings 
were  held  and  speeches  were  delivered 
by  those  connected  with  the  library.  For 
instance,  at  a  Child  Welfare  Exhibit  held 
at  Summit,  N.  J.,  Miss  Moore,  Supervisor 
of  Work  with  Children  gave  an  address 
on  "Children's  work  as  a  contribution  to 
child  welfare,"  and  Miss  Tyler,  in  charge 
of  story  telling  at  the  branches,  spoke  on 
"The  possibilities  of  story  telling."

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THREE  FAMOUS  BOOKS 

THE  famous  books  of  the  world  hang 
over  many  persons  like  a  cloud  — 
books  they  think  ihey  ouglit  to  read,  but 
know  perfectly  well  they  will  never  have 
courage  to  try.  Many  of  them,  written 
in  other  tongues  than  ours,  cannot  be  en- 
joyed thoroughly  by  those  who  know 
only  the  English  language. 

All  of  the  three  books  mentioned  here 
were  originally  written  in  English.  Two 
of  them  employ  words  and  phrases  now 
quaint  and  out  of  common  use,  but  still 
not  strange  enough  to  make  them  difficult 
to  read  with  pleasure.  All  of  them  are 
long  books,  of  the  kind  that  most  people 
prefer  to  read  a  little  at  a  time.  One  may 
read  here  and  there  in  them,  skipping  as 
one  likes,  and  returning  to  them  after  an 
interval  of  months  or  years.  They  always 
repay  reading  and  re-reading  many  times. 

The  first  is  not  a  great  book  for  the 
manner  of  its  writing,  but  for  its  con- 
tents. It  is  not  expressed  in  lofty  nor 
beautiful  language,  but  it  will,  neverthe- 
less, he  read  for  centuries  to  come,  as 
it  is  one  of  the  greatest  of  "human  docu- 
ments." It  is  "The  Diary  of  Samuel 
Pepys."  As  the  pronunciation  of  the 
diarist's  name  is  often  in  dispute  it  is 
worth  while  to  quote  a  rhyme  on  the  sub- 
ject: 

'There  are   ptople,    Vm    lold  —  some   lay   there 
are  heapa. 
Who  ipcak  of  the  talkitiie  Samuel  aa  Pccih: 

Who   call'the  delightful  old  diariat   Peppia; 
But  thoae  I  think  right,  and  I  follow  their  aleps. 
Ever  mention  the  gmrruloua  gojsip  a>  Peps.'' 

An  entertaining  description  of  Mr. 
Pepys  and  his  Diary  is  given  in  the  form 
of  a  conversation  between  two  of  the  char- 
acters in  a  book  by  A.  Conan  Doyle  ("A 
Duet").    Some  of  it  may  be  copied  here, 

"Mr.  Pepys  was  born  in  sixteen  hun- 
dred and  something  or  other,  and  he  got 
on  pretty  well  in  the  world,  was  a  high 
official  of  the  navy  in  the  time  of  Charles 
II:  he  died  and  left  his  library  to 
one  of  the  universities  —  I  can't  remember 
which." 

"There  is  an  accuracy  about  your  infor- 
mation. Frank—" 

"I  know,  dear,  but  it  doesn't  matter. 
This  library  was  left  as  a  kind  of  dust 
catcher,  as  such  libraries  are,  until  one 
day,  more  than  a  hundred  years  after  the 
old  boy's  death,  some  enterprising  person 
seems  to  have  examined  his  books,  and 
he  found  a  number  of  volumes  of  writing 
which  were  all  in  cipher,  so  that  no  one 
could  make  head  or  tail  of  them." 


"Dear  me,  how  very  interesting!" 

"Yes,  it  naturally  excited  curiosity.  Why 
should  a  man  write  volumes  of  cipher? 
Imagine  the  labor  of  it!  So  some  one 
set  to  work  to  solve  the  cipher.  This  was 
about  the  year  1820.  After  three  years 
they  succeeded." 

"How  in  the  world  did  they  do  it?" 

"Well,  they  say  that  human  ingenuity 
never  yet  invented  a  cipher  which  human 
ingenuity  could  not  also  solve.  Anyhow, 
they  did  succeed.  And  when  they  had 
done  so,  and  copied  it  all  out  clean,  they 
found  they  had  got  hold  of  such  a  book 
as  was  never  heard  of  before  in  the  whole 
history  of  literature." 

Maude  laid  her  sewing  on  her  lap,  and' 
looked  across  with  her  lips  parted  and  her 
eyebrows    raised. 

"They  found  that  it  was  an  inner  diary 
of  the  life  of  this  man,  with  all  his  im- 
pressions, and  all  his  doings,  and  all  his 
thoughts,  not  his  ought-to-be  thoughts,  but 
his  real,  real  thoughts,  just  as  he  thought 
them  at  the  back  of  his  soul.  You  see  this 
man  and  you  know  him  very  much  better 
than  his  own  wife  knew  him.  It  is  not 
only  that  he  tells  of  his  daily  doings,  and 
gives  us  such  an  intimate  picture  of  life 
in  those  days  as  could  by  no  other  means 
have  been  conveyed,  but  it  is  as  a  bit  of 
psychology  that  the  thing  is  so  valuable. 
Remember  the  dignity  of  the  man,  a  high 
government  official,  an  orator,  a  writer,  a 
patron  of  learning;  and  here  you  have  the 
other  side,  the  little  thoughts,  the  mean 
ideas  which  may  lurk  under  a  bewigged 
head  and  behind  a  solemn  countenance. 
Not  thai  he  is  worse  than  any  of  us.  Not 
a  bit.     But  he  is  frank." 

From  the  little  details  of  Mr.  Pepys's 
daily  life  in  London  to  the  dim  region  of 
fairyland  and  magic  described  in  the  Morte 
Darthur  is  a  curious  change.  Yet  Pepys's 
Diary  and  the  Morte  Darthur.  by  Sir 
Thomas  Malory,  have  one  quality  in  com- 

It  may  be  useful,  by  the  way,  again  to 
speak  of  a  matter  of  pronunciation.  The 
apparently  French  title  of  the  Morte 
Darthur  has  led  many  persons  into  giving 
it  a  French  pronunciation.  This  is  un- 
necessary, and,  indeed,  incorrect  and  af- 
fected. It  is  an  English  book,  which  might 
as  well  have  been  called;  The  Death  of 
Arthur.  French  phrases  were  more  cur- 
rent in  England  in  the  15lh  century  —  the 
period  of  its  writing  —  than  they  are  now. 
Words  and  names  so  used  in  England 
have    become    Anglicised    by    the    custom 
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,  and  the  title  of  the  book 
should  be  pronounced  exactly  as  if  they 
were  English  words:  Mort  Darthur.  The 
first  word  is  often  spelled  without  the  e. 

Little,  almost  nothing,  is  surely  known 
about  Sir  Thomas  Malory.  But  his  won- 
derful book  of  old  legends,  tales,  and  stories 
has  been  re-printed  again  and  again,  since 
the  first  edition  came  from  the  press  of 
Caxton,  the  first  English  printer.  So  pop- 
ular are  these  tales  of  King  Arthur  and 
Queen  Guinevere,  of  Sir  Launcelot  and 
the  other  knights  of  the  Round  Table,  that 
the  Morte  Darthur  is  still,  after  more  than 
four  hundred  years,  a  profitable  book  for 
publishers  to  bring  out. 

Its  scenes  are  cast  in  a  land  of  enchant- 
ment, of  wonder-working  magicians,  of 
forlorn  queens  and  damsels  held  captive  in 
high  towers,  of  battles  with  strange 
knights  in  gloomy  woods,  of  perilous  as- 
saults upon  lonely  castles.  To  read  it  is 
to  take  yourself  far  away  from  the  tire- 
some realities  of  many  of  the  modern 
novels.  It  is  told  in  words  and  phrases 
as  odd  and  unexpected  to  our  ears  as 
would  be  to  our  eyes  the  sight  of  a  man 
in  full  armor  walking  upon  the  street  at 
noonday.  The  book  has  a  curious  and 
wholly  unintentional  humor,  which  makes 
U9  smile  at  the  author,  even  while  we  en- 
joy him  most.  Perhaps  these  are  the 
reasons  why  the  Morte  Darthur  is  still 
read,  year  after  year. 

Boswell's  "Life  of  Samuel  Johnson"  is 
one  of  the  books  constantly  recommended, 
but  not  so  often  read.  Its  lovers  read  it 
and  read  it  again,  but  to  many  persons  it 
is  merely  a  "classic,"  a  tiresome,  big  book 
ia  several  volumes,  which  the  "high- 
brows" like  to  talk  about,  and  pretend 
they  enjoy. 

If  you  have  had  some  such  idea  as  this, 
but  are  willing  to  find  out  how  much  fun 
there  really  is  in  the  life  of  the  famous 
Dr.  Johnson,  go  at  it  in  a  different  way. 
Do  not  pick  it  up  with  the  notion  of 
reading  it  through  from  beginning  to  end 
—  always  a  discouraging  thing  with  a 
long  book  —  but  turn  to  the  index  at  the 
end  of  the  last  volume.  You  will  remem* 
ber  that  Boawell  made  up  much  of  the 
book  by  recording  Johnson's  opinions  on 
this  and  that,  and  by  noting  down  con- 
versations between  the  Doctor  and  him- 
self. He  even  subjected  himself  to  insult 
and  derision  in  order  to  make  his  hero 
talk  —  on  any  subject  under  the  sun. 

Look  at  the  index  entries  until  you 
find  something  that  attracts  your  atten- 


tion. Here  is  one:  "America  and  Ameri- 
cans"—  what,  you  wonder,  did  Dr.  John- 
son think  of  them?  You  look  it  up:  "Sir," 
said  he,  "they  are  a  race  of  convicts,  and 
ought  to  be  thankful  for  anything  we 
allow  them  short  of  hanging!  And  again: 
"I  am  willing  to  love  all  mankind  —  except 
an  American!"  he  roared. 

You  will  find  him  in  a  gentler  mood 
if  you  read  his  repUes  to  Boswell's 
whimsical  inquiry  about  what  he  would 
do  if  he  found  himself  shut  up  in  a  castle 
alone  with  a  new-born  baby.  You  may 
discover  something  of  the  absurd  scien- 
tific opinions  of  his  time  if  you  look  up 
the  reference  to  "Swallows,"  and  find  that 
the  learned  man  could  deliver  himself  of 
this  bit  of  information:  "Swallows  cer- 
tainly sleep  all  the  winter.  A  number  of 
them  conglobulate  together,  by  flying 
round  and  round,  and  then  all  in  a  heap 
throw  themselves  under  water,  and  lie  in 
the  bed  of  a  river." 

But  you  find  yourself  reading  on,  turn- 
ing the  page,  and  following  his  arguments 
and  pronouncements  on  other  subjects.  In 
the  end  it  is  extremely  likely  that  you  will 
read  the  greater  part  of  this  wonderful 
biography,  and  henceforth  the  words  "Dr. 
Johnson"  will  call  to  your  mind  a  vivid 
picture  of  the  tremendous  man,  wheezing 
and  roaring  and  rolling  in  his  chair,  bat- 
tering down  his  opponents  in  argument, 
but  leaving  them,  as  his  biographer  leaves 
you,  with  a  real  sense  of  a  great  man,  a 
faulty  man,  but  nevertheless  a  noble  one. 
You  will  have  not  only  a  mental  image, 
but  an  acquaintance  with  him,  such  as  you 
get  with  few  men  of  the  past.  The  aver- 
age biography  tells  you  that  this  or  that 
man  did  such  and  such  things:  Boswell 
makes  Dr.  Johnson  a  permanent  part  of 
your  knowledge,  and  he  stands  out  almost 
as  clearly  in  your  mind  as  your  own 
brother.  You  see  him  in  his  brown  clothes 
and  wig  just  as  you  see  Napoleon  in  his 
gray  coat  and  cocked  hat —  an  interesting 
figure    forevermore.

"AS  INTERESTING  AS  A  NOVEL" 

AS  interesting  as  a  novel,"  is  a  phrase 
often  applied  to  an  especially  striking 
biography,  book  of  travels,  or  other  dra- 
matic narrative.  It  must  be  taken  with  a 
grain  of  salt  —  very  few  books  are  really 
as  interesting  as  the  best  novels.  For, 
taken  at  its  height,  the  novelist's  art  shows 
us  the  characters  and  events  of  life  made 
vivid  by  the  great  emotions,  and  illumin- 
ated by  imagination,  pathos,  and  humor. 
A  fine  novel  holds  the  attention  of  the 
majority  of  readers  in  a  way  that  no  other 

Nevertheless,  some  writers  present  true 
narrative  in  a  fashion  almost  as  entertain- 
ing as  the  fictitious  story  of  the  novelist. 
Some  books  of  this  kind  are  named  in 
the  list  printed  above.  They  vary  from 
plays  —  which,  of  course  belong  to  the 
class  of  fiction  —  to  such  an  ordinarily  dry 
subject  as  etymology.  The  last  book  in 
the  list  is  in  that  class.  Most  of  them, 
however,  are  true  stories  of  adventures 
at  sea.  descriptions  of  warfare,  and  history. 
biography,  or  travel.  It  is  believed  that 
nearly  all  of  them  are  sufficiently  human 
to  justify  the  heading  which  has  been 
placed  over  them. 


If  you  read  "As  others  see  us."  you  may 
care  to  look  up  some  of  the  books  men- 
tioned therein,  and  read  the  full  comments 
of  the  visitors  to  this  country,  Fiske's 
"Discovery  of  America"  will,  perhaps,  in- 
terest you  in  reading  his  "American  Revo- 
lotion,"  or  his  "Critical  Period  of  Ameri- 
can History  —  the  story  of  the  years  when 
the  victorious  American  colonies  were  in 
almost  greater  danger  than  during  the 
War.  Another  terribly  "critical  period" 
i.<!  told  at  length,  but  in  thoroughly  read- 
able style,  in  Rhodes's  "History  of  the 
United  States  from  the  Compromise  of 
18S0." 

Lord  Rosebery's  "Napoleon,  the  la^ 
phase"  may  make  you  wish  to  read  the 
whole  of  Napoleon's  career,  by  some  of 
the  historians  like  Sloan  or  Rose.  The 
volumes  by  Carl  Schurz  can  be  matched 
by  the  autobiography  of  the  diplomat, 
Andrew  D.  White,  and  of  the  senator, 
George  F.  Hoar.  Ellen  Terry's  life  sug- 
gests the  biography  of  her  great  actor- 
associate,  Henry  Irving,  by  Bram  Stoker, 
and  Steevens's  "With  Kitchener  to  Khar- 
tum" leads  one  naturally  to  Lord  Cromer's 
work  on  "Modern  Egypt,"

FOR  books  to  give  the  reader  an  under- 
standing of  the  present  situation,  it  is 
advisable  to  turn  to  some  of  the  recent  his- 
tories  of  Europe  as  a  whole.  "The  devel- 
opment of  European  Nations,  1870-1900" 
by  }.  Holland  Rose,  is  one  of  these.  Such 
recent  events  as  the  Russo-Japanese  and 
the  Balkan  Wars  are,  of  course,  not  treat- 
ed, but  both  this  and  Ferdinand  Schevill's 
"Political  history  of  modern  Europe"  de- 
scribe the  rise  of  the  Triple  Alliance  and 
other  factors  of  today.  "Problems  of 
power,"  by  W.  M.  Fullerton,  is  a  "study 
of  international  politics  from  Sadowa  to 
Kirk-KiHissi,"  while  G.  P.  Gooch's  "His- 
tory of  our  time"  covers  the  period  1885- 
I9I1.  A  treatise  on  international  law  is 
A.  S.  Hershey's  "The  essentials  of  inter- 
national public  law."  while  the  new  phase 
of  warfare  is  discussed  in  "The  law  of  the 
air,"  by  H.  D.  Hazeltine.  General  Nelson 
A.  Miles's  "Military  Europe"  gives  the 
impressions  of  an  American   soldier. 

To  turn  to  the  scene  of  the  outbreak  of 
this  summer.  Prince  Lazarovich-Hrebeli- 
anovich  has  written  "The  Servian  people, 
iheir  past  glory  and  their  destiny";  and 
Alfred  Stead  is  the  editor  of  a  volume 
called  "Servia  by  the  Servians"  in  which 
the  institutions,  resources,  and  army  are 
fully  described.  Two  other  books  about 
the  kingdom  are:  "Servia  and  the  Ser- 
vians" by  Mtyatovic,  and  "Through  the 
lands  of  the  Serb"  by  Mary  E.  Dunham. 

A.  R.  Colquhoun  deals  with  the  Ausiro- 
[lungarian  empire  in  "The  whirlpool  of 
Europe."  Two  other  books  on  that  coun- 
try are:  "Austria  of  the  Austrians"  by  L. 
Kellner  and  other  writers,  and  James 
Baker's  "Austria,  her  people  and  their 
homelands,"  H.  W.  Steed  has  written 
"The  Hapsburg  monarchy,"  and  Sir  Hor- 
ace Rumbold  describes  "The  Austrian 
court  in  the  19lh  century." 

Next  comes  Austria's  enemy.  —  Russia. 
"Modern  Russia"  by  G.  I.  Aleksinski  de- 


scribes its  internal  conditions  and  politics. 
"Russia,  her  strength  and  weakness"  is  by 
Wolf  von  Schierbrand.  Poultney  Bigelow 
has  most  interestingly  described  the  Russo- 
German  frontier  in  "The  borderland  of 
Ciar  and  Kaiser."  Sir  D.  M.  Wallace  is 
the  author  of  a  book  on  "Russia";  Hugo 
Ganz  calls  it  "The  land  of  riddles."  A.  J. 
Be ve ridge  wrote  on  "The  Russian  ad- 
vance"; the  writer  who  calls  himself  Paul 
Vassili  claims  to  have  looked  "Behind  the 
veil  at  the  Russian  court";  and  Maurice 
Baring  gives  an  Englishman's  ideas  in  his 
two  books,  —  "The  Russian  people"  and 
"A  year  in  Russia."  Gen.  F.  V.  Greene  has 
written  "Sketches  of  army  life  in  Russia," 
while  Victor  Tissot  is  the  author  of  "Rus- 
sians and  the  Germans." 

The  mere  titles  of  these  books  about 
Germany  are  full  of  suggestion;  "Germany 
and  the  next  war"  by  Friedrich  von  Bern- 
hardi;  "The  German  emperor  and  the 
peace  of  the  world"  by  A.  H.  Fried;  "Wil- 
liam of  Germany"  by  Stanley  Shaw;  "The 
men  around  the  Kaiser"  by  F.  W.  Wile 
(which  includes  sketches  of  the  leading 
soldiers  of  Germany);  "Germany  and  the 
German  emperor"  by  G.  H.  Perns;  "The 
brain  of  an  army,  a  popular  account  of  the 
German  general  staff"  by  Spenser  Wilkin- 
son; "Pan-Germanism"  by  R.  G.  Usher; 
and  "Imperial  Germany"  by  Prince  von 
Billow. 

The  place  of  France  in  the  discord  of 
Europe  is  treated  in  Andre  Tardieu's 
"France  and  the  alliances."  A  curious  and 
very  entertaining  book,  on  the  siege  of 
Paris  in  1870-71.  is  that  by  E.  B.  Wash- 
burne.  "Recollections  of  a  minister  to 
France,  1869-1877."  Mr.  Washburne  wag 
the  American  minister. 

Spenser  Wilkinson,  an  authority  on  mili- 
tary affairs,  has  long  worked  to  arouse 
England  to  a  sense  of  her  international 
position.  One  of  the  most  important  of 
his  books  is  "Britain  al  bay."  The  Hon. 
George  Peel  describes,  in  "The  enemies  of 
England,"  all  her  foes,  past  and  present. 
There  are  two  books  entitled  "England 
and  Germany."  One  is  by  Austin  Harri- 
son, and  the  other,  under  the  editorship  of 
Ludwig  Stein,  was  written  by  "leaders  of 
public  opinion  in  both  empires."

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LIBRARIES  AND  NEIGHBORHOOD 
DEVELOPMENT 

WITH  the  movement  to  make  the 
schoolhouses  the  civic  and  social  cen- 
tres of  the  community  has  come  the  idea 
that  the  pubhc  libraries  in  various  dis- 
tricts of  the  city  naturally  offer  striking 
opportunities   for   neighborhood   develop- 

An  attempt  to  perform  this  work  is  be- 
ins'  made  in  the  Muhlenberg  Branch,  209 
West  23d  Street,  where  the  Chelsea  Neigh- 
borhood Association  is  receiving  co-opera- 
tion in  its  work,  as  well  as  many  useful 
suggestions. 

By  two  different  methods  the  Library 
and  the  Association  are  complementing 
each  other's  usefulness.  Since  the  Asso- 
ciation has  been  granted  permission  to 
make  its  headquarters  in  the  building,  nu- 
merous meetings  have  been  held  in  the 
Library  rooms.  The  people  of  the  neigh- 
borhood have  attended  in  considerable 
numbers. 

In  June  the  Association  held  its  semi- 
annual gathering  in  the  Library,  and  many 
topics  of  local  interest  were  discussed  by 
the  President,  Knowlton  Durham,  the 
Vice  President,  Miss  Caroline  Goodyear, 
the  Executive  Secretary,  Edward  H.  Pfeif- 
fer,  and  others.  Better  school  accommoda- 
tions, more  playgrounds,  better  policing, 
a  milk  station  for  the  summer,  another 
day  nursery  for  the  West  Side,  and  model 
tenements,  were  among  the  matters  out- 
lined and  considered  in  some  detail.  Sev- 
eral members  of  the  Library  staff,  includ- 
ing the  Branch  Librarian,  aided  in  the 
general   discussion. 

Two  other  gatherings  of  special  signifi- 
cance were  the  talks  given  to  the  gradu- 
ates of  the  nine  Chelsea  schools  who 
were  leaving  in  June  to  go  to  work. 
On  a  Tuesday  afternoon  the  School  prin- 
cipals allowed  the  boys  interested  to  at- 
tend a  talk  on  "Looking  for  a  Job,"  by 
Mr.  George  H.  Chatfield  of  the  Bureau  of 
Attendance  of  the  Board  of  Education.  He 
told  them  how  to  choose  their  first  posi- 
tions, how  to  make  themselves  valuable 
to  their  employers,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
how  to  serve  their  own  interests  to  best 
advantage. 

A  group  of  girls  listened  on  the  follow- 
ing Wednesday  afternoon  to  Miss  Elsa 
Ueland  of  the  Vocational  Education  Sur- 
vey. Miss  Ueland  made  them  understand 
that  the  work  before  them  is  "real  work," 
for,  she  said,  "although  people  will  tell  you 
that  yon  are  not  going  to  work  for  ai  long 


a  time  as  the  boys,  I  tell  you  that  in  all 
probability  you  are." 

The  Library  had  arranged  a  special  shelf 
of  books  and  pamphlets  on  the  subject  of 
choosing  a  career,  and  on  vocations.  These 
books  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  children  at  the  lectures. 

Furthermore,  a  series  of  lectures  on 
"better  babies"  has  been  arranged  by  the 
Chelsea  branch  of  the  Woman's  Municipal 
League,  They  are  being  given  at  the  Li- 
brary on  alternate  Wednesday  evenings 
in  August,  September  and  October. 

The  other  work  in  which  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  Library  co-operate  is  the  dis- 
tribution of  printed  matter  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people.  During  the  past  few  months 
the  Library  has  helped  distribute  no  less 
than  5,000  circulars.  These  circulars  in- 
clude "Clean  Up  Week"  folders  sent  by  the 
Health  Department,  "Fire-Don't"  circulars 
from  the  Fire  Prevention  Bureau;  pam- 
phlets about  Child  Welfare  and  "better  ba- 
bies;" as  well  as  the  bulletins  and  reports 
of  the  Association. 

Committees  for  the  improvement  of 
Chelsea  have  been  strengthened  by  the 
addition  of  members  from  the  Library  staff 
who  have  volunteered  to  give  some  of 
their  time  to  various  problems  confronting 
the  community,  such  as  the  questions  aris- 
ing about  the  schools,  about  recreation, 
vocational  guidance,  and  publicity. 

The  fact  that  the  Association  and  the 
Library  are  in  one  building  tends  to 
increase  the  number  of  persons  interested 
in  both,  clearly  removes  the  Association, 
thus  housed  in  a  public  building,  from  all 
possible  suspicion  of  sectarianism  or  of  par- 
tisanship in  politics,  and  stamps  the  library 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  as  intimately 
linked  with  all  the  activities  of  progressive 
democracy. 


BUYING  BOOKS 

DO  you  remember  the  brown  suit,  which 
you  made  to  hang  upon  you,  till  all 
your  friends  cried  shame  upon  you,  it 
grew  so  thread-bare  —  and  all  because  of 
that  folio  Beaumont  and  Fletcher,  which 
you  dragged  home  late  at  night  from  Bar- 
ker's in  Covent  Garden?  Do  you  remem- 
ber how  we  eyed  it  for  weeks  before  we 
could  make  up  our  minds  to  the  purchase, 
and  had  not  come  to  a  determination  till 
it  was  near  ten  o'clock  of  the  Saturday 
night,  when  you  set  off  to  Islington,  fear- 
ing you  should  be  too  late  —  and  when  the 
old    book-seller,    with    some    grumbling. 
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opened  his  shop,  and  by  the  twinkling-  taper 
(for  he  was  setting  bedwards)  lighted  out 
the  relic  from  his  dusty  treasures  —  and 
when  you  lugged  it  home,  wishing  it  were 
twice  as  cumbersome  —  and  when  you  pre- 
sented it  to  me  —  and  when  we  were  ex- 
ploring the  perfectness  of  it  {,col\at\ng  you 
called  it)  —  and  while  I  was  repairing  some 
of  the  loose  leaves  with  paste,  which  your 
Impatience  would  not  suffer  to  be  left  till 
daybreak  —  was  there  no  pleasure  in  be- 
ing a  poor  man?  or  can  those  neat  black 
clothes,  which  you  wear  now,  and  are  so 
careful  to  keep  brushed,  since  we  have 
became  rich  and  finical,  give  you  half  the 
honest  vanity,  with  which  you  flaunted  it 
about  in  that  over-worn  suit  —  your  old 
corbeau— for  four  or  five  weeks  longer 
than  you  should  have  done,  to  pacify  your 
conscience  for  the  mighty  sum  of  fifteen  — 
or  sixteen  shillings  was  it?^a  great  affair 
we  thought  it  then  — which  you  had  lav- 
ished on  the  old  folio.  Now  you  can  afford 
to  buy  any  book  that  pleases  you,  but  I 
do  not  see  that  you  ever  bring  me  home  any 
nice   old   purchases   now.

"AS  INTERESTING  AS  A  NOVEL" 

THE  librarian  of  the  Port  Richmond 
Branch  writes:  "We  welcomed  the  at- 
tempt to  Interest  our  readers  in  the  non- 
fiction  list  called  'As  Interesting  as  a 
Novel.'  A  collection  of  the  books  named 
in  that  list  was  at  once  made,  partly  from 
our  own  shelves,  and  partly  through  the 
interbranch  loan  system.  The  books  were 
placed,  with  the  lists,  in  a  conspicuous 
position.  Attention  was  also  called  to 
them  by  word  of  mouth." 

"As  a  result,  forty-three  of  the  books 
were  circulated  within  three  weeks  —  and 
this  in  spite  of  the  war,  and  in  the  dullest 
month  of  the  year,  when  our  circulation 
hardly  reaches  two  hundred  books  a  day. 
Some  of  the  books  have  been  renewed, 
and  requests  to  reserve  have  been  left  for 
Others.  Naturally,  the  plays  go  out  the 
most,  but  'From  London  to  Ladysmith,' 
'The  Great  Boer  War,'  'Careers  of  Danger 


and  Daring,'  'A  Vagabond  Journey  Around 
the  World,'  and  'True  Stories  of  Crime,' 
have  been  in  especial  demand.  At  least 
half  of  the  books  are  out  all  the  time."

A  NUMBER  of  especially  interesting 
books  are  named,  this  month,  in  the 
list  beginning  on  page  137.  Dr.  Eliot's 
"Some  Roads  toward  Peace,"  W.  D.  New- 
ton's "War,"  and  General  von  Bernhardi's 
'■Germany  and  the  Next  War,"  all  make 
timely  reading.  General  von  Bernhardi's, 
certainly,  is  the  moat  famous  book  of  the 
day.  A  discussion  of  that  book,  together 
with  an  essay  on  Treitschke,  the  writer 
who  influenced  von  Bernhardi,  are  given 
in  J.  A.  Cramb'a  "Germany  and  England." 
This,  written  before  the  war,  is  from  the 
English  point  of  view.  A  vigorous  defence 
of  Germany,  written  since  the  war  began, 
is  Hugo  Miinsterberg's  "The  War  and 
America."  Sir  Thomas  Barclay's  "Thirty 
Years"  describes  Anglo-French  diplomatic 
relations.  "The  Secrets  of  the  German 
War  Office"  by  "Armgaard  Karl  Graves" 
is  a  very  readable  book,  and  not  the  less 
so  because  it  constantly  arouses  a  wonder 
as  to  how  much  is  strictly  true  and  how 
much  is  decoration.  A.  S.  Hurd's  "Ger- 
man Sea  Power"  is  another  important 
book,  while  J.  M.  Spaight's  "Aircraft  in 
War"  suggests,  by  the  title,  its  importance 
for  the  reader  of  today. 

A  scholarly  and  authoritative  work  on 
"The  Department  of  State  of  the  United 
States"  is  by  Gaillard  Hunt.  An  enlertain- 
inR  and  popular  book,  in  the  department 
of  science,  is  Edward  Step's  "Messmates; 
a  book  of  strange  companionships  in 
nature."  About  twenty-five  new  books  are 
listed  this  month  under  the  heading  "In- 
dustrial Arts."  Five  new  books  on  English 
literature  will  be  found  in  the  class  "Lit- 
erature," and  several  volumes  of  essays. 
including  Ferrero's  "Between  the  Old 
World  and  the  New."  The  books  on  the 
drama  include  the  third  series  of  Gals- 
worthy's plays,  and  Joseph  McCabe's  cri- 
tical study  of  Bernard  Shaw. 

The  historical  books  of  particular  inter- 
est this  month  are  De  Kay's  "Dictators  of 
Mexico,"  Dorothea  Gerard's  "The  Austri- 
an Officer,"  MacDonnell's  "Belgium,  her 
Kings,  Kingdom  and  People."  and  John 
Reed's  "Insurgent  Mexico."  Samuel  S. 
McClure's  "Autobiography"  will  be  found 
with  the  other  biographies,  a  lively  and 
readable  book.  Of  the  countries  now  at 
war,  Japan  and  Russia  are  described  in 
two  new  books,  Isabel  Anderson's  "The 
Spell  of  Japan,"  and  Maurice  Baring's 
"The  Mainsprings  of  Russia."  E.  K.  Chat- 
Icrton's  "The  Romance  of  Piracy"   is  an-

ROMANCE  AND  IMAGINATION 

BOOKS  may  add  to  our  store  of  infor- 
mation, help  us  in  the  accumulation 
of  facts,  and  increase  our  ability  to  earn 
a  livelihood.  Or  they  may  furnish  us  with 
motives  and  ideals,  be  the  mainsprings  of 
action.  A  great  nation  is  at  this  moment 
sending  its  men  into  the  battle-field,  pour- 
ing out  the  blood  of  its  sons  and  its  mone- 
tary wealth  like  water,  and  the  influence 
of  two  or  three  books  which  its  authors 
have  produced  is  one  of  the  causes  of  tts 
action.  Or,  on  the  other  hand,  books  may 
transport  us  from  the  real  world  of  fact 
to  a  world  that  never  existed  save  in  the 
author's  fancy.  They  may  cause  us  to  see 
and  understand  things  of  which  we  should 
otherwise  have  been  ignorant.  "We  taste 
the  spices  of  Arabia  yet  never  feel  the 
scorching  sun  which  brings  them  forth," 
—  that  inscription  is  on  the  walls  of  the 
Library  of  Congress,  and  it  describes  alike 
the  services  of  the  foreign  merchant  and 
the  imaginative  author. 

Men  disagree  about  the  value  of  the 
three  kinds  of  books,  and  there  are  some- 
times found  those  who  deplore  all  reading 
except  books  of  solid  fact.  But  this  much 
is  sure:  the  great  authors  of  the  world, 
the  few  names,  which  by  common  consent 
are  placed  at  the  very  head  of  all  lists  of 
writers  are,  to  a  man,  those  who  dealt  in 
romance  and  imagination.  Homer,  Virgil, 
Shakespeare,  Milton,  —  they  were  authors 
who  dealt  not  in  fact,  but  who  created  char- 
acters and  events  and  places  out  of  their 
own  fancy.  They  and  their  humbler  fol- 
lowers have  given  the  world  its  noblest

NEW  YORK  was  still  a  small  place  for  many  years  after  the 
probable  date  of  this  picture.  In  1752,  writes  Theodore  Roosevelt 
in  his  biography  of  Gouverneur  Morris,  New  York  "was  a  thriving  little 
trading  town,  whose  people  in  summer  suffered  much  from  the 
mosquitoes  that  came  back  with  the  cows  when  they  were  driven  home 
at  nightfall  for  milking;  while  from  among  the  locusts  and  water-beeches 
that  lined  the  pleasant,  quiet  streets,  the  tree  frogs  sang  so  shrilly  through 
the  long,  hot  evenings  that  a  man  in  speaking  could  hardly  make 
himself  heard."

THE  list  of  new  books  begins  on 
page  ISS.  Two  of  the  especially  in- 
teresting books  are  mentioned  near  the 
head  of  the  list.  Arnold  Bennett's  "The 
Author's  Craft"  is  a.  refreshing  and 
vigorous  treatment  of  a  subject  about 
which  a  good  deal  of  nonsense  is  uttered. 
Mr.  MacGregor  Jenkins,  of  the  "Atlantic 
Monthly"  has  written  an  arousing  essay 
called  "The  Reading  Public."  The  volume 
by  Stephen  Graham,  entitled  "With  Poor 
Immigrants  to  America"  contains  many 
readable  passages, -^ and  the  subject  is,  of 
course,  of  the  highest  importance.  Pro- 
fessor W.  U,  Sloane's  "Party  Government 
in  the  United  Stales"  is  the  work  of  an 
acknowledged  authority. 

Under  the  heading  of  Science  is  named 
"The  Human  Side  of  Plants"  by  Royal 
Dixon.  A  strictly  scientific  botanist  would, 
perhaps,  smile  a  little  at  some  of  its  con- 
tents, but  the  average  reader  is  almost  sure 
to  find  the  book  readable  and  certainly 
very  curious.  It  is  attract!  ely  illustrated. 
The  note  following  Duchene's  "Flight 
Without  Formulae"  describes  its  contents. 
W.  P.  Eaton's  "Bam  Doors  and  Byways" 
is  the  work  of  a  writer  who  makes  every 
subject  he  treats  seem  entertaining  and 
important,  and  whose  skilful  literary  touch 
never  fails. 

Professor  Brander  Matthews  has  a  new 
book  "On  Acting,"  while  Northend's 
"Historic  Homes  of  New  England,"  and 
Rose's  "Cathedrals  and  Cloisters  of  Nor- 
thern France"  will  please  those  readers 
who  enjoy  descriptions  of  the  art  and 
architecture  of  the  past.  Mr.  Lucas's  "An- 
nual" contains  sketches  and  poems  by 
many  of  the  liveliest  writers  of  today.  Its 
contents  are  given  in  the  note  following 
the  title.  Emily  Dickinson's  "The  Single 
Hound"  is  another  volume  of  verse  by  one 
of  the  strangest  and  most  elusive  poets  of 
America.  Witter  Bynner's  "The  Little 
King"  is  a  play  in  verse,  about  the  ill- 
fated  Dauphin, 

Foord's  "England  Invaded"  deals  with 
past  history.  Monroe's  "Bulgaria  and  Her 
People"  is  a  timely  book,  and  so  is  F.  L. 
Bullard's  description  of  a  vanished  occupa- 
tion in  his  "Famous  War  Correspondents." 
Topharo's  "Memories  of  the  Kaiser's 
Court"  is  the  work  of  a  former  English 
governess  to  the  daughter  of  the  German 
Emperor.  Its  description  of  the  Emperor 
and  Empress,  and  of  the  little  princess 
who  is  now  the  Duchess  of  Brunswick  are 
friendly  and  pleasing.

But  at  home  Kansas  is  apt 
to  see  in  New  York  a  greedy  city,  wrapped 
up  in  itself,  incredulous  of  Western  wis- 
dom, inhospitable  to  'broad  American 
ideas',  perched  on  the  shore  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  and  careless  of  the  great  land  be- 
hind it  except  as  a  vast  productive  area 
from  which  it  draws  endless  wealth."

COUNTRIES 

PLAYS  are  in  demand  at  all  the 
Branches  of  The  New  York  Public 
Library,  and  there  is  no  need  to  rec- 
ommend them  to  many  of  the  readers. 
Others,  however,  will  be  glad  to  see  the 
list  printed  on  the  opposite  page.  It  was 
prepared  through  the  kindness  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Drama  League  of  America.  Its 
appearance  in  the  Branch  Library  News 
represents  one  of  the  efforts  of  The  New 
York  Public  Library  to  aid  the  Drama 
League  in  its  work,  and  to  make  the  best 
and  most  readable  plays  available  for  use. 

The  reader  of  a  play  frequently  has  no 
expectation  of  witnessing  it  on  the  stage. 
Sometimes,  however,  he  reads  it  in  ad- 
vance of  seeing  its  performance.  And 
very  often  he  enjoys  reading  it  after  be 
has  seen  it  acted.  In  any  case  there  is 
pleasure  and  intellectual  stimulation  in  the 
book  itself. 

Many  theatre-goers  and  readers  of  plays 
find  that  they  increase  their  enjoyment 
and  understanding  of  the  playwright's  and 
actor's  arts  by  a  study  and  discussion  of 
various  plays.  In  some  cases  they  have 
formed  Drama  League  Centres  for  such 
discussion.  Perhaps  one  of  these  Centres 
already  exists  at  the  Branch  Library  you 
are  accustomed  to  use.  The  librarians  will 
tell  you.  They  will  also  give  you  informa- 
tion, should  you  wish  it,  about  the  Drama 
League  of  America,  —  about  its  work,  its 
terms  of  membership,  and  its  publications. 


NEW  BOOKS 

MAETERLINCK'S  "The  Unknown 
Guest"  is  one  of  the  new  books  in  a 
long  and  interesting  list  beginning  on  page 
169.  Ill  il  Ihe  famous  Belgian  discusses 
some  of  the  topics  which  are  usually  de- 
scribed as  "supernatural."  Bacon's  "Beauty 
tor  Ashes"  is  a  woman's  description  of  a 
long  and  finally  successful  fight  for  le^iisla- 
tion  looking  toward  better  housing  condi- 
tions. The  author  makes  her  topic  as 
readable  as  it  is  important,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  her  book  has  to  be  classified 
under  the  forbidding  heading:  "Sociology." 
General  Bernhardi's  two  volumes,  "Caval- 
ry" and  "On  War  of  Today,"  will  be  in 
demand  without  any  especial  recommenda- 
tion. It  is  important  to  notice  that  the  lat- 
ter is  the  complete  version^ so  far  as  it 
has   appeared    in    English  —  of   the    book 


which  has  been  published,  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war,  with  the  title  "How  Ger- 
many Makes  War,"  In  "Great  Britain  and 
the  Next  War"  Sir  Conan  Doyle  replied 
to  another  of  General  Bernhardi's  works. 
Hurd's  "The  Fleets  at  War"  is  brief  and 
convenient  in  size.  Newbolt's  "The  Book 
of  the  Blue  Sea"  deals  with  naval  and 
maritime  adventures  of  the  past. 

The  Technology  Division  of  the  Libra- 
ry warmly  commends  "The  American 
Handbook  for  Electrical  Engineers,"  is- 
sued under  the  editorship  of  Harold  Pen- 
der. Kenyon  Cox's  "Artist  and  Public" 
contains  seven  essays  of  general  interest. 
Goodnow's  "The  Honest  Hoine"  isWnCw 
and  useful  work  on  "hbme -building." 
"Coasting  Bohemia"  is  a  volume  of  remin- 
iscences of  literary  and  dramatic  circles  in 
London  by  J.  Comyns  Carr,  the  critic  and 
dramatist.  Professor  Phelps  of  Yale  is 
one  of  the  best  American  essayists  on  lit- 
erary subjects,  and  his  "Essays  on  Books" 
is  well  worth  attention. 

"The  Congo,"  by  N,  V.  Lindsay,  is  the 
newest  book  of  a  poet  who  is  reviving  the 
old  customs  of  the  bards  who  wandered 
over  the  country  and  sang  their  verses  to 
the  people.  Mrs.  Putnam's  "Orthodoxy" 
is  a  lively  satire  upon  hypocrisy,  —  told  in 
dramatic  form.  Lord  Charles  Beresford's 
breezy  "Memoirs,"  Sears's  "John  Hay"  and 
Mme.  Hegermann-Lindencrone's  "Sunny 
Side  of  Diplomatic  Life"  are  three 
excellent  works  of  a  biographical  nature. 
Lord  Charles's  book  is  full  of  rollicking  an- 
ecdotes. ^  the  yarns  of  a  sailor  of  the  old 
school.  Mme.  Hegermann-Lindencrone's 
volume  will  be  of  interest  to  all  readers, 
but  especially  to  women.  She  is  the  Ameri- 
can wife  of  a  Danish  diplomat,  and  her  hus- 
band represented  his  country  successively 
at  Washington,  Rome,  Stockholm,  Paris 
and  Berhn.  The  social  affairs  and  festivi- 
ties of  these  capitals  are  described  in  the 
book.  The  books  of  travel  are  particularly 
enjoyable,  and  Arnold  Bennett's  "From  the 
Log  of  the  Velsa,"  Birmingham's  "From 
Dublin  to  Chicago,"  Hartt's  "Understand- 
ing the  French."  and  Mrs.  Stevenson's 
"Cruise  of  the  Janet  Nichol"  are  only  four 
out  of  a  list  of  over  thirty.  Among  the 
novels.  Mrs.  Watts's  "Rise  of  Jennie  Gush- 
ing" deserves  mention,  —  not  because  it  is 
her  best  work,  for  it  is  not  that,  but  be- 
cause it  is  from  an  author  who  in  "Nathan 
Burke,"  very  nearly  wrote  a  great  Ameri- 
can novel,  an  author  who  gives  every  prom- 
ise  of   notable   contributions   to   American 
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Aadreyer,  Leonid.    Anathema.

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NEW  BOOKS 

ONE  of  the  new  books  named  this 
month  is  "The  Old  Game."  by  Samuel 
G.  BIythe,  —  a  curious  and  readable  essay 
about  total  abstinence.  Whether  or  not 
one  agrees  with  Mr.  BIyihe,  or  is  con- 
vinced by  his  statement,  his  book  is  a  novel 
addition  to  the  writings  on  the  subject. 
It  is  neither  pharisaical  nor  conventional 
and  hence  is  sure  to  be  interesting,  and 
possibly  useful. 

Under  the  heading  of  "Sociology."  are 
five  or  six  important  books.  One  of  these 
is  the  "Essays  on  Banking  Reform  in  the 
United  States."  issued  by  the  Academy  of 
Political  Science,  bul  written  by  Paul  M. 
Warburg,  a  member  of  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Board. ,  Dr.  Crothers  has  a  hook  en- 
titled, "Meditations  on  Voles  for  Women," 
in  which  he  devotes  some  space  to  what  he 
calls  "the  closely  related  subject  of  votes 
for  men."  Walter  Lippmann's  "Drift  and 
Mastery"  is  a  volume  of  essays  on  socio- 
logical subjects  by  a  young  and  notable 
writer.  "The  Governments  of  France,  Italy, 
and  Germany"  is  by  President  Lowell  of 
Harvard  University,  the  author  of  two 
authoritative  works,  "Governments  and 
Parties  in  Continental  Europe"  and  "The 
Government  of  England."  The  reminis- 
cences of  a  real  detective  are  given  in  Sir 
M.  L.  Macnaghten's  "Days  of  my  Years," 
The  author  was  at  one  time  chief  of  the 
Criminal  InvestiRation  Department  in  Lon- 
don, or  in  the  phraseology  familiar  to  the 
readers  of  Sherlock  Holmes,  at  the  head 
of  "Scotland  Yard."  He  makes  no  men- 
tion of  Sir  Arthur  Conan  Doyle's  famous 
detective,  but  claims  to  describe  only  actual 
occurrences.  Two  books  are  entered  un- 
der the  name  of  the  famous  Professor 
Treitschke,  one  of  which  gives  selections 
from  hi.s  "Lectures  on  Politics." 

Books  about  the  war  are  becoming  so 
many  in  number  that  they  are  entered  un- 
der a  separate  heading  this  month.  Some 
of  the  early  events  are  described  in  Ad- 
cock's  "In  the  Firing  Line."  Barnard's 
"Paris  War  Days"  is  the  diary  of  an 
American  correspondent  in  the  first  weeks 
of  the  war.  Richard  Harding  Davis's  "With 
the  Allies"  is  as  absorbing  in  its  interest 
as  anything  yet  written  by  an  American 
about  the  events  in  Europe.  "The  German 
Empire's  Hour  of  Destiny,"  by  Herman 
Frobenius.  is  one  of  the  books  by  German 
writers  published  before  the  outbreak  of 
the  war,  and  containing  matter  which  some 
people  believe  to  be  prophetic.     Dr.  Ed- 


mund von  Mach,  a  naturalized  .\merican 
citizen,  pleads  the  cause  of  his  native  coun- 
try in  a  book  called,  "What  Germany 
Wants."  while  the  late  Emil  Reich,  an 
Austrian  by  birth,  is  the  author  of  "Ger- 
many's Madness."  a  book  first  published 
several  years  ago  under  the  title.  "Ger- 
many's Swelled  Head."  He  wrote  in  order 
to  arouse  the  English  people  to  an  under- 
standing of  what  he  believed  to  be  a  dan- 
gerous state  of  mind  among  the  Germans. 

E.  H.  Ailken's  "Concerning  Animals"  is 
classified  under  the  heading.  "Science." 
but  it  is  a  book  of  general  interest. 
"The  Romance  of  the  Beaver."  by  A.  R. 
Dugmore.  is  also  a  book  of  popular  zool- 
ogy. Another  of  Dr.  Woods  Hutchinson's 
amusing  and  sensible  books  will  be  found 
with  the  other  works  on  hygiene.  It  is 
called  "Civilization  and  Health."  and  in- 
cludes chapters  on  such  important  subjects 
as  "The  Danger  of  Patent  Medicines  and 
of  Short  Cuts  to  Health."  "Women  in 
Public  Life,"  "Why  is  a  Fly?"  and  "Spring 
Fever  and  Spring  Cleaning." 

Readers  interested  in  the  drama  will  en- 
joy "How  to  See  a  Play,"  by  Richard  Bur- 
ton, President  of  the  Drama  League  of 
America.  A  timely  book  by  W.  G.  Rice, 
called  "Carillons  of  Belgium  and  Hol- 
land," is  among  the  books  on  music.  Two 
especially  enjoyable  books  among  those 
entered  under  the  heading.  "Literature," 
are  Simeon  Strunsky's  "Belshazzar  Court; 
or.  Village  Life  in  New  York  City,"  and 
J.  C.  Underwood's  "Literature  and  In- 
surgency." The  latter  is  intended  lo  make 
the  reader  sit  up  and  lake  notice.  Amy 
Lowell's  "Sword  Blades,  and  Poppy  Seed" 
is  the  work  of  an  American  poet,  —  a  mem- 
ber of  the  vers  libr,-  school  of  poetry. 

Under  the  biographies  of  individuals  will 
be  found  "The  Life  of  Lord  Roberts,"  by 
Sir  G.  W.  Forrest.  The  books  on  travel 
and  description  include  a  number  of  inter- 
esting works,  especially  "The  Nightside  of 
Japan,"  by  T.  Fujimoto.  "A  Wanderer  in 
Venice,"  by  E.  V,  Lucas.  "Our  Philadel- 
phia." written  and  illustrated  by  the  Pen- 
iiclls.  and  the  amusing  American  travels  of 
Julian  Street,  called  'Abroad  at  Home." 

The  fiction  includes  a  new  book  by 
Algernon  Blackwood,  the  writer  of  super- 
natural stories,  "Incredible  .\dventures." 
Mr.  BIythe  has  a  novel  of  .\mericaii  poli- 
tics entitled  "The  Fakers,"  Lord  Dun- 
sany's  "The  Book  of  Wonder"  should  be 
examined  by  everyone  fond  of  imaginative 
literature,  and  Stephen  Leacoek's  "Arcadi- 
an Adventures  with  the  Idle  Rich"  is  the 
newest  volume  from  a  delightful  humorist.

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POETS  OF  TO-DAY 

THIS  list  pretends  to  include  only  the 
books  published  in  recent  years,  by 
the  best  of  our  contemporary  American 
and  English  poets.  It  does  not  include  all 
the  books  by  each  poet.  In  many  instances 
there  are  other  volumes  of  equal  merit  in 
the  Library.  All  the  poets  mentioned  are 
now  living,  and  most  oE  them  have  pub- 
lished their  first  books  since  the  beginning 
of  the  present  century.  Many  of  the  notes 
are  taken  from  critical  reviews;  others  are 
verses  or  excerpts  from  poems  typical  of 
the  poet's  best  work,  or  of  the  scope  of  the 
volume.  In  the  cases  of  a  (ew  of  the  bet- 
ter known  poets  annotations  have  been 
thought  superfluous. 

Much  of  the  best  poetry  of  to-day  has 
first  appeared  In  the  magazines,  and  some 
of  it  has  been  collected  in  anthologies. 
Among  the  latter  may  be  mentioned  the 
two  volumes  of  "The  Anthology  of  Maga- 
zine Verse,"  edited  by  W.  S.  Braithwaitc; 
"The  Little  Book  of  Modern  Verse,"  com- 
piled by  Jessie  B.  Ritlenhouse,  and 
"Georgian  Poetry  1911-1912."  Some  of  the 
poems  inspired  by  the  present  war  are  in 
"Songs  and  Sonnets  for  England  in  War 
Time."

NEW  BOOKS 

UNDER  the  title  of  "Fear  and  Conven- 
tionality," Elsie  Parsons  discusses, 
though  in  scientific  manner,  such  interest- 
ing subjects  as:  hospitality,  caste,  calling, 
entertaining,  not  taking  to  strangers,  mar- 
riage, ghosts  and  gods.  The  finances  of 
the  City  of  New  York  are  the  subject  of  a 
treatise  by  a  Chinese  writer,  Yin  Ch'u  Ma.

Beck's  "The  Evidence  in  the  Case,"  an 
analysis  of  the  diplomatic  records  sub- 
mitted by  four  of  the  belligerent  countries. 
An  important  work  is,  "The  Diplomatic 
History  of  the  War,"  by  M.  P.  Price.  No 
less  than  three  volumes  are  concerned  with 
the  German  Emperor,  whom  one  of  the 
books  declares  to  be  the  most  interesting 
man  in  Europe.  The  actual  conduct  of  the 
war  in  its  different  phases  is  described  in 
Roger  Ingpen's  "The  Fighting  Retreat  to 
Paris,"  Marr  Murray's  "The  Russian  Ad- 
vance,"  and   G.   W.    Young's   "From   the 


Trenches;  Louvain  to  the  Aisne;  the  First 
Record  of  an  Eye-witness." 

A  scientific  book  of  a  popular  nature, 
classed  among  the  works  on  Industrial 
Arts,  is  "The  Discoveries  and  Inventions 
of  the  Twentieth  Century,"  by  Edward 
Cressy.  Sheldon  Cheney  has  written 
"The  New  Movement  in  the  Theatre."  Its 
contents  are  given,  with  its  entry,  under 
the  head  of  Sports  and  Amusements.  An- 
other book  dealing  with  the  modern  drama, 
considered  as  literature,  is  F.  W.  Chand- 
ler's "Aspects  of  Modern  Drama."  "The 
Defendant,"  by  Gilbert  K.  Chesterton,  is 
one  of  this  writer's  earliest  and  most  amus- 
ing books  of  essays,  recently  added  to  the 
Library  and  unknown  to  many  of  Mr. 
Chesterton's  readers.  "The  Oxford  Book 
of  American  Essays,"  chosen  by  Brander 
Matthews,  is  a  thoroughly  interesting  vol- 
ume from  beginning  to  end,  and  includes 
the  work  of  American  writers  from  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  to  the  present  day.  There 
are  in  it  essays  by  William  Dean  Howells. 
John  Burroughs,  Henry  James,  Hamilton 
Wright  Mabie,  Henry  Cabot  Lodge,  E.  S. 
Martin.  Dr.  Crothers,  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
and  Nicholas  Murray  Butler. 

The  most  noticeable  single  volume  of 
poems  listed  this  month  among  the  new- 
books  is  probably  Thomas  Hardy's  "Sat- 
ires of  Circumstance,"  but  the  general 
reader  will  probably  find  the  greatest 
amount  of  pleasure  in  W.  S.  Braithwaite's 
"Anthology  of  Magazine  Verse  for  1914." 
Six  volumes  of  plays  are  mentioned 
under  the  heading  "Drama,"  and  Shaw's 
"Pygmalion"  will  doubtless  be  the  one 
in  greatest  demand.  The  biographies 
include  a  life  of  Lord  Avebury,  better 
known  as  Sir  John  Lubbock,  as  well  as 
the  life  of  Florence  Nightingale.  The 
latter  is  by  Annie  Matheson.  Mr.  McCall's 
life  of  "Tom"  Reed  will  attract  a  great 
many  readers.  For  a  man  who  had  so 
great  a  reputation  as  a  humorist  as 
Speaker  Reed,  however,  the  biography  is 
a  little  disappointing  on  the  anecdotal  side.

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THE  LIBRARY   IN   1914 

STILL  further  gains  in  the  use  of  all 
its  departments  are  announced  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  The  New  York  Public 
Library,  issued  March  11,  The  Director 
declares  that  it  is  the  quality  of  the 
books  which  New  Yorkers  call  for,  rather 
than  the  quantity  of  them,  which  specially 
pleases  the  officials  of  the  Library.  Never- 
theless he  says  that  nearly  10,000,000  vol- 
umes were  given  out  for  home  use  from 
the  Branch  Libraries,  The  actual  figures 
were  9,516,482,  This  is  a  gain  of  fourteen 
per  cent,  over  1913,  when  the  number  was 
8,3^.144.  It  does  not  appear  that  such  a 
gain  is  due  to  unemployment,  but  to  the 
fact  that  citizens  of  New  York  are  becom- 
ing more  and  more  acquainted  with  the 
resources  of  the  Library,  and  are  finding 
out  how  easy  it  is  to  borrow  books  for 
home  use,  or  consult  them  in  the  buildings. 

Counting  the  entire  recorded  use  of  the 
Library,  —  that  is,  the  number  of  books 
issued  for  home  use  through  the  Branches, 
and  those  consulted  in  the  reading  rooms 
at  the  Central  Building,  Fifth  Avenue 
and  42nd  Street,  it  appears  that  nearly 
twelve  million  books  were  used.  In  the 
Central  Building  711,122  readers  consulted 
2,127,328  volumes.  If  it  were  possible  to 
count  all  the  books  used  by  readers,  it  is 
probable  that  the  total  number  would  rise 
above  twelve,  million,  for  in  addition  to 
the  figures  given  above  there  is  a  very 
large  use  of  the  books  on  open  shelves  in 
the  reading  rooms,  both  in  the  Branches 
and  at  the  Central  Building, 

The  reading  rooms  at  the  Central  Build- 
ing are  filled  to  overflowing,  and  persons 
who  have  observed  the  class  of  readers 
have  remarked  that  they  are  in  there  to 
read  and  study  serious  books.  The  type 
of  man  who  calls  for  several  volumes  and 
uses  them  to  help  him  compile  some  book, 
article  or  essay,  is  seen  more  and  more 
frequently  in  the  half-acre  reading  room. 
Together  with  the  scholarly  research 
which  is  done,  the  Library  is  aiding  a  great 
number  of  people  to  keep  informed  upon 
current  events,  and  especially  upon  the 
European  war. 

There  is  hardly  any  division  of  the  Li- 
brary which  has  not  answered  inquiries 
about  the  war,  or  helped  its  readers  to 
study  the  causes  and  progress,  the  history 
and  geography  of  the  conflict.  People 
came,  for  instance,  to  the  Economics  Divi- 
sion to  investigate  the  effects  of  war  on 
prices,  and   especially  the  effects  of   ihe 


Napoleonic  wars  on  the  prices  of  consols. 
A  great  many  investigators  went  to  the 
Science  and  Technology  Division  for  prac* 
tical  investigation,  with  a  view  to  making 
scientific  discoveries.  These  investigators 
were  particularly  interested  in  learning 
about  the  manufacture  of  various  chemi- 
cals which,  until  the  outbreak  of  the  war, 
were  imported  exclusively  from  Germany. 
One  man  came  to  the  Science  Division 
to  work  out  a  plan  for  the  automatic  pro- 
pulsion of  hand-torpedoes  to  be  used  from 
small  boats.  Another  wished  to  investi- 
gate the  possible  use  of  platinum-black  to 
ignite  the  gas  in  a  hostile  Zeppelin.  The 
Slavonic  Division  has  answered  questions 
by  correspondence,  by  telephone,  and  by 
word  of  mouth,  to  lecturers,  newspaper 
reporters  and  general  readers.  Some  of 
them  came  for  geographical  information 
about  Poland  and  Galicia.  and  some  merely 
to  ask  about  the  pronunciation  of  Russian 
and  Polish  words.  The  Chief  of  the 
Division  and  his  assistants  probably  told 
about  five  hundred  people  how  to  pro- 
nounce the  name  of  the  town   Priemysl. 

The  Circulation  Department  reports  that 
it  had  at  the  end  of  the  year  1914,  1,041.258 
volumes  available  for  use.  The  issue  of 
9,516,482  books  means  a  per  capita  circula- 
tion of  2.8,  basing  the  calculation  on  the 
estimated  population  of  the  three  bor- 
oughs directly  served  by  the  Library. — 
Manhattan,  The  Bronx,  and  Richmond, 

The  Reference  Department,  that  is,  the 
collections  housed  in  the  Central  Building 
with  the  exception  of  the  Central  Circula- 
tion Branch,  Travelling  Libraries,  and  the 
Central  Children's  Room,  own  961.168 
volumes  and  310.188  pamphlets,  — in  all, 
1.271.356  pieces.  The  total  number  of 
books  and  pamphlets  in  the  whole  Library 
was,  therefore,  2,312.614.  These  are  cared 
for  and  administered  by  a  force  of  em- 
ployees numbering  1,217. 

The  President  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Library.  George  L,  Rives,  points  out  in  his 
report  that,  with  no  increase  of  income,  the 
Library  has  had  (o  face  a  marked  increase 
in  the  demand  for  its  service.  "The  chief 
problem  confronting  the  Corporation," 
writes  Mr.  Rives,  "lies  in  the  fact  that  to 
offset  the  very  great  increase  in  the  use 
of  the  Library,  necessarily  involving  in- 
creased labor  on  the  part  of  persons  em- 
ployed by  the  Corporation,  there  has  been 
no  corresponding  increase  in  the  funds 
available  for  enlarging  the  facilities  of  the 
institution," 

The  Municipal  Reference  Library  in 
the  Municipal  Building  has  been  made  a 
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branch  of  the  New  York  Public  Library, 
and  began  its  work  as  such  on  April  I. 
It  is  primarily  for  the  use  of  officials  and 
employees  of  the  city,  though  open  (or 
reference  to  anyone.  The  new  Manuscript 
Division  of  the  Reference  Department  was 
opened  for  work  in  November,  1914.  Four 
new  branch  libraries  were  opened  to  the 
public  in  1914,  —  the  Fort  Washington, 
Melrose,  Woodstock,  and  Washington 
Heights  Branches.  The  new  George  Bruce 
Branch  is  nearing  completion,  and  should 
be  opened  some  time  in  the  spring. 


NEW  BOOKS 

LORD  ALVERSTONE'S  "Recollections 
*  of  Bar  and  Bench"  will  be  found 
among  the  biographies.  Any  one  who 
cares  to  read  recollections  and  anecdotes 
will  find  the  book  enjoyable.  Another 
biography  is  Cecil  Chisholm's  life  of  Sir 
John  French,  the  British  commander  in 
the  field.  Among  the  books  on  religion 
is  Hugh  Carton's  "The  Grand  Assize,"  a 
sort  of  modern  "vision  of  judgment";  a 
rather  curious  and  generally  interesting 
work.  The  new  books  on  the  war  include 
Cecil  Chesterton's  "The  Prussian  Hath 
Said  in  his  Heart,"  Theodore  Roosevelt's 
"America  and  the  World  War,"  and 
Charles  Sarolea's  "How  Belgium  Saved 
Europe."  An  important  volume  on  the 
German  Emperor  is  "The  Kaiser,  18S9- 
1914,"  by  Stanley  Shaw.  This  is  an 
abridged  and  revised  edition  of  his  "Wil- 
liam of  Germany,"  with  a  new  chapter 
dealing  with  the  war. 

In  its  special  field,  the  translation  of 
Guido  Rey's  "Peaks  and  Precipices"  is 
one  of  the  best  books  of  the  season.  It 
deals  with  mountain  climbing  in  the  Dolo- 
mites and  in  Savoy,  and  has  received  the 
highest  praise  from  those  interested  in 
Alpine  sport.  Dr,  Harvey  W.  Wiley  has 
written  an  attractive  book  called  "The 
Lure  of  the  Land;  Farming  after  Fifty." 


It  is  to  be  found  with  the  books  on  gar- 
dening and  agriculture.  "Children  of 
Earth,"  Alice  Brown's  prize  play,  is 
named  with  other  plays,  under  the  heading 
"Drama."  The  list  closes  with  titles  of 
books  in  Italian.

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FROM  THE  NEW  BOOKS 


FROM  the  essay  on  Thomas  Brackett  Reed,  in  "The  Democracy  of 
the  Constitution  and  Other  Essays,"  by  Henry  Cabot  Lodge; 

"The  House  of  Representatives,  like  the  House  of  Commons,  loves 
and  follows  the  man  who  shows  it  sport,  and  that  Mr.  Reed  never  failed 
to  do.  Whether  it  was  the  condensed,  lucid  statement  to  which  it  was 
an  intellectual  pleasure  to  listen,  or  fun  in  which  he  abounded,  or  ridicule 
of  which  he  was  past  master,  or  wit  and  sarcasm  which  cut  and  scarred 
when  it  fell  like  the  lash  of  a  whip,  the  House  was  never  disappointed 
and  was  well  aware  of  the  fact.  One  of  his  retorts,  so  well  known  that 
it  is  a  household  word,  illustrates  his  quickness  as  well  as  any  other.  Mr. 
Springer,  of  Illinois,  was  declaring  with  large  and  loud  solemnity  that,  in 
the  words  of  Henry  Clay,  'He  had  rather  be  right  than  be  President.' 
'The  gentleman  need  not  be  disturbed,'  interjected  Mr.  Reed,  'he  never 
will  be  either.'  Hardly  a  day  passed  that  a  repartee  of  this  kind  did  not 
fall  from  his  lips,  and  they  belonged  to  that  small  class  of  witty  retorts 
which  cannot  in  the  nature  of  things  have  been  prepared  and  which  fly 
out  on  the  spur  of  the  moment  like  the  sparks  from  an  anvil. . . 

"The  wit  and  humor  were  not  carefully  kept  for  public  display  or 
for  the  exigencies  of  debate.  Mr.  Reed  did  not  lay  his  'good  things'  aside 
for  use  only  in  public.  They  came  as  readily  and  generously  in  private 
and  in  talk  with  a  single  friend.  I  remember  one  which  illustrates  the 
readiness  that  never  failed,  and  which  I  will  venture  to  repeat. 

"It  was  after  a  dinner-party.  The  conversation  had  turned  on  gam- 
bling and  betting.  Mr.  X  said:  'It  is  a  curious  thing,  perhaps,  but  I 
never  made  a  bet  on  a  horse,  a  card,  or  anything  else  in  my  life.' 

"To  this  a  senator  replied  with  great  earnestness:  '1  wish  I  could 
say  that.' 

"  *  Why  can't  you?'  asked  Mr.  Reed,  'X  did."  " 


From  "The  Present  Military  Situation  in  the  United  States,"  by  Gen, 
Francis  V.  Greene: 

"There  is  no  need  of  excitement  about  it,  no  cause  for  hysteria.  We 
do  not  need  and  will  not  have  in  this  country  an  army  of  700,000  men,  as 
some  ill-balanced  enthusiasts  demand;  we  are  not  compelled  to,  and  we 
will  not,  enter  the  battleship  race  of  England  and  Germany.  England 
must  run  this  race  —  or  die.  We  are  not  so  situated,  and  it  would  be 
supreme  folly  for  us  to  waste  our  resources  or  our  thoughts  in  any  such 
contest.  But  we  do  need  to  give  such  thought  to  this  matter  as  is 
necessary,  in  order  to  compel  our  representatives  in  Congress  so  to  or- 
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^anize  our  latent  but  enormous  military  strength  that  no  nation  shall 
ever  undertake  to  disturb  our  security,  or  attempt  to  prevent  us  from 
working  out  our  great  destiny  in  the  pursuits  of  peace. 

"One  other  question  I  should  like  to  refer  to  here.  Does  preparation 
for  war  result  in  preserving  peace  or  in  inviting  war?  Many  men  of 
eminence,  presidents  of  universities,  leaders  of  public  opinion,  have  re- 
cently asserted  that  the  great  conflict  which  is  now  devastating  Europe 
has  forever  disposed  of  the  fallacy  that  preparation  for  war  helps  to  pre- 
serve peace.  In  my  humble  opinion  this  is  a  hasty,  ill-considered  judg- 
ment and  —  if  I  may  say  so  without  offense. .  -it  is  a  shallow  judgment, 
due  to  the  mental  perturbation  naturally  arising  from  contemplation  of 
this  most  appalling  of  all  catastrophes.  The  sober  truth  is  that  if  prepara- 
tions for  war  are  made  with  a  view  to  attack  and  for  purposes  of  conquest, 
then  unquestionably  such  preparations  do  lead  to  counter-preparations 
on  the  part  of  the  nation  against  which  the  attack  is  planned. . -If,  on 
the  other  hand,  these  preparations  are  made,  not  with  any  purpose  of 
conquest,  but  solely  to  enable  a  nation  to  pursue  its  peaceful  development 
without  risk  of  interference  from  envious  rivals  or  competitors;  and 
if  such  preparations  are  so  carefully  but  economically  made  (as  is  easily 
possible  in  our  case)  that  even  the  most  powerful  nation  will  think  it 
best,  on  the  whole,  not  to  try  military  conclusions  with  us,  then  I  assert 
without  fear  of  successful  contradiction  that  such  preparation  does  not 
invite  war  but  does,  on  the  contrary,  tend  to  prevent  war;  and  it  does 
certainly  do  everything  that  human  foresight  can  suggest  to  prevent  that 
horrible  calamity." 

Booth  Tarkington's  description  of  the  city  which  is  the  scene  of  his 
novel  "The  Turmoil" : 

"Not  quite  so  long  ago  as  a  generation,  there  was  no  panting  giant 
here,  no  heaving,  grimy  city ;  there  was  but  a  pleasant  big  town  of  neigh- 
borly people  who  had  understanding  of  one  another,  being,  on  the  whole, 
much  of  the  same  type. , .  The  good  burghers  were  given  to  jogging 
comfortably  about  in  phaetons  or  in  surreys  for  a  family  drive  on  Sunday. 
No  one  was  very  rich;  few  were  very  poor;  the  air  was  clean,  and  there 
was  time  to  live. 

"But  there  was  a  spirit  abroad  in  the  land,  and  it  was  strong  here  as 
elsewhere  —  a  spirit  that  had  moved  in  the  depths  of  the  American  soil 
and  labored  there,  sweating,  till  it  stirred  the  surface,  rove  the  mountains, 
and  emerged,  tangible  and  monstrous,  the  god  of  all  good  American 
hearts  —  Bigness.    And  that  god  wrought  the  panting  giant. 

"In  the  souls  of  the  burghers  there  had  always  been  the  profound 
longing  for  size.  Year  by  year  the  longing  increased  until  it  became  an 
accumulated  force:  We  must  Growl  We  must  be  big!  We  must  be 
Bigger !  Bigness  means  Money  I  And  the  thing  began  to  happen  ;  their 
longing  became  a  mighty  Will.    We  must  be  Bigger!    Bigger!  Bigger! 
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Get  people  here!  Coax  them  here!  Bribe  them!  Swindle  them  into 
coming,  if  you  must,  but  get  them!  Shout  them  into  coming  I  Deafen 
them  into  coming!  Any  kind  of  people;  all  kinds  of  people!  We  must 
be  Bigger!  Blow!  Boost!  Brag!  Kill  the  fault-finder!  Scream  and 
bellow  to  the  Most  High:  Bigness  is  patriotism  and  honor!  Bigness  is 
love  and  life  and  happiness !    Bigness  is  money !    We  want  Bigness !"

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THE  ALTMAN  COLLECTION 

A  LIST  of  books  and  articles  relating  to  the  Altman  Collection  in 
the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  begins  on  the  opposite  page.  These 
books  are  available  for  circulation  through  the  branches  of  The  New  York 
Public  Library.  Other  copies  may  be  consulted  for  reference  purposes  in 
the  library  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum.  In  compiling  the  list  no  attempt 
was  made  to  include  all  the  material  on  the  subject,  but  simply  to  sug- 
gest a  few  of  the  best  works.  The  list  was  originally  prepared  by  the 
Cataloguing  Office  of  the  Circulation  Department.  It  was  revised  and 
annotated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Art  and  Prints  Division  of  the  Library, 
and  by  the  Librarian  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum.  The  cut  on  the  front 
page  of  the  News  was  furnished  through  courtesy  of  the  Museum, 

MEMOIR  OF  DR.  BILLINGS 

DR.  JOHN  SHAW  BILLINGS,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1913 
was  the  Director  of  The  New  York  Public  Library,  is  the  subject 
of  a  biography  by  Fielding  H.  Garrison,  M.D.  Dr.  Billings's  career  was 
distinguished  in  three  different  fields,  —  medicine,  bibliography,  and 
library  economy.  The  biography  describes  his  career  as  a  medical  officer 
during  the  Civil  War,  as  the  compiler  of  the  famous  catalogue  of  the  Sur- 
geon General's  Hbrary  at  Washington,  and  as  the  Director  of  The  New 
York  Public  Library.  A  particularly  interesting  part  of  the  volume  is 
composed  from  Dr.  Billings's  notes  of  his  experiences  in  the  Civil  War. 
This  was  an  experience  in  his  life  which  he  was  seldom  willing  to  discuss, 
not  only  on  account  of  the  painful  nature  of  his  memories  of  field-hospital 
work,  but  also  on  account  of  his  natural  modesty,  which  prevented  him 
from  relating  his  own  achievements.  The  book,  although  not  listed  in 
this  number  of  the  Branch  Library  News,  is  now  available  for  circulation.

THE  George  Bruce  Branch  of  The  New  York  Public  Library,  at  78 
Manhattan  Street,  will  be  formally  opened  on  June  2,  1915,  at  8.30

circulation  of  books  will  begin  on  June  3. 

The  original  George  Bruce  Branch,  on  West  42nd  Street,  was  opened 
in  1888.  ItbecameapartofTheNew  York  Public  Library  in  1901.  The 
site  of  the  new  Branch  was  purchased  and  the  building  thereon  erected 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  site  and  building  of  the  first  Bruce 
Branch.

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A  SPANISH  OPINION 


THE  following  article  has  been  translated  from  El  Liberal,  a  daily  newspaper  of 
Madrid.     It  offers  an  opinion  of  The  New  York  Public  Library  from  a  reader 
evidently  acquainted  with  libraries  in  England  and  on  the  European  continent. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

Among  the  institutions  of  New  York  most  deserving  of  praise  are 
the  public  libraries.  And  what  is  most  attractive  about  them  is  their 
disposition  to  make  the  products  of  human  thought  a  possession  in  com- 
mon, accessible  to  all.  London  has,  to  be  sure,  its  British  Museum,  a 
magnificent  structure,  and,  as  a  stronghold  for  research,  unique; 
but  its  reading-rooms  are  closed  to  those  who  do  not  bear  the 
marks  of  culture,  though  their  learning  may  be  wide  enough  in 
range.  Whoever  wishes  to  work  there  must  have  a  letter  from  his 
consul,  teacher,  or  superior,  certifying  at  least  that  he  is  a  person  inter- 
ested in  a  certain  line  of  study.  In  addition  to  the  British  Museum,  it  is 
true  each  district  enjoys  a  public  library  gf  its  own,  yet  however  much 
we  might  desire  libraries  like  these  for  ourselves,  they  cannot  compare 
with  the  one  on  Fifth  Avenue  in  New  York.  This  library  forms  the  centre 
of  a  network  of  public  libraries  which  reach  the  number  of  forty-two' 
for  the  whole  city  and  its  farthest  limits.  Truly,  it  is  a  model  institution. 
Nowhere  else  have  we  ever  seen  a  like  effect  to  induce  the  general  public 
to  read  and  to  make  work  pleasant  and  agreeable. 

In  an  immense  hall,  which  can  accommodate  nearly  2,000  people, 
there  are  directly  accessible  to  the  public,  without  need  of  papers  or 
vouchers,  the  most  important  works  in  all  branches  of  knowledge  to- 
gether with  general  works  of  reference:  encyclopedias,  technical  diction- 
aries, etc.  The  rea<ler  has  only  to  go  to  a  shelf  and  select  the  work  he 
wants.  When  he  is  through,  he  may  return  it  to  its  place  or  leave  it  on  the 
table;  the  employees  have  charge  of  replacing  the  books,  and  in  most  in- 
stances prefer  they  should  be  left,  thus  providing  more  security  against  the 
alteration  of  the  arrangement  on  the  shelves.  In  [the  next]  room  is  found 
the  general  catalogue,  and  this  also  may  be  used  without  the  assistance 
of  another  person,  unless  it  be  desired  on  the  part  of  the  reader.  When 
a  work  is  not  found  in  the  collection  in  the  central  hall,  it  is  a  simple  matter 
of  a  few  moments  to  ask  for  it  at  the  booths  in  the  same  hall  where  electric 
indicators  show  by  means  of  numbers  corresponding  to  the  slip,  which 
one  has  brought,  the  arrival  of  the  books  desired.  This  not  only  allows 
the  Library  to  dispense  with  the  employees  who  in  the  British  Museum 
bring  the  books  to  the  tables,  but  keeps  the  reader  from  being  idle  until 
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he  receives  his  book,  as  in  the  meantime  he  can  glance  over  those  which 
are  at  his  free  disposal. 

Aside  from  the  main  reading-room,  the  Library  contains  various 
departments  of  special  reference.  The  division,  or  department,  as  it  is 
called,  of  art,  of  music,  of  oriental  and  classical  languages;  of  mathe- 
matics and  physical  science;  of  economics  and  social  science;  of  history. . . 
At  the  desk  in  each  of  these  departments  mentioned  are  people  efficient 
in  their  various  specialties.  Moreover,  there  are  two  other  departments, 
one  for  domestic  and  foreign  magazines  —  very  complete  —  and  the  other 
for  newspapers;  a  library  for  the  blind,  with  teachers  whose  duty  it  is  to 
teach  to  read  those  (blind  persons]  who  do  not  know  how,  and  two  *  read- 
ing-rooms for  children. 

In  the  same  building  is  the  circulating  library,  from  which  anyone 
vouched  for  by  a  resident  of  the  city  can  take  home  four  books.  In  order 
to  prevent  advantage  being  taken  of  the  feeling  of  freedom  which  the 
management  of  the  Library  inspires,  the  public  are  required,  in  using 
the  circulating  library,  to  show,  on  leaving  the  building,  those  books 
which  they  take  with  them.  And  even  this  little  official  expedient  —  quite 
pardonable  if  one  takes  into  account  other  privileges  and  advantages,  and 
much  shorter  than  one  might  suppose  —  is  carried  out  with  all  possible 
tact. 

What  most  arouses  our  enthusiasm  is  the  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
employees  to  aid  the  work  of  the  visitor.  In  the  special  departments 
above  mentioned  the  employees  are  not  only  ready  to  suggest  new 
sources  of  research,  but,  if  one  consults  them,  for  instance,  about  a  dis- 
crepancy in  statistics,  they  will  produce  new  material  to  help  in  settling 
,the  matter.  And  in  the  general  reading-room,  even  if  there  is  not  the 
same  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  attendants,  there  is  the  same  good  will. 
And  one  does  not  see  that  aspect  of  weariness,  of  lack  of  interest  in  the 
question,  of  "what  do  I  care  about  it,"  which  we  have  deplored  in  other 
libraries.  They  do  not  make  a  mistake  in  the  book  in  order  insolently  to 
admire  the  figure  of  the  young  lady  who  asks  for  it.  Finally,  one  does 
not  meet  that  rude  and  offensive  little  smirk  which  in  other  places  greets 
the  working  man  who  wants  to  read  something  besides  a  novel. 

For  this,  more  than  for  its  facade,  I  admire  the  central  library  on 
Fifth  Avenue.

MISS  KITTY  FISHER 


We  have  all  heard  that  when: 

Lucy  Locket  lost  her  pocket 
Kitty  Fisher  found  it. 

Probably  both  of  these  ladies  have  seemed  as  mythical  as  Tommy 
Tucker,  Jack  and  Jill,  or  any  other  hero  or  heroine  of  Mother  Goose. 
Perhaps  they  are  mythical.  But  since  so  grave  and  serious  an  authoriEy 
as  the  "Dictionary  of  National  Biography"  admits  that  some  persons 
have  connected  Kitty  Fisher,  who  found  the  pocket,  with  the  real  Kitty 
Fisher,  whose  portrait,  painted  by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  is  reproduced 
on  the  other  side  of  this  page,  it  does  not  pay  to  be  too  sceptical.  Kitty 
Fisher  was  a  celebrated  person  in  her  day,  and  it  may  have  been  her 
name  which  was  slipped  into  the  nursery  rhyme. 

She  flourished  —  gaily  —  in  London  in  the  early  years  of  the  reign 
of  King  George  III.  She  was  a  popular  toast  of  the  day.  the  subject  of 
satires  and  poems.  It  is  said  that  she  was  a  daring  horse-woman,  and 
as  witty  as  she  was  beautiful.  She  became  Mrs.  Norris,  the  wife  of 
John  Norris  of  Hempsted  Manor,  a  member  of  Parliament  for  Rye. 
Her  death  in  1767  was  rumored  to  have  been  caused  by  cosmetics  — 
but  that  is  probably  the  slander  of  some  envious  person.  At  any  rate, 
she  died  at  Bath,  and  by  her  own  request  (not  an  unnatural  one)  was 
buried  in  her  best  dress. 

Kitty  Fisher  knew  many  of  the  famous  personages  of  her  time. 
Once,  says  Fanny  Burney,  she  went  to  call  on  Dr.  Johnson,  who,  to  his 
great  regret,  was  out.  You  can  read  of  this  in  Fanny  Burney 's  (Mme. 
D'Arblay's)  Diary  and  Letters.  Once  she  was  introduced  to  William 
Pitt.  This  was  a  joke  contrived  against  the  grave  and  elderly  states- 
man by  King  George  III.  It  happened  at  a  review  in  Hyde  Park,  and 
the  King  and  his  courtiers  fancied  that  to  meet  so  sprightly  a  young 
lady  would  embarrass  the  Prime  Minister.  But  Mr.  Pitt  paid  her  an 
elaborate  compliment  and  went  away,  —  leaving  her  much  pleased  and 
flattered. 

Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  painted  Kitty  Fisher  five  times.  This  is  said 
to  be  the  best  of  the  portraits,  and  the  artist  made  two  copies  of  it. 
Only  one  of  them  is  in  America;  it  came  to  the  Library  from  the  Lenox 
collection.  The  portrait  itself  should  be  seen,  in  order  to  appreciate 
its  coloring,  —  almost  as  delicate  as  the  day  when  the  pretty  lady  and 
her  two  doves  posed  for  the  famous  artist. 

Through  Sir  Joshua,  Kitty  Fisher  not  improbably  knew  his  circle 
of  famous  friends,  —  described  in  so  many  books.     You  will  find  all  of 
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them  —  Dr.  Johnson,  Oliver  Goldsmith,  Edmund  Burke,  and  David  Gar- 
rick  —  in  an  entertaining  novel  called  "The  Jessamy  Bride,"  by  F.  Frank- 
fort Moore.  Then,  of  course,  there  is  Goldsmith's  poem  "Retaliation," 
—  in  which  he  so  aptly  describes  them,  as  if  in  epitaphs.  Of  the  painter 
he  wrote: 

Here  Reynolds  is  laid,  and,  to  tell  you  my  mind, 

He  has  not  left  a  wiser  or  better  behind; 

His  pencil  was  striking,  resistless,  and  grand; 

His  manners  were  gentle,  complying,  and  bland;   , 

Still  born  to  improve  us  in  every  part. 

His  pencil  our  faces,  his  manners  our  heart: 

To  coxcombs  averse,  yet  most  civilly  sieering, 

When  they  judged  without  skill,  he  was  still  hard  of  hearing: 

When  they  talked  of  their  Raphaels,  Correggios,  and  stuff. 

He  shifted  his  trumpet,  and  only  took  snuff. 

Perhaps  few  read  Goldsmith  now.  His  "Vicar  of  Wakefield"  is 
often  a  task  for  school-days,  —  and  seldom  read  thereafter.  One  of  his 
comedies,  "She  Stoops  to  Conquer"  is  still  popular  whenever  played. 
His  poetry  is  "old  fashioned,"  —  but  some  passages,  like  this  from  "The 
Deserted  Village,"  can  be  enjoyed  by  those  who  do  not  think  it  necessary 
to  admire  only  what  is  modern. 

Near  yonder  copse,  where  once  the  garden  smiled, 
And  still  where  many  a  garden  flower  grows  wild; 
There,  where  a  few  torn  shrubs  the  place  disclose. 
The  village  preacher's  modest  mansion  rose. 
A  man  he  was  to  all  the  country  dear, 
And  passing  rich  with  forty  pounds  a  year; 
Remote  from  towns  he  ran  his  godly  race, 
Nor  e'er  had  changed,  nor  wished  to  change  his  place; 
Unpractised  he  to  fawn,  or  seek  for  power. 
By  doctrines  fashioned  to  the  varying  hour: 
Far  other  aims  his  heart  had  learned  to  prize. 
More  skilled  to  raise  the  wretched  than  to  rise... 

At  church,  with  meek  and  unaffected  grace, 

His  looks  adorned  the  venerable  place; 

Truth  from  his  lips  prevailed  with  double  sway, 

And  fools,  who  came  to  scoff,  remained  to  pray. 

The  service  past,  around  the  pious  man, 

With  steady  zeal,  each  honest  rustic  ran; 

Even  children  followed  with  endearing  wile, 

And  plucked  his  gown,  to  share  the  good  man's  smile. 

His  ready  smile  a  parent's  warmth  exprest, 

Their  welfare  pleased  him.  and  their  cares  distrest; 

To  them  his  heart,  his  love,  his  griefs  were  given. 

But  all  his  serious  thoughts  had  rest  in  heaven. 

As  some  tall  cliff  that  lifts  its  awful  form, 

Swells  from  the  vale,  and  midway  leaves  the  storm. 

Though  round  its  breast  the  rolling  clouds  are  spread, 

Eternal  sunshine  settles  on  its  head. 

A  short  and  readable  life  of  Goldsmith  is  the  one  by  Austin  Dobson. 
(Mr.  Dobson  has  also  written  a  life  of  Fanny  Burney.     Do  you  know 
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/^N  the  other  side  of  this  page  is  a  picture  of  the  Central  Building  of 
^-^  The  New  York  Public  Library,  at  Fifth  Avenue  and  Forty-second 
Street.  It  was  built  by  the  City,  to  be  maintained  forever  as  a  free 
library  for  all  the  people. 

It  contains  the  administrative  offices  of  the  whole  pubhc  library 
system  of  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx,  and  Richmond. 
The  forty-four  Branch  Libraries  are  part  of  that  system.  The  Central 
Building  also  contains  a  collection  of  books  for  home  use,  a  children's 
room,  a  library  for  the  blind,  and  the  headquarters  of  the  travelling 
libraries. 

The  greater  part  of  the  building,  however,  is  devoted  to  the  work 
of  the  Reference  Department.  You  —  or  any  other  person,  whether 
or  not  a  card-holder  in  one  of  the  Branch  Libraries  —  may  use  the 
resources  of  the  Reference  Department  in  the  following  ways: 

You  may  read  or  study  in  the  main  reading  room  on  the  third 
floor,  where  there  are  seats  for  nearly  eight  hundred  readers.  There 
is  a  well  selected  library  of  about  twenty-five  thousand  volumes,  ref- 
erence books  and  general  literature,  on  open  shelves  around  the  walls 
of  the  room.  You  do  not  need  any  ticket  nor  other  formaHty  in  order 
to  use  these  books.  Simply  help  yourself,  and  leave  the  books  on  the 
tables  when  you  have  finished.  None  of  the  books  in  the  Reference 
Department  may  be  taken  out  of  the  building. 

If  you  wish  other  books  than  those  in  the  main  reading  room, 
there  is  a  collection  of  about  a  million  volumes  in  the  stacks.  To 
obtain  any  of  these  you  have  to  make  out  and  sign  a  call-slip,  handing 
it  in  at  the  desk. 

On  the  main  floor  is  an  exhibition  room  for  the  display  of  pictures, 
prints,  and  rare  books.  These  are  changed  from  time  to  time.  There 
are  art  galleries  on  the  third  floor. 

If  you  are  interested  in  current  periodicals,  newspapers,  technol- 
ogy, patents,  Slavonic,  Jewish  or  Oriental  literature,  science,  economics 
and  public  documents,  art,  American  history,  genealogy,  music,  or 
manuscripts,  you  will  find  a  special  room  devoted  to  each  of  these 
subjects.

THE  aame  of  no  Mving  poet  appears  in  this  list.  Probably  all  the  poets 
mentioned  flotirishcd  during  the  last  hundred  years;  many  of 
them  in  the  last  half-century.  Their  work,  consequently,  represents  the 
poetic  manner  and  thotigfat  of  yesterday;  not  the  more  modem  style  of 
the  younger.  Uving  poets  whose  names  made  up  the  list  of  "Poets  of 
Today."  in  the  Branch  Library  News  last  February. 

There  was  no  attempt  to  include  in  the  present  list  the  names  of 
"old  favorites,"  nor  of  those  poets  whose  fame  and  popularity  is  so  great 
that  it  is  unnecessary  to  recommend  them.  Such  names  as  Tennyson, 
Browning,  Swinburne,  Wordsworth,  Ixnigfellow,  Poe,  Whitman,  and 
many  others,  have  therefore  been  omitted.

A  MUNICIPAL  Year  Book  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  1915  has 
just  been  published  under  the  direction  of  the  Chamberlain.  The 
Municipal  Reference  Library  helped  in  the  preparation  of  the  volume 
and  is  now  in  charge  of  its  distribution.  Dr.  C.  C.  WiUiamson,  librarian 
of  the  Municipal  Reference  Library,  did  a  large  part  of  the  work  of 
compilation. 

The  1915  Year  Book  was  originally  designed  merely  as  a  revision 
of  the  1913  Municipal  Year  Book,  published  by  the  Mayor's  Secretary. 
The  revision  has  resulted,  however,  in  an  entirely  new  volume.  It 
contains  a  concise  statement  of  the  organization  and  functions  of  every 
departtnent  of  the  city  and  county  government,  with  statistical  tables, 
a  directory  of  officials  and  a  complete  index.  A  charge  of  fifteen  cents 
a  copy,  postpaid,  is  made  to  everyone,  including  city  employees.  Appli- 
cation for  the  Year  Book  should  be  made  to  the  Municipal  Reference 
Library,  Room  500,  Municipal  Building.

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"TRASHY  NOVELS" 


A  SHORT  time  ago  a  municipal  official  of  New  York  casually  sug- 
gested that  in  the  future  it  might  be  well  if  the  Public  Library 
should  stop  buying  and  circulating  fiction.  This  was  to  be  done  for 
the  sake  of  economy.  Nearly  all  the  newspapers  quoted  his  remark, 
and  gave  their  articles  such  headings  as:  "Public  libraries  may  lose 
novels,"  or  "May  bar  books  of  fiction  from  the  public  libraries." 

One  newspaper  published  a  serious  editorial  article  in  which  it 
deplored  "spending  large  sums  in  the  propagation  of  trashy  novels,"  and 
left  its  readers  with  the  impression  that  this  phrase  had  some  application 
to  The  New  York  Public  Library.  This  newspaper  went  on  to  speak 
of  fiction  as  an  expensive  form  of  amusement,  and  suggested  that  if 
novels  could  not  be  entirely  abolished  from  the  libraries,  there  should 
be  made  at  least  an  effort  "to  eliminate  the  more  ephemeral  stuff." 

Now,  this  phrase  "trashy  novels"  is  one  that  has  been  frequently 
and  rather  hastily  used  when  someone  desired  to  condemn  the  reading 
of  fiction.  In  such  instances,  books  are  roughly  classed  in  two  groups, 
—  "trashy  novels,"  and  all  other  books.  Thus,  all  novels  are  dismissed 
as  "trashy,"  while  other  books,  whatever  their  contents,  are  assumed 
to  be  meritorious  and  valuable  merely  because  they  are  not  novels. 

No  "trashy  novels"  are  intentionally  added  to  The  New  York  Pub- 
lic Library.'  Doubtless  mistakes  are  made,  since  the  librarians  are  only 
human,  and  since  few  people  can  agree  where  to  draw  the  line  between 
the  best  novels  and  the  inferior  ones. 

There  are  a  few  extremists  to  whom  all  novels  are  "trash";  often 
they  denounce  poetry,  and  imaginative  literature  generally,  in  the  same 
way.  The  books  of  "soUd  fact"  —  time-tables,  telephone  directories, 
and  arithmetics  are  the  only  kind  of  reading  to  which  they  condescend. 

Others  are  willing  to  approve  the  "great  masters"  of  the  past, 
because  they  feel  that  it  is  safe  to  praise  them.  But  they  are  hostile  to 
all  living  writers,  partly  through  ignorance  of  their  work,  and  partly 
through  a  sort  of  intellectual  snobbishness  which  seeks  to  prove  itself 
distinguished  by  pretending  that  everything  good  belongs  to  the  days 
gone  by. 

Gilbert  described  this  kind  of  person  in  the  poseiir,  Bunthome: 

Be  eloquent  in  praise  of  the  verj'  dull  old  days  which  have 

long  since  passed  away. 
And  convince  'cm,  if  yog  can,  that  the  reign  of  good  Queen  Anne 

was  Culture's  palmiest  day. 
OF  course  you  will  pooh-pooh  whatever'!  fresh  and  new, 

and  declare  it's  crude  and  mean. 
For  An  stopped  short  in  the  cuhivated  court  of  the 

Empress  Josephine.

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An  example  of  how  absurd  it  may  be  to  condemn  all  current  fiction 
as  "trash,"  occurred  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago,  when  a  librarian  of  the 
Astor  Library  wrote  to  a  friend  to  complain  that  certain  people  wasted 
their  time  over  "the  trashy,  as  Scott,  Cooper,  and  Dickens!"  He  con- 
soled himself  with  the  thought  that  these  persons  were  perhaps  better 
employed  than  as  if  they  were  in  the  street,  so  "I  shall  not  object  to  their 
amusing  themselves  with  poor  books.'' 

The  suggestion,  in  the  newspaper  article,  that  an  attempt  should 
be  made  "to  eliminate  the  more  ephemeral  stuff"  advises  the  adop- 
tion of  a  practice  which  has  always  been  part  of  the  policy  of  the 
Library,  No  novel  is  bought  until  it  has  been  read  and  passed  upon 
by  some  responsible  person.  A  very  great  many  of  the  novels  of  the 
day  are  not  purchased  at  all,  because  they  do  not  come  up  to  the  standard 
which  the  Library  tries  to  maintain. 

This,  by  the  way,  is  a  source  of  constant  criticism  from  readers  in 
the  Library.  Letters  are  received  almost  every  week  from  persons  who 
complain  that  the  Library  does  not  give  recognition  more  widely  and 
generously  to  the  writers  of  the  day. 

Persons  who  lightly  suggest  that  the  Library  should  give  up  the 
circulation  of  fiction  altogether,  and  others  who  glibly  talk  about  "trashy 
novels"  do  not  understand  the  real  state  of  affairs  as  regards  fiction  in 
The  New  York  PubHc  Library  and  in  most  of  the  other  large  public 
libraries.  A  large  part,  perhaps  the  majority  of  the  fiction  circulated 
are  not  books  of  the  day,  but  the  standard  novels  of  great  authors.  It  is 
impossible  to  obtain  exact  statistics  on  this  subject,  since  all  novels 
are  classed  together  as  "fiction,"  but  the  following  instances  may  be 
illustrative: 

One  of  the  Branch  Libraries  reports  that  while  it  owns  from  eleven 
to  seventeen  copies  of  such  books  as  "David  Copperfield,"  "The  Mill  on 
the  Floss,"  "Vanity  Fair,"  and  "Les  Miserables,"  not  more  than  five 
copies  are  ever  purchased  of  new  fiction.  This  Branch  owns  twenty-five 
copies  of  "Ivanhoe."  Twenty-four  copies  of  this  book  have  been  worn 
out  since  the  library  was  opened  seven  years  ago,  and  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  borrow,  from  time  to  time,  thirty  copies  to  meet  the  demand. 
Practically  all  of  the  standard  novels,  just  mentioned,  were  in  circulation 
at  the  time  of  reporting. 

Another  Branch  reports  that  it  owns  thirty  copies  of  "David  Copper- 
field,"  thirty-eight  copies  of  "Oliver  Twist,"  eighteen  copies  of  "Vanity 
Fair,"  and  forty-six  copies  of  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin."  Nearly  every  one 
of  these  copies  was  out  at  the  time  of  reporting.  Against  this,  the  same 
Branch  owned  only  two  copies  of  Mrs.  Humphry  Ward's  newest  book, 
two  copies  of  the  latest  novel  by  H.  G.  Wells,  and  one  copy  of  the  latest 
by  May  Sinclair.  While  there  would  be  no  cause  for  apology  whatever, 
if  the  Branch  owned  and  circulated  more  novels  by  these  three  con- 
temporary writers,  all  of  whom  are  of  such  high  repute,  there  is  surely 
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no  need  to  defend  the  circulation  of  fiction  from  this  Branch,  and  not 
the  slightest  justification  for  any  talk-  about  "trashy  novels." 

To  eliminate  fiction  altogether  from  the  Public  Library  would  be 
most  unwise.  Much  of  the  best  thought  of  to-day  is  first  presented  in 
the  form  of  fiction,  and  to  put  a  public  library  in  the  position  of  ignoring 
or  decrying  this  branch  of  literature  would  be  to  misunderstand  the 
Library's  purpose.  George  Ticknor,  the  historian,  in  discussing  his 
ideas  for  the  Boston  Public  Library  in  a  letter  to  Edward  Everett, 
said  that  it  should  contain  "not  only  the  best  books  of  all  sorts,  but  the 
pleasant  literature  of  the  day,"  and  that  this  pleasant  literature  "should 
be  made  accessible  to  the  whole  people,  at  the  only  time  when  they  care 
for  it,  i.  e.,  when  it  is  fresh  and  new." 

It  is  a  false  idea  of  the  library's  purpose  to  think  that  it  exists  only 
to  own  and  circulate  books  of  fact.  The  failure  to  understand  the  im- 
portance of  books  of  imagination  in  the  reading  of  every  man,  woman, 
or  child,  is  the  failure  to  understand  what  culture  really  means.  While 
occasionally  there  may  be  a  person  who  reads  too  much  fictitious  litera- 
ture, and  who  sometimes  needs  the  steadying  influence  of  books  of  sober 
fact,  so  it  is  also  true  that  there  are  persons  whose  minds  are  starved 
and  whose  outlook  is  askew  merely  for  the  lack  of  something  to  stimulate 
the  imagination.  Much  of  the  talk  to-day  about  "efficiency"  simply 
represents  a  one-sided  view  of  life,  in  which  men,  women,  and  events 
are  measured  with  a  yardstick,  and  humanity  dealt  with  on  the  basis 
of  mathematical  theory. 

A  library  should  not  consist  entirely  of  books  of  imagination,  nor 
altogether  of  books  of  fact:  it  should  have  both.  Novels  are  branded 
as  "fiction,"  and  are  sometimes  condemned  without  discrimination,  as 
though  fiction  meant  "untruth"  in  a  moral  sense.  Persons  who  write 
carelessly  about  "trashy  novels"  imply  that  if  a  book  is  not  a  novel  it 
is  therefore  truthful  and  worthy  of  all  esteem.  It  requires  only  a  slight 
acquaintance  with  books  to  realize  how  utterly  false  and  misleading 
is  this  implication.  A  novel  may  contain  as  much  truth  as  a  biography, 
a  work  of  philosophy  or  of  science,  or  a  piece  of  historical  writing.  These 
claim  to  be  "fact,"  but  experience  shows  that  this  is  sometimes  only  a 
claim.  A  novel  goes  forth  to  the  world  as  a  "made-up"  story,  about 
people  who  never  existed  and  events  which  never  took  place,  yet  it  may 
represent  human  character  more  sympathetically,  or  describe  manners 
and  customs  of  a  people  or  a  period  with  more  force,  than  any  book  of 
fact  could  possibly  do. 

Far  from  being  the  class  of  books  which  the  Library  could  best 
afford  to  drop,  novels  are  among  the  last  which  a  public  library  should 
relinquish.  And  instead  of  issuing  "trashy  novels"  to  its  readers.  The 
New  York  Public  Library  circulates  a  surprisingly  large  proportion  of 
the  very  best  works  of  standard  fiction  and  a  careful  selection  from  the 
writings  of  living  novelists. 
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This  library  is  one  of  forty-four  similar  Branches  of 
The  New  York  Public  Library. 

The  southernmost  is  in  Tottenville,  Staten  Island. 

The  northernmost  is  on  Kingsbndge  Avenue,  near 
230th  Street,  The  Bronx. 

The  Central  Building  is  at  Fifth  Avenue  and  Forty- 
second  Street. 

Thirty-three  Branches  are  in  Manhattan;  seven  in 
The  Bronx;  four  on  Staten  Island. 

There  are  more  than  a  million  books  in  these  forty- 
four  Branch  Libraries.

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NOVELS  IN  THE  LIBRARY 


npHE  amount  of  interest  which  is  sometimes  aroused  by  a  casual 
-^  remark  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  newspapers  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada  have  been  commenting  upon  the  suggestion 
of  a  municipal  official  that  The  New  York  Public  Library  abandon  the 
purchase  and  circulation  of  novels.  The  Library,  it  is  needless  to  say, 
has  not  contemplated  any  such  step,  and  a  statement  of  its  position  in 
this  matter  was  made  in  an  article  called  "Trashy  Novels,"  in  the  Branch 
Library  News  for  October.  Some  curious  utterances  have  been  made  on 
the  subject.  A  bookdealer's  trade  journal  —  perhaps  not  altogether  dis- 
interested in  anything  which  might  decrease  the  circulation  of  books 
through  a  public  library  —  made  the  astonishing  claim  that  as  53 
per  cent,  of  the  books  circulated  are  novels,  exactly  53  per  cent,  of  the 
cost  of  running  the  Library  could  be  saved  by  ceasing  to  buy  and  issue 
novels.  The  writer  of  this,  of  course,  failed  to  take  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  running  expenses  of  the  library  buildings  would  con- 
tinue whether  novels  were  circulated  or  not.  He  also  forgot  —  and  it 
was  a  rather  curious  lapse  of  memory  to  occur  in  a  bookdealer's  maga- 
zine —  that  novels  are  the  least  expensive  books  which  a  library  buys. 

It  has  been  interesting,  however,  to  see  that  newspapers  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other  have  attacked  or  ridiculed  the  idea  that 
the  abolishing  of  fiction  from  the  Library  would  be  a  wise  measure  of 
economy.  The  general  opinion  has  been  expressed  by  an  editorial  para- 
graph in  the  "Detroit  News  Tribune,"  The  writer  remarks  that  the 
suggestion  of  banishing  fiction  from  the  Library  has  been  met  with 
cries  of  resentment  and  ridicule  from  every  quarter.  He  adds:  "All 
art  is  fiction.  Translation  of  life  into  terms  of  music,  color  or  lan- 
guage is  brought  about  by  the  story-telling  creativeness,  whose  lower 
phase  is  the  cheap  novel  of  unreality.  Books  to  many  persons  mean  only 
fiction,  and  to  many,  fiction  of  the  cheapest  sort,  yet  our  best  refuge 
from  ourselves  and  stimulus  to  thought  and  to  improved  human  feeling 
are  found  between  the  covers  of  works  of  fiction." 

In  a  number  of  places  it  was  said  that  "novels  are  excluded  from 
the  shelves  of  many  Western  libraries  as  a  measure  of  efficiency."  In 
comment  upon  this,  the  Chicago  magazine  "Public  Libraries"  says; 
"An  extensive  inquiry  in  regard  to  this  fails  to  find  a  single  instance 
of  such  a  thing  in  a  number  of  the  large  towns  that  might  be  classed 
as  Western  cities."

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BUYING   BOOKS 


THE  Library's  first  purpose  is  to  lend  its  books,  but  it  would  not  be 
doing  its  duty  if  it  did  not  encourage  its  patrons  to  own  as  many  books 
as  possible  for  themselves. 

The  best  way  to  buy  books  is:  one  at  a  time.  It  might  seem  unneces- 
sary to  give  this  advice  if  there  were  not  on  the  market  so  many  sets,  and 
"libraries"  of  books  which  are  advertised  on  "easy  terms."  One  favorite 
device  is  to  offer  the  complete  works  of  this  or  that  writer,  or  the  "library" 
of  the  "greatest  poets,"  or  the  "most  famous  orators,"  or  the  "ablest  essay- 
ists" of  the  world.  Thousands  of  such  sets  of  books  are  sold  every  year; 
some  of  them  in  cheap  form,  at  a  low  price,  and  others  with  every  device  of 
gold  leaf  and  colored  plates  which  can  be  expected  to  catch  the  dollars 
of  the  foolish.  The  gHttering  bad  taste  of  most  of  the  "editions  de  luxe" 
and  "limited  editions"  are  only  equalled  by  the  gullibility  of  their  buyers. 

Aside  from  the  contents  of  the  book  itself,  the  first  mark  of  a 
good  book  is  that  it  is  a  genuine  and  correct  edition,  and  this  means 
that  it  is  published  by  a  reputable  firm  which  has  the  right  to  publish  it. 
The  second  requisite  is  that  it  shall  be  well  printed,  and  that  chiefly  means 
that  it  is  clearly  printed.  The  third  requisite  is  that  it  shall  be  well  bound, 
that  is,  bound  s<Tviceably.  It  does  not  mean  that  its  covers  are  to  be 
decorated  with  gew-gaws  and  doodads.  A  beautifully  bound  book  is  a 
work  of  art.  The  cheap  imitations  in  the  average  "edition  de  luxe"  are 
the  paste  diamonds  of  book-making. 

It  is  best  to  avoid  buying  books  in  sets,  complete  works,  or  "libraries." 
If  you  buy  books  by  the  yard,  you  are  following  in  the  steps  of  the  newly- 
rich  person,  who  tries  to  appear  cultured,  and  who  has  always  been  an 
obje~t  of  derision.  What  matter  if  your  books  are  not  all  the  same  size 
and  style?  You  do  not  insist  that  all  your  friends  should  be  the  same 
height  and  clad  in  the  same  color  of  clothing  —  why  should  you  try  to 
make  your  Hbrary  look  like  an  orphan  asylum  on  parade?  The  library  of 
a  book-lover  is  varied;  the  books  are  of  every  color,  size,  and  description; 
many  of  them  are  shabby  and  worn,  and  they  are  interesting  to  him 
because  he  remembers  where  and  when  he  bought  each  book.  He  did  not 
let  some  dealer  foist  a  yard  of  books  upon  him,  as  if  literature  could  be 
sawed  off  like  kindling  wood. 

Do  not  buy  sets  with  names  such  as:  "The  Most  Stupendous  Classics 
of  the  Ages,"  or,  "The  Best  Brazilian  Bards,"  or,  "The  Library  of  Bul- 
garian Orators,"  They  will  fill  up  space  on  your  book-shelves,  of  course, 
but  you  can  buy  vases  and  stuffed  birds  much  cheaper.  Buy  the  books 
which  you  really  wish  to  read,  not  the  ones  which  look  learned,  nor  those 
which  some  agent  tells  you  "no  family  should  be  without."

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THE  SHAKESPEARE  CELEBRATION 


rlE  300th  anniversary  of  Shakespeare's  death  occurs  in  April,  1916.  The 
fact  is  being  celebrated,  and  will  be  celebrated,  all  over  the  world.  In 
New  York  City  the  Shakespeare  Tercentenary  Celebration  Committee  (10 
East  Forty-third  Street)  has  in  charge  various  activities:  plays,  masques, 
festivals,  lectures,  and  exhibitions. 

At  all  the  Branches  of  The  New  York  Public  Library  there  are  now 
displayed  special  collections  of  books  about  Shakespeare.  These  books  are 
to  be  borrowed  for  home  use.  This  number  of  the  Branch  Library  News  is 
largely  devoted  to  Shakespearean  material.  And  at  about  the  beginning  of 
April  next  there  will  be  placed  on  view  at  the  Central  Building  of  the  Library 
(Fifth  Avenue  and  Forty-second  Street)  an  extensive  exhibition  of  rare 
books,  prints,  etc.,  illustrating  Shakespeare's  life  and  works.  Through  a 
misunderstanding,  the  newspapers  have  several  times  announced  that  this 
exhibition  is  already  open. 


"No  estimate  of  Shakespeare's  genius  can  be  adequate.  In  knowledge 
of  human  character,  in  wealth  of  humour,  in  depth  of  passion,  in  fertility  of 
fancy  and  in  soundness  of  judgment,  he  has  no  rival.  It  is  true  of  him,  as 
of  no  other  writer,  that  his  language  and  versification  adapt  themselves  to 
every  phase  of  sentiment,  and  sound  every  note  in  the  scale  of  felicity.  Some 
defects  are  to  be  acknowledged,  but  they  sink  into  insignificance  when  measured 
by  the  magnitude  of  his  achievement . . . 

"Shakespeare's  mind,  as  Hazlitt  suggested,  contained  within  itself  the 
germs  of  all  faculty  and  feeling.  He  knew  intuitively  how  every  faculty  and 
feeling  would  develop  in  any  conceivable  change  of  fortune.  Men  and  women 
—  good  or  bad,  old  or  young,  wise  or  foolish,  merry  or  sad,  rich  or  poor  — 
yielded  their  secrets  to  him,  and  his  genius  enabled  him  to  give  being  in  his 
pages  to  all  the  shapes  of  humanity  that  present  themselves  on  the  highway 
of  life... 

"So  mighty  a  faculty  sets  at  naught  the  common  limitations  of  nationality, 
and  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe  to  which  civilised  life  has  penetrated  Shake- 
speare's power  is  recognized.  All  the  world  over,  language  is  applied  to  his 
creations  that  ordinarily  applies  to  beings  of  flesh  and  blood.  Hamlet  and 
Othello,  Lear  and  Macbeth,  Falstaff  and  Shylock,  Brutus  and  Romeo,  Ariel 
and  Caliban  are  studied  in  almost  every  civilised  tongue  as  if  they  were  historic 
personalities,  and  the  chief  of  the  impressive  phrases  that  fall  from  their  lips 
are  rooted  in  the  speech  of  civilised  humanity.  To  Shakespeare  the  intellect 
of  the  world,  speaking  in  divers  accents,  applies  with  one  accord  his  own 
words:  'How  noble  in  reason!  how  infinite  in  faculty!  in  apprehension  how

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THE   NATIONAL  INFLUENCE   OF  THE 
NEW  YORK   PUBLIC   LIBRARY' 


PERHAPS  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  our  country  has  the  need  for  The 
New  York  Public  Library  been  felt  so  keenly  as  today.  The  connection 
between  this  Library  and  the  problems  of  the  nation  is  fast  assuming  an  im- 
portance heretofore  unknown;  it  not  only  places  books  —  good  books  —  within 
easy  reach  of  every  man,  woman,  and  child,  from  the  street  sweeper  to  the 
busy  diplomat,  giving  them  the  advantages  their  nature  craves,  but  it  also 
stands  as  an  Aladdin's  lamp  to  the  writers  of  America,  especially  to  those 
whose  work  requires  much  research.  Here  one  finds  a  veritable  beehive  of 
workers,  —  students  of  the  humanities,  literature,  sciences,  as  well  as  writers 
on  all  national  problems,  who  seek  the  Library  as  a  centre  of  scholastic  and 
historical  exchange. 

As  never  before  America  is  under  the  observation  of  the  civilized  world. 
Since  that  anxious  period  which  led  up  to  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution, 
there  has  been  no  time  when  it  was  so  necessary  for  writers  to  study  the  lessons 
of  history,  and  be  prepared  to  think  correctly  about  the  perplexities  and  prob- 
lems of  our  country.  For  upon  the  acts  of  our  leaders  depends  not  only  our 
own  welfare,  but  that  of  millions  of  our  foreign  brothers  who  are  so  intimately 
concerned  with  the  procedure  of  our  government. 

In  the  Library  every  man  is  equally  welcome.  One  is  reminded  of  the 
words  of  Mr.  Carnegie:  "Free  libraries  maintained  by  the  people,  are  cradles 
of  democracy,  and  their  spread  can  never  fail  to  extend  and  strengthen  the 
democratic  idea,  the  quality  of  the  citizen,  the  royahy  of  the  man." 

The  present  and  developing  collections  and  facilities  at  The  New  York 
Public  Library  are  bringing  here,  in  larger  and  larger  numbers,  special  writers, 
artists,  students,  and  investigators.  Each  librarian  knows  not  only  what  his 
collection  includes,  but  what  it  needs;  Panizzi's  dictum:  "I  would  have  this 
place  so  convenient  and  so  complete  that  no  private  person,  however  rich, 
can  own  its  equivalent,"  seems  to  have  been  put  into  effect  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  Library,  and  at  an  instant's  notice  the  investigator  may  be  well 
supplied  with  any  material  in  the  Library  by  an  efficient  librarian  who  has 
long  ago  solved  the  problem  of  finding  a  needle  in  a  haystack.  Here  dexterity 
and  quickness  have  become  an  art.  and  the  librarians  believe  with  Justin  Winsor 
that  a  book  is  never  so  useful  as  when  in  use.

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PICTURE  COLLECTION 


THE  Library  now  lends  pictures,  as  well  as  books.  The  collection  of 
prints,  engravings,  and  other  pictures  in  the  Art  and  Prints  Division 
at  the  Central  Building  is  for  use  in  that  building  only;  but  there  are  now 
pictures  which  may  be  borrowed  through  the  Branch  Libraries.  They 
are  in  Room  100,  Central  Building,  where  readers  may  go  to  borrow  them, 
on  any  weekday  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  The  room  is  also  open  on  holidays, 
but  not  on  Sundays.  If,  however,  it  is  not  convenient  for  anyone  to  go  to 
the  Central  Building,  the  nearest  Branch  Library  will  forward  a  request, 
and  the  pictures  will  be  sent  to  the  Branch  by  messenger. 

There  are  over  20,000  pictures  and  about  5,500  post-cards.  There  is 
no  arbitrary  limit  upon  the  number  of  pictures  which  may  be  borrowed 
at  a  time.  The  number  lent  depends  on  the  amount  of  material  owned 
on  any  subject,  and  upon  the  extent  of  the  demand.  There  is  no  list 
of  the  subjects  represented  in  this  collection,  since  additions  to  the 
collection  are  made  so  frequently  that  such  a  list  would  be  out  of  dale 
in  a  few  days.  If  the  subject  desired  by  any  reader  is  not  represented 
in  the  collection,  a  picture  on  that  subject  can  frequently  be  obtained 
within  a  short  time. 

Teachers  at  institutions  for  deaf  mutes  have  made  use  of  the  pictures 
in  their  work  with  children  of  the  lower  grades.  They  employed  illustra- 
tions of  fairy  stories  and  nursery  rhymes,  and  pictures  descriptive  of 
Thanksgiving  and  other  holidays.  A  teacher  of  literature  borrowed  a 
package  of  pictures  illustrating  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream"  and  Jane 
Austen's  "Pride  and  Prejudice."  She  found  that  the  pictures  interested  the 
class  in  the  books  they  were  reading,  and  made  them  less  impatient  with 
their  examinalions.  A  worker  in  the  settlements,  who  was  to  lecture  on 
Paris,  borrowed  a  collection  of  pictures  three  times  to  help  illustrate  his 
lectures.  An  illustrator  was  endeavoring  to  secure  an  order  for  a  series 
of  pictures  to  be  used  in  advertisements  of  a  cigarette  firm.  She  borrowed 
pictures  of  Colonial  life  in  Maryland  and  Virginia.'and  of  negroes  working 
in  a  tobacco  field,  and  by  their  aid  succeeded  in  securing  the  order. 

The  Shakespeare  celebrations  now  in  progress  have  caused  a  great 
many  requests  for  portraits  of  Shakespeare,  pictures  of  Stratford,  char- 
acters in  Shakespearian  plays,  and  the  actors  who  have  impersonated 
them.  The  Drama  League  Centres  used  pictures  of  actors  and  dramatists, 
while  Sunday-school  teachers,  lecturers  at  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  teachers  of  domestic  science,  leaders  of  story-telling  groups, 
and  members  of  city  history  clubs  have  all  found  something  useful  in  the 
collection.  The  post-cards  have  been  used  a  number  of  times,  with  the 
radiopticun.  to  illustrate  lectures.  There  is  a  wide  range  of  subjects  in  the 
post-card  collection,  and  it  will  undoubtedly  be  used  still  more  when  its 
extent  becomes  known. 
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"THE  GREAT  AMERICAN  NOVEL" 


PEOPLE  often  talk  of  "the  great  American  novel,"  —  an  imaginary 
book  which  they  fancy  will  be  written  some  day.  The  idea,  appar- 
ently, is  that  a  genius  will  create  a  novel  so  typical  of  this  country  and 
its  people  that  it  will  stand  as  a  final  expression  of  American  life. 
Between  the  covers  of  one  book  he  will  place  characters  which  all 
of  us  will  recognize  as  our  fellow-countrymen;  he  will  set  them  in 
surroundings  which  will  seem  as  familiar  as  home. 

Of  course,  this  can  never  be  done.  The  one  great  English  novel, 
or  the  one  great  French  novel  has  never  been  written;  and  if  countries 
smaller  and  more  homogeneous  than  ours  cannot  be  summed  up  in  a 
single  work,  how  can  we  expect  one  book  to  typify  American  life  with 
all  its  extraordinary  variety?  A  book  which  might  describe  a  New 
England  village  with  absolute  fidelity  would  have  little  relation  to  the 
cosmopolitan  aspects  of  New  York  and  Chicago.  What  might  be  sur- 
prisingly faithful  to  South  Carolina  would  be  foreign  to  the  Northwest. 
New  Orleans  and  St.  Paul  are  both  American,  but  a  novel  dealing 
exclusively  with  one  of  them  would  not  be  accepted  by  the  other  as 
typical  of  the  national  spirit.  If  the  man  from  New  York  or  Boston  is 
sometimes  indifferent  or  contemptuous  about  "the  West"  (wherever 
that  may  be)  so  the  Westerner  is  convinced  that  his  is  "God's  country," 
and  that  there  is  no  virtue  east  of  the  AUeghanies. 

The  great  American  novel,  then,  seems  to  expand  into  a  small 
library  of  books?  To  find  America  in  fictitious  literature  one  must 
read  different  writers  for  each  section.  A  list  could  be  made  out, — 
though  instantly  the  writers  of  short  stories  have  to  be  called  upon. 
There  are  not  novelists  enough  to  go  around.  Many  readers  would 
declare  that  Miss  Mary  Wilkins's  stories  of  New  England  are  the  best 
representatives  for  that  section,  as  are  O.  Henry's  for  New  York.  It 
would  be  hard  to  name  anyone  who  has  adequately  described  the  South 
of  today.  But  the  South  before  and  during  the  Civil  War  is  seen  — 
through  a  golden  haze  of  romance  —  in  Thomas  Nelson  Page's  books. 
No  one  name  is  quickly  suggested  in  connection  with  any  part  of 
the  great  Western  country,  until  California  recalls  Bret  Harte.  But 
the  California  which  he  wrote  about  vanished  many  years  ago,  —  some 
people  say  it  never  existed  at  all.  And  he,  like  the  other  three,  is 
primarily  a  writer  of  short  stories,  not  a  novelist. 

There  are,  perhaps,  two  pre-eminent  American  novels.  But  one 
of  them  owes  its  distinction  to  its  artistic  excellence,  the  other  to  its 
historical  importance.  They  are  Hawthorne's  "Scarlet  Letter"  and 
Harriet  Beecher  Stowe's  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin."    As  the  supreme  work 
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of  a  remarkable  imaginative  genius  there  are  very  likely  some  critics 
who  would  say  that  Hawthorne's  book  is  the  one  American  novel.  But 
inasmuch  as  it  is  a  study  of  the  Puritan  conscience,  true  only  of  an 
early  period  of  our  history  and  in  a  small  community,  it  is  certainly  not 
national  in  the  sense  of  our  discussion.  The  truth  of  "Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin"  is  often  vehemently  denied;  its  artistic  merit  also  is  doubtful.  It 
is  important,  however,  as  one  of  the  most  effective  "purpose  novels" 
not  only  of  America,  but  of  the  world. 

If  there  is  a  type  of  character  typically  American  it  seems  to  be 
the  "self-made  man,"  the  man  who  with  few  advantages  has  risen  by 
his  own  efforts  to  prosperity  and  eminence.  Such  a  character  has  been 
described  by  one  distinguished  novelist,  —  "The  Rise  of  Silas  Lapham," 
by  W.  D,  Howells.  In  a  lesser  degree,  and  dealing  with  its  unpleasant 
aspects,  the  same  theme  has  been  ably  treated  in  Robert  Herrick's 
"Memoirs  of  an  American,"  Still  more  recently.  Booth  Tarkington,  in 
"The  Turmoil,"  has  used  a  similar  character  to  illustrate  America's 
sad  awakening  to  the  fact  that  commercial  success  and  "bigness"  are 
often  only  Dead  Sea  fruit.  The  self-made  man,  from  a  cheerful  point  of 
view,  is  portrayed  in  the  humorous  and  popular  story  called  "David 
Harum,"  by  E.  N.  Westcott. 

American  political  life  has  been  described  in  two  admirable  novels, 
—  "The  Honorable  Peter  Stirling"  by  P.L.Ford,  and  "Coniston"  by 
Winston  Churchill.  Defects  in  our  national  character  have  been 
arraigned  in  two  excellent  works  of  social  satire,  —  one,  a  painful 
transcript  of  fashionable  life  in  the  great  cities,  "The  House  of  Mirth" 
by  Edith  Wharton;  and  the  other,  "Unleavened  Bread,"  by  Robert 
Grant,  a  biting  commentary  upon  politics,  upon  commercial  affairs, 
but  especially  upon  the  half-educated  woman  of  vague  ambitions  and 
faulty  character. 

A  vivid  picture  of  the  old  Southwest,  with  a  combination  of  ro- 
mance, realism,  and  humor,  and  a  power  in  the  delineation  of  character 
only  attainable  by  a  great  genius,  is  in  Mark  Twain's  Mississippi  river 
story,  —  "Huckleberry  Finn."  The  Western  cattle-puncher  lives  in 
"The  Virginian"  by  Owen  Wister,  Finally,  "Nathan  Burke"  by  Mary 
S.  Watts,  is  a  story  of  Ohio  at  the  period  of  the  Mexican  War,  which 
contains  many  of  the  elements  of  a  representative  American  novel. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  deplore  the  condition  of  American  fiction.  There 
have  been  greater  writers,  but  never  at  one  time  in  this  country  a 
more  worthy  group  of  noveHsts  than  Winston  Churchill,  Booth  Tar- 
kington, Owen  Wister,  Jack  London,  Robert  Herrick,  Mrs.  Wharton, 
and  last  but  certainly  not  least,  Mrs.  Watts. 
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THE  CENTRAL  BUILDING 


AN  "efficiency  expert"  is  said  by  a  newspaper  to  have  called  the 
>■  Central  Building  of  The  New  York  Public  Library  "a  colossal 
monument  to  the  spendthrift  use  of  money." 

"A  central  building  is  necessary  for  administration,"  said  he,  "but 
administration  is  not  made  more  efficient  by  a  palace." 

It  is  a  pity  that  this  gentleman  could  not  have  paid  a  visit  to  the 
Central  Building.  Knowledge  of  what  one  is  talking  about  is  very 
useful,  even  to  an  efficiency  expert. 

Only  a  minor  part  of  the  Library  at  Fifth  Avenue  and  Forty- 
Second  Street  is  devoted  to  the  offices  of  administration. 

It  contains  a  great  reference  library,  —  like  the  Library  of  Congress 
at  Washington,  the  Library  of  the  British  Museum,  or  the  National 
Library  in  Paris.  Its  books  were  given  to  the  Library  under  conditions 
which  make  it  impossible  to  lend  them  for  home  use.  Many  of  them 
are  so  rare  and  so  valuable  that  no  library  could  possibly  lend  them  for 
use  outside.  In  the  building,  they  are  freely  at  the  disposal  of  readers, 
students,  and  investigators.  Many  of  the  most  distinguished  scholars 
and  writers  of  America  are  using  them  daily.  In  1915  no  less  than 
827,664  readers  consulted  2,289,436  books  in  this  building.  This  was 
the  recorded  use  only.  The  actual  use,  including  the  books  taken  from 
open  shelves,  was  much  larger. 

In  the  rooms  devoted  to  special  collections  (there  are  thirteen  such 
rooms)  historical  students  are  gathering  material,  artists  and  illus- 
trators are  seeking  designs,  musicians  are  consulting  the  works  of  great 
composers,  foreign  students  are  having  access  to  literature  in  other 
languages  than  English,  investigators  of  governmental  and  social  prob- 
lems are  collecting  data,  blind  readers  are  borrowing  books  in  embossed 
type,  students  of  science  are  studying  the  works  in  their  field,  and 
engineers,  manufacturers  and  business  men  are  acquiring  practical 
information. 

In  the  room  devoted  to  lending  books  for  home  use  (on  the  Forty- 
Second  Street  side)  more  books  were  issued  in  1915  than  from  the 
whole  public  libraries  of  many  of  the  large  cities  of  the  country. 

The  Central  Building  was  erected  by  the  City.  It  is  not,  however, 
maintained  by  the  City,  but  by  the  funds  of  the  Library. 

In  a  thirty  minutes'  visit  to  the  Central  Building  the  "efficiency 
expert"  might  have  learned  all  this,  as  well  as  many  other  interesting 
facts. 
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EXHIBITION  OF  WOOD  ENGRAVINGS 


THE  recent  death  of  Alexander  Wilson  Drake  is  the  occasion  of  a 
memorial  exhibition  by  the  Art  and  Prints  Division  of  the  Library.  It  will 
be  on  view  in  the  Stuart  Gallery,  Central  Building,  from  February  10  until 
March  20.  Excepting  some  biographical  notes  relating  to  Mr.  Drake,  the 
show  consists  of  wood  engravings  by  well-known  masters  of  the  art  in 
America  connected  with  Mr.  Drake's  time  and  activity.  The  exhibition 
is  fittingly  introduced  by  some  of  the  earliest  examples  of  the  technique 
of  the  so-called  "new  school."  There  are  J.  G.  Smithwick's  "Drumming 
out  a  Tory,"  after  C.  S-  Reinhart,  published  in  February,  1877,  and 
Timothy  Cole's  "Gillie  Boy"  which  appeared  in  August  of  the  same  year. 
Especially  interesting,  from  both  the  technical  and  historical  standpoint, 
is  Frederick  Juengling's  "Engineer  crossing  the  chasm  over  the  Rimac" 
which  was  published  in  Scribner's  in  1877.  It  was  a  brilliant  array  of 
engravings  which  appeared  in  the  twenty  years  after  1875.  Among  the 
engravers  whose  work  constituted  the  glory  of  this  period  were  Timothy 
Cole,  Henry  Wolf,  Gustav  Kruell,  T.  Johnson,  Frank  French,  J.  G. 
Smithwick,  Putnam,  J.  W.  Evans,  Aikraan,  E,  Heinemann,  F.  H.  Well- 
ington, and  J.  H.  E.  Whitney.  They  are  all  represented  in  character- 
istic examples.  The  exhibition  thus  forms  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
one  whose  influence  in  the  field  of  wood  engraving  and  book  illustration 
was  so  very  strong  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century. 


FLOWERS  IN  THE  BRANCH   LIBRARIES 


MANY  of  the  readers  in  the  Branch  Libraries  have  admired  the 
flowers  which  are  frequently  used  for  decorations.  Some  of  the 
Branches  have  cut  flowers,  others  potted  plants,  and  others  have  flowers 
in  window-boxes.  Readers  often  comment  upon  these  decorations, 
express  their  admiration  for  them,  and  make  inquiries  when  the  flowers 
are  absent.  A  few  visitors  have  remarked  that  the  Library  must  be  well 
supplied  with  funds  to  be  able  to  afford  such  decorations.  It  should, 
therefore,  be  said  here  that  the  Library  could  not  provide  these  flowers, 
nor  most  of  the  other  decorations,  if  it  had  to  rely  upon  its  own  funds. 
The  flowers,  Hke  many  of  the  other  decorations  and  ornaments,  are  given 
by  generous  friends  and  benefactors.

NOVELS 


HARDLY  any  suggestion  about  The  New  York  Public  Library  has  ever 
provoked  so  much  adverse  comment  as  that  casual  remark  of  a  municipal 
official,  that  it  might  be  well  to  stop  buying  novels  in  order  to  save  money. 
Newspapers  in  various  parts  of  the  country  still  discuss  it  from  time  to  time. 
A  short  article  by  the  President  of  Western  Reserve  University,  Dr.  Charles 
F.  Thwing,  has  been  reprinted  in  a  number  of  papers.  President  Thwing  says 
that  the  suggestion  made  to  restrict  the  purchase  of  novels  for  The  New 
York  Public  Library,  in  order  to  cut  down  expenses,  "illustrates  the  tendency 
of  American  hfe  to  sacrifice  the  non-material  interests  of  the  community  to 
the  material."  He  goes  on  to  point  out  that  however  necessary  it  may  be 
to  cut  down  expenses,  the  idea  of  beginning  by  eliminating  novels  is  a  poor  one. 
In  his  opinion,  the  influence  of  imaginative  literature  is  valuable,  even  if 
it  cannot  be  instantly  translated  into  dollars  and  cents.  He  denounces  the 
theory  that  only  the  so-called  "practical"  books  are  the  ones  which  the  Library 
can  afford  to  buy  and  circulate.  Books  whose  effects  are  indirect  are  often 
more  valuable  than  those  which  pretend  to  deal  only  with  "fact."  President 
Thwing  writes:  "The  things  which  are  most  seen,  most  heard,  most  obtrusive, 
are  transient.  The  things  which  are  not  seen  give  most  promise  of  being 
eternal.  The  still  small  voice  of  the  intellect  is  to  be  listened  to.  It  carries 
meanings  significant  and  precious.  Lyman  Beecher  once  said  that  when  he 
had  no  ideas  he  just  hollered."

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RICHARD   HARDING  DAVIS 


NEARLY  all  the  writers  who  have  commented  upon  the  death  of  Mr. 
Davis  have  taken  care  to  say  that  "he  was  not  a  great  author."  They 
have  added,  quite  truthfully,  that  he  had  no  illusions  himself,  as  to  his  place 
in  literature,  and  that  he  preferred  to  be  known  rather  as  a  journalist  than  as 
an  author. 

What  constitutes  "greatness"  in  a  writer?  We  know,  generally,  what 
qualities  bring  popularity,  and  these,  we  know,  frequently  do  not  lead  to  dis- 
tinction. Indeed,  some  readers  have  become  so  suspicious  of  the  popular 
taste  that  they  are  apt  to  jump  to  the  conclusion  that  whatever  is  popular 
must  therefore  be  bad.  This  doctrine  may  be  safe  four  times  out  of  five; 
but  the  fifth  time  it  leads  one  into  absurdities,  A  small  group  of  novelists  and 
critics  are  fond  of  sneering  at  Dickens,  —  not  necessarily  because  they  dislike 
his  works,  but  because  it  pleases  their  perversity,  and  incidentally  ensures 
notoriety,  to  disagree  with  the  general  opinion.  It  is  a  small  mind  which 
always  agrees  with  the  majority;  but  it  is  an  equally  small  mind  which  always 
disagrees  with  the  majority. 

Whatever  may  be  the  qualities  which  make  a  writer  "great"  —  and  many 
of  them  probably  do  not  alter  materially  from  one  century  to  another  —  the 
qualities  which  ensure  distinction  in  one's  own  day  are  forever  changing.  Two 
hundred  years  ago,  the  only  poets  recognized  were  those  who  obeyed  certain 
iron-clad  rules  of  versification.  Today  a  poet  who  invents  his  own  rules  is 
almost  certain  to  be  acclaimed.  In  spite  of  the  attendant  freaks,  the  notoriety 
seekers,  who  flourish  upon  such  a  system,  in  spite  of  the  "lunatic  fringe,"  the 
change  is  fortunate.  Originality  is  the  life  of  literature;  if  verse  (or  prose 
either)  must  go  in  hand-cuffs,  it  ends  in  dry-rot. 

The  writer  of  prose  fiction,  to-day,  is  not  apt  to  be  taken  seriously  by 
the  average  critic  unless  he  has  at  least  one  o.i  these  qualities:  a  marked 
peculiarity  of  style,  or  a  fondness  for  subtle  and  minute  analysis  of  character, 
or  a  tendency  to  prefer  the  theme  of  illicit  love.  Richard  Harding  Davis 
had  none  of  these.  His  style  possessed  one  excellent  quality:  clearness.  But 
clearness  is  at  a  discount  among  many  of  the  arbiters  of  taste.  So  great  has 
been  the  influence  of  Mr.  Henry  James,  that  obscurity,  a  certain  involved 
and  tortuous  method  of  expression,  has  been  cultivated  by  other  writers  (to 
whom  it  was  not  natural)  and  the  ability  to  convey  one's  precise  meaning  to 
any  intelligent  reader  has  been  thought  to  prove  that  one  possesses  no  ideas 
worth  communication. 

Mr.  Davis  had  the  gift  of  narration.  —  he  knew  how  to  tell  a  story. 
This  might  have  given  him.  at  other  periods  of  history,  a  high  place  in  litera- 
ture. Nowadays  it  ensures  a  writer  popularity  —  and  that  Mr.  Davis  enjoyed 
—  but  not  the  praise  of  literary  critics. 

His  fictitious  characters  were  folk  of  straightforward  mind,  —  it  never 
occurred  to  their  creator  to  make  elaborate  investigations  of  their  psychology. 
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Yet  psychology  has  been  the  darling  study  of  the  past  two  decades;  college 
boys  and  girls  talk  glibly  about  it,  and  the  word  is  a  favorite  with  the  writers 
of  reviews.  Mr.  Davis's  love  stories  were  about  youths  and  maidens,  and 
for  youths  and  maidens.  Such  a  simple  theme  as  a  bachelor  trying  to  induce 
an  unmarried  girl  to  become  his  wife  is  too  hopelessly  "bourgeois"  for  many 
a  novelist  of  1916.  He  dismisses  it  with  a  pitying  smile;  his  powers  are 
worthy  of  something  better  than  that 

Richard  Harding  Davis  made  his  books  of  travel  readable  and  interest- 
ing. From  his  description  of  an  English  election  in  "Our  English  Cousins," 
or  the  account  of  the  Queen's  Jubilee  in  "A  Year  from  a  Reporter's  Note- 
book," down  to  his  description  of  Salonica,  published  in  a  magazine  only  a 
few  weeks  ago,  his  manner  of  writing  was  simple  and  direct,  but  vivid  and 
dramatic.  He  chose  the  things  or  the  events  which  struck  him  as  beautiful 
or  novel  or  curious,  and  described  them.  To  many  readers  this  is  the  best 
kind  of  writing  for  the  purpose.  But  to  those  who  prefer  to  know  more 
about  the  observer's  state  of  mind  than  about  the  things  observed,  it  seems 
trivial.  Mr.  Davis  showed  you  what  he  saw  himself,  and  what  attracted  the 
attention  of  an  alert  and  curious  American  traveller.  He  did  not  give  you 
the  record  of  his  own  emotions  and  mental  experiences,  —  the  kind  of  book 
of  travel  which  has  been  called  "a  little  tour  around  the  author's  own  inside." 

It  is  customary  to  speak  of  "Gallegher"  as  Mr.  Davis's  best  story,  just 
as  it  is  customary  (and  equally  incorrect)  to  call  "The  Luck  of  Roaring 
Camp"  the  best  story  by  Bret  Harte.  Of  the  stories  written  in  Mr.  Davis's 
earlier  period,  when  he  was  describing  the  extremes  of  New  York  life,  "A 
Leander  of  the  East  River,"  in  "Van  Bibber  and  Others,"  is  perhaps  as  good 
a  story  as  "Gallegher,"  while  its  hero  is  a  less  conventions^  type.  In  one 
of  his  novels,  Mr.  Davis  seemed  to  be  writing  around  the  pictures  of  Mr. 
Charles  Dana  Gibson.  —  who  at  that  period  was  drawing  such  magnificent 
young  men,  seven  feet  in  height,  that  they  appeared  to  almost  every  school 
girl  as  the  fairest  flowers  of  creation.  This  phase  did  not  last  long,  for  in 
"Captain  Macklin"  there  is  a  hero  who  is  also  a  possible  human  being.  In 
his  short  stories,  Mr.  Davis  played  a  dozen  variations  upon  one  amusing 
theme,  —  that  of  the  agreeable  young  American,  with  characteristic  "nerve," 
who  succeeds  in  his  objects,  whatever  they  may  be,  in  the  face  of  the  opposi- 
tion of  the  great  ones  of  the  earth.  Sometimes  these  great  ones  are  American 
millionaires,  sometimes  they  are  foreign  monarchs  or  potentates.  The  stories 
are  always  laughable.  Two  hilarious  examples  are:  "The  Reporter  Who 
Made  Himself  King"  (in  "Cinderella")  and  "The  Grand  Cross  of  the  Cres- 
cent" (in  "The  Red  Cross  Girl"). 

One  story,  which  should  be  better  known,  was  written  within  a  few  years. 
This  is  called  "The  Consul."  It  is  a  question  if  it  is  not  the  very  finest  of 
Mr.  Davis's  short  stories  and  one  of  the  best  American  stories  of  the  past 
twenty  years.  It  touches  the  spirit  of  patriotism  without  becoming  mawkish, 
and  skirts  the  coast  of  sentiment  without  wrecking  itself  upon  sentimentality. 
Here  is  a  story  with  a  happy  ending,  an  ending  which  is  also  dramatic,  logical, 
and  satisfactory. 
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"AND  THEY  CAME,  toward  night,  to  the  valley  whither  they  had  been  hurry- 
JrV  ing  all  the  hours  of  day,  and  said:  Let  us  be  glad  that  we  are  here,  for  the 
world  we  live  in  is  a  weary  place;  sorrow  and  suffering  haunt  all  our  waking 
hours.  The  thunder  of  war  and  the  cry  of  wounded  men  are  ever  in  our 
ears;  and  the  red  tulips  that  blossom  this-  fair  spring-time  recall  unhappy 
lands  where  the  turf  is  drenched  in  blood.  Neither  do  we  know  what  may  lurk 
behind  those  black  clouds  that  hang  above  our  own  homes.

Kipling  was  staying  in  the  hills  in  Simla,  where  all  the  lovely  Anglo- 
Indian  ladies  reside  in  summer  when  it  is  too  hot  for  them  to  endure  the  cliihate 
in  the  plains.  One  morning  the  lady  at  whose  house  he  was  a  guest  introduced 
him  to  a  young  and  fair  "grass  widow."  As  the  couple  chatted  amicably 
together  whilst  walking  through  the  hills,  Kipling  remarked,  "I  suppose  you 
can't  help  thinking  of  that  poor  husband  of  yours  grilling  down  there?"  The 
lady  gave  him  an  odd  look,  he  thought,  and  he  realized  why  when  he  after- 
wards learned  that  she  was  not  a  "grass  widow"  but  a  widow  indeed.

Painted  the  mid-sea  blue  or  shore-sea  green, 
Still  patterned  zvith  the  vine  and  grapes  in  gold. 


From  the  chapter  on  "The  Audience,"  in  Ashley  H.  Thorndike's  "Shake- 
speare's Theater": 

When  Shakesfjeare  peeped  through  the  curtain  at  the  audience  gathered 
to  hear  his  first  play,  he  looked  upon  a  very  motley  crowd.  The  pit  was  filled 
with  men  and  boys.  The  galleries  contained  a  fair  proportion  of  women, 
some  not  too  respectable.  In  the  boxes  were  a  few  gentlemen  from  the  Inns 
of  Court,  and  in  the  lords'  box,  or  perhaps  sitting  on  the  stage,  was  the  young 
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Earl  of  Southampton  with  a  group  of  extravagantly  dressed  gentlemen  of 
fashion.  Vendors  of  nuts  and  fruit  moved  about  through  the  crowd.  The 
gallants  were  smoking,  the  apprentices  in  the  pit  were  exchanging  rude  witti- 
cisms with  the  painted  ladies  in  the  lower  gallery.  If  the  play  was  "Titus 
Andronicus,"  the  spying  author  may  well  have  smiled  at  the  impropriety  of 
the  opening  lines  which  were  to  seek  attention  from  the  noisy  throng: 

Noble  patricians,  patrons  of  my  right. 
Defend  the  justice  of  my  cause  with  arms.

Who  was  so  beautiful,  not  one  so  beautiful 
Of  all  the  women  born . . . 

Now  she  is  but  a  story  that  is  told 
Beside  the  fire!    No  man  can  ever  be 
The  friend  of  that  poor  queen.

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HANDBOOK  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

'TpHIS  number  of  the  Branch  Library  News  is  late,  on  account  of 
-'■  the  fact  that  the  Library's  press  has  been  occupied  with  the  new 
Handbook. 

The  Handbook  is  now  on  sale  at  the  Branches,  as  well  as  at  the 
Central  Building  of  the  Library.  The  price  is  low,  and  is  merely  to 
cover  the  cost  of  production.  There  are  eighty  pages  and  about  fifty 
illustrations,  —  vie^ws  of  the  Central  Building  and  representative  views 
of  the  Branches  and  their  work. 

The  Handbook  is  divided  into  three  sections,  —  the  Central  Build- 
ing, the  Circulation  Department  (the  Branch  Libraries),  and  a  His- 
torical Sketch  of  the  Library.  It  is  intended  to  give  the  chief  facts 
about  the  Library  as  an  institution,  but  its  main  use  is  likely  to  be 
that  of  an  illustrated  guide  to  the  Central  Building.  It  aims  to  answer 
most  of  the  questions  which  an  intelligent  visitor  might  ask  on  a  first 
tour  of  the  building.  Undoubtedly,  it  does  not  answer  all  such  ques- 
tions, as  it  is  a  handbook  and  not  an  exhaustive  work  of  reference. 
To  describe  the  Library  and  its  collections  fully  would  need  a  bulky 
volume,  and  would  ignore  the  fact  that  verbal  inquiries  and  answers 
are,  on  many  subjects,  the  most  satisfactory.  The  architectural  impor- 
tance and  beauty  of  the  Central  Building  have  been  emphasized,  and 
the  illustrations  chosen  with  a  view  to  making  the  Handbook  interesting 
as  a  souvenir.

Branch  LtBRARV  News.  —  The  Branch 
Library  News  is  given  away  free  of  charge 
at  all  branches. 
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The  Reader:  About  these  vacation  books — 

The  Librarian:  Yes? 

The  Reader:  I  may  take  eight  books  at  one 
time  and  keep  them, — how  long? 

The  Librarian:  Until  the  first  of  October,  if 
you  like. 

The  Reader:  I  hardly  think  I  shall  want 
them  as  long  as  that, — still,  I  am  going  away  for  a 
month,  and  I  would  like  three  or  four, — that  will 
be  all  I  can  carry.  Besides,  I  don't  care  to  pay 
excess  baggage  on  my  trunk. 

The  Librarian:  Have  you  thought  what 
books  you'd  like? 

The  Reader:  No...  Do  you  remember  that 
a  year  ago  we  had  a  talk  about  books  to  read  in 
the  summer?  It  was  all  printed,  afterwards,  in  the 
Branch  Library  News.    Somebody  peached. 

The  Librarian:  Yes,  I  remember. 

The  Reader:  Well,  many  of  the  books  you 
recommended  were   always  "out,"   or  owned  by 
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other  Branch  Libraries,  or  something.     It  took  me  weeks  to 
get  them! 

The  Librarian:  I'm  afraid  that  is  likely  to  happen.  Often 
a  hundred  people  come  after  the  same  book  in  a  week.  Some- 
times —  when  a  book  is  new,  when  everybody  is  talking 
about  it  —  a  thousand  people  want  to  read  it  on  the  same  day. 
Nobody  has  ever  invented  a  way  to  prevent  most  of  those 
people  from  being  disappointed.  Even  the  book-shops  cannot 
always  supply  the  demand.  The  only  library  where  books  are 
nearly  always  "in,"  is  one's  own,  private  library. 

The  Reader:  And  even  there  they're  not  always  "in"! 
Your  friends  borrow  them,  —  and  return  them  at  their  leisure, 
or  never. 

The  Librarian:  That  is  true,  —  as  I  have  learned  by  bit- 
ter experience...  But  the  books  which  I  have  suggested  to 
you  are  owned  by  the  Library,  at  any  rate.  Usually,  there 
are  a  number  of  copies.  Sometimes,  twenty  copies,  or  more. 
You  can  always  get  them  sooner  or  later,  if  you  have  patience. 
If  two  or  three  of  them  are  "out,"  another  will  be  in. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  lists  of  books,  and  articles  about 
books  in  the  BratKli  Library  News.  Probably  the  man  who 
writes  those  articles  means  well.  That  is  rather  a  tough  thing 
to  say  about  anybody,  —  but  still,  very  likely  he  means  well.  He 
doesn't  intend  to  exasperate  you  by  recommending  books  which 
have  already  been  borrowed  by  someone  else.  He  intends  to 
say: 

"Now,  here  are  some  interesting  books.  I  can't  promise 
,  you  will  find  all  of  them  on  the  day  you  read  this.  You  may 
have  to  wait  for  most  of  them.  But  you  may  find  a  sugges- 
tion. You  may  not  get  the  exact  book  mentioned,  but  perhaps 
another  by  the  same  author,  which  you  will  enjoy.  Or  the 
list  may  give  yOu  an  idea  about  a  book  you  would  like  to  buy. 
Or  —  here  is  a  good  notion  —  in  looking  for  the  book  on  the 
shelves  you  may  run  across  another,  equally  good,  or  even 
better.  A  number  of  my  most  delightful  discoveries  were 
books  which  I  came  upon  by  chance,  while  I  was  looking  for 
something  else." 

That  is.  I  imagine,  what  he  wishes  to  say.  The  suggestion 
about  finding  books  by  accident  is  a  good  one,  —  unless  you 
are  one  of  those  dreadful  folk  who  read  only  by  system,  , .    But, 
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let  nie  see,  you  wanted  to  get  four  or  five  hooks  to  take  away 
with  you  on  vacation.    Have  you  any  theories? 

The  Reader:  Not  one...     Well,  that  is  — 

The  Librarian:  Just  a  little  theory? 

The  Reader:  I  want  a  variety.  And  then,  —  well,  every 
summer  I  have  an  idea  that  I  will  tackle  some  of  the  great  books, 
the—  the  — 

The  Librarian  (smiling):  The  classics? 

The  Reader;  Yes,  —  I  suppose  so.    You  needn't  laugh. 

The  Librarian:  I  didn't.  Not  an  inch.  Why,  this  is  a 
moment  of  triumph  for  me,  —  some  librarians  pine  all  their  days 
and  go  to  their  graves  disappointed,  for  lack  of  ever  having  a 
confession  like  this.  I  am  delighted  to  advise  —  if  you  really 
wish  me  to  do  so. 

The  Reader:  I  admit  I  hardly  ever  read  anything  but 
novels.  I  am  always  resolving  to  try  something  else,  but  it 
seems  to  be  like  resolving  to  get  up  at  five  o'clock  on  a  winter 
morning,  or  resolving  to  get  all  your  Christmas  presents 
ready  in  November,  or  resolving  to  walk  five  miles  every  day. 
To  tell  the  truth,  the  classics  always  seem  mighty  dull  to  me. 

The  Librarian:  Hush!  Don't  tell  anybody,  and  I  will 
whisper  a  secret !  A  great  many  of  them  are  dull.  That  is,  they 
were  written  in  times  distant  and  lands  foreign  from  our  own, 
and  under  circumstances  so  different  from  ours  that  we  can 
enjoy  them  only  after  long  study.  In  some  cases  this  study 
is  worth  while.  It  is  not  only  worth  while  but  necessary  if 
you  aspire  to  be  a  scholar  or  specialist.  But  you  haven't  that 
aspiration,  I  take  it? 

The  Reader:  Hardly! 

The  Librarian:  Certainly  not;  you  wish  to  read  for  pleas- 
ure and  profit,  —  for  what  is  usually  called  "general  culture." 
Well,  you  are  missing  both  pleasure  and  profit  if  you  read 
nothing  but  novels.  And  that  isn't  to  deny  that  I  know  a  great 
number  of  charming  and  rather  well-informed  people  who  never 
read  any  book  but  a  novel.  Their  information  they  get  from 
the  newspapers,  and  their  reflections  upon  life  from  actual 
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observation  and  experience.  There  are  thousands  like  these, 
—  hundreds  of  thousands.  Yet  they  are  missing  fun,  as  well 
as  chances  for  improvement,  —  just  because  they  are  shy  about 
trying  new  kinds  of  books.  They  think  it  is  "high-brow"  to 
read  anything  but  a  detective  story,  —  and  so  they  lose  a 
great  deal  of  enjoyment. 

A  man's  attitude  toward  books  is  somewhat  like  his  atti- 
tude toward  people.  One  man  is  a  "good  mixer,"  —  he  picks 
up  new  acquaintances  and  makes  friends  easily.  Another  is 
shy  and  reserved;  he  is  afraid  of  snubs,  thinks  that  the  other 
man  holds  himself  as  superior,  and  will  not  respond  cordially 
if  he  is  spoken  to.  So  it  is  with  books:  one  man  is  familiar 
with  them,  —  he  is  the  kind  of  man  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes 
describes  as  having  tumbled  about  with  books  as  a  boy  in  his 
father's  library.  The  other  is  afraid  of  books,  —  thinks  they 
are  "superior,"  and  may  snub  him.  You  can  tell  him  by  the 
way  he  handles  a  book,  —  as  if  it  were  a  hot,  baked  potato. 

The  Reader:  Well,  some  of  the  "classics"  I  have  tried  to 
read  have  been  about  as  easy  for  me  to  grasp  as  a  hot  potato. 
The  quicker  I  could  drop  them  the  better  I  was  pleased. 

The  Librarian:  Every  honest  reader  will  admit  the  same 
thing.  These  lists  of  the  "Hundred  Best  Books"  always  con- 
tain a  certain  number  of  titles  which  are  included  because  of 
their  tradition.  Few  people  can  read  them,  —  probably  even 
the  compiler  of  the  list  doesn't  really  care  for  them,  if  he  would 
stop  to  consider.  They  have  pleased  people  of  taste  and  learn- 
ing in  the  past  centuries,  and  were  praised  by  these  people. 
Later  generations  took  up  the  praise,  partly  with  sincerity,  and 
partly  because  of  loyalty  to  the  past,  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
"good,  old  times."  Finally,  to  praise  these  books  became  good 
form,  a  mark  of  breeding,  quite  without  reference  to  the  fact 
that  hardly  anybody  could  really  enjoy  them.  Trying  to  read 
them  today  is,  for  most  people,  mental  discomfort;  it  is  like 
putting  a  modern  business  man  in  a  full-bottomed  wig.  a  ruf- 
fled shirt,  silk  breeches  and  pumps,  and  expecting  him  to  have 
a  good  time. 

The  Reader:  Then  you  don't  advise  reading  the  "classics" 
at  all? 

The  Librarian:    No,  no.     Don't  misunderstand  me.     I 
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mean  for  you  not  to  be  discouraged  about  the  famous  literature 
of  the  world  because  you  haven't  found  anything  you  like  as 
yet.  Do  not  be  too  much  impressed  when  some  famous  man 
says  that  you  ought  to  read  this  or  that  book.  Remember 
that  scholars,  professors  of  literature,  are  conservative  folk. 
They  are  apt  to  cling  to  the  past,  and  to  desire  to  model  every- 
thing by  the  past.  These  same  "classics,"  which  they  now 
reconnnend,  were  often  violently  condemned  by  the  scholars 
of  the  period  when  they  appeared.  Those  who  hold  by  the 
past,  who  would  judge  all  literature  by  the  classic  models,  — 
such  people  utter  a  good  deal  of  wisdom,  as  well  as  a  lot  of 
nonsense.  On  the  other  hand,  just  as  in  politics,  you  have  the 
revolutionaries,  the  explosive  folk  who  would  throw  the  old 
books  overboard  and  create  the  new  merely  by  reversing  all  the 
old  rules.  And  these  people,  as  well,  utter  wisdom  and  have  a 
healthy  influence;  incidentally  they  include  a  horde  of  cranks 
whose  sayings  are  pure  nonsense. 

The  Reader:  Where  does  all  this  lead?  If  I  want  to  try 
other  books  than  novels,  where  would  you  advise  me  to  begin? 

The  Librarian:  With  biography.  To  most  readers  that 
is  apt  to  be  interesting.  In  a  good  biography  you  have  a  living 
portrait  of  a  real  man  or  woman,  —  hence  it  is  readable.  The 
writer  of  a  biography  cannot  always  be  sensational,  but  he 
mustn't  be  prosy.  Look  over  the  biography  shelves.  Try 
to  read  about  some  of  the  men  who  touched  the  life  of  their 
time  at  every  angle:  take  Lockhart's  life  of  Scott  or  Bos- 
well's  Johnson,  and  read  in  them,  here  and  there.  Don't  try 
to  plough  right  through  from  beginning  to  end.  Forster's 
life  of  Dickens  is  full  of  curious  anecdotes  of  his  travels,  and 
Pepys's  Diary  is  one  of  the  most  amazing  autobiographies 
ever  written.  Remember  what  I  said:  read  in  such  books 
licrc  iiiiii  then:  Don't  begin  at  the  beginning  and  get  discour- 
aged because  you  are  not  interested  at  the  outset.  Look  for 
something  that  attracts  you.  Anthony  Trollope's  Autobiog- 
raphy is  frank  anil  breezy,  —  one  of  the  few  of  its  kind  in 
English.  I'aines  life  of  Mark  Twain  is  in  three  volumes, — 
if  you  can't  get  the  first  one.  take  the  second  or  the  third: 
it  is  fascinating  everywhere.  '  A  hundred  years  from  now  we 
may  be  calling  it  one  of  the  "great"  biographies.  And  now 
there  is  the  life  of  John  Hay  by  Thayer.  —  but  that  is  a  new 
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book,  and  I  hardly  dare  mention  it  to  you.     You  will  have  to 
wait  for  it,  —  it's  "out"  all  the  time. 

The  Reader:  And  the  "classics"? 

The  Librarian:  Oh,  yes.  I  will  suggest  one  famous  book. 
It  would  undoubtedly  be  called  a  classic.  (For  I  take  it  that 
you  do  not  merely  mean  books  in  the  classical  languages, 
Greek  and  Latin.)  Try  a  volume  of  Montaigne's  Essays. 
And  if  you  would  like  to  read  a  book  which  will  serve  to  in- 
terest you  in  the  best  things  in  English  Uterature,  get  Lafcadio 
Hearn's  "Interpretations  of  Literature."  It  is  a  big  book,  in 
two  volumes,  and  its  title  sounds  a  bit  formidable  and  pro- 
fessor-like. But  it  is  really  simple  and  charming.  You  will 
wish  to  read  the  things  that  Heam  talks  about.  For  the 
book  is  a  series  of  informal  talks,  taken  down  at  the  time  of 
their  delivery,  by  one  of  Hearn's  Japanese  students.  I  do  not 
know  that  there  is  another  book  exactly  like  it  in  the  world. 
Heam  explains  to  his  audience,  not  only  the  literature  of 
England  and  America,  but  the  thoughts  and  customs  of  Eng- 
land and  America,  in  so  far  as  they  need  explanation  to  Orien- 
tals.   You  see  your  own  people  in  a  mirror;  it  is  very  odd. 

Another  book  in  which  the  author  chats  about  books  is 
Conan  Doyle's  "Through  the  Magic  Door."  That  is  a  smaller 
volume,  and  it  tells  about  Doyle's  own  likes  and  dislikes  in 
reading.     You  may  find  some  suggestions  in  it. 

The  Reader:  And  now  some  story-books,  —  if  my  cour- 
age fails ! 

The  Librarian':  Do  you  care  for  the  grotesque  and  im- 
possible? There  are  two  volumes  by  H.  G.  Wells.  —  "Thirty 
Strange  Stories"  and  "The  Country  of  the  Blind."  Nearly 
the  same  stories  are  in  each.  And  for  new  books  —  you  may 
not  be  allowed  to  keep  these  for  a  whole  month,  you  must 
inquire.  "Seventeen'"  by  Tarkington  is  the  most  amusing 
American  story  of  the  season,  and  I  think  that  "In  Brief 
Authority"  is  one  of  the  funniest  of  the  English  novels.  It 
is  by  Anstey.  Then,  there  is  a  volume  of  capital  short  stories 
about  the  war,  —  humorous  stories,  too,  if  you  can  imagine  it. 
It  is  "The  Human  Boy  and  the  War"'  by  Phillpotts.  And  Ian 
Hay's  "The  First  Hundred  Thousand  "  has  not  yet  been  beaten, 
as  a  book  about  the  war.  You  should  also  look  up  O'Brien's 
"The  Best  Short  Stories  of  1915."

Exceptions  as  follows:  Central  Cir- 
culation and  branches  in  Carnegie  build- 
ings open  full  hours  on  all  holidays;  other 
branches  closed  on  January  1,  May  30,  July  4, 
December  25,  presidential  election  day,  and 
Thanksgiving;  after  6  p,  m.  on  February  22 
and  Christmas  eve;  after  5  p.  m.  on  election 
days  other  than  presidential  elections. 

Borrowers.  —  Any  person  having  a  home 
or  business  address  in  any  one  of  the  five 
boroughs  of  the  City  of  New  York  is  entitled 
to  the  privileges  of  The  New  York  Public 
Library.  Borrowers'  cards  are  issued  upon 
application  at  any  branch  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Library. 

Privileges  of  Borrowers,  —  Adults  may 
borrow  at  one  time  six  volumes  (only  one 
of  which  shall  be  a  new  and  popular  book),  a 
magazine,  and  an  opera  libretto.  Books  may 
be  retained  cither  two  weeks  or  one  week. 
Any  two-week  book  may  he  renewed  for  an 
additional  two  weeks  tf  application  is  made. 

Vacation  Reading.  —  During  the  summer 
eight  books  may  be  taken  at  one  time  for 
vacation  reading.  They  may  be  kept  until 
October  1. 

Catalogue.  —  A  catalogue  of  all  the  books 
in  the  department  is  open  to  the  public  on 
week  days  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p,  m.  in  room 
100.  Central   Building. 

Branch  Library  News. —  The  Branch 
Library  News  is  given  away  free  of  charge 
at  all  branches. 
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(This  historical  sketch  of  the  Library  is  adapted  from  an  account 
in  the  Handbook  of  The  New  York  Public  Library.  The  Handbook  is  on 
sale  at  all  Branches  and  at  the  Central  Building.) 

The  New  York  Public  Library,  as  it  exists  to-day,  is  the  result  of 
the  generosity  of  a  few  private  citizens,  combined  with  the  efforts  of 
the  City  itself.  Its  corporate  existence,  in  its  present  form,  began  on 
May  23,  1895,  by  the  consolidation  of:  "The  Trustees  of  the  Astor 
Library,"  "The  Trustees  of  the  Lenox  Library,"  and  "The  Tilden  Trust." 

The  Astor  Library,  originally  incorporated  in  1849,  was  founded  by 
John  Jacob  Astor.  His  gifts,  together  with  those  of  his  sons  and  grand- 
sons, amounted  to  about  $1,700,000.  Washington  Irving  was  the  first 
President  of  the  Library,  and  Joseph  Green  Cogswell  its  first  Superin- 
tendent, or  Librarian.  In  its  building  on  Lafayette  Place  (now  Lafayette 
Street)  it  was  for  many  years  one  of  the  literary  landmarks  of  New  York. 
At  the  time  of  its  consolidation  with  The  New  York  Public  Library  it  had 
an  endowment  fund  of  about  $941,000,  which  produced  an  annual  income 
of  about  $47,000.  It  contained  then  266,147  volumes.  It  was  solely  a 
reference  library,  —  the  funds  were  given  with  the  understanding  that  the 
books  should  not  be  lent  for  use  outside  the  building. 

The  Lenox  Library.  James  Lenox,  one  of  America's  greatest  book 
collectors,  was  born  in  New  York  City  In  1800  and  died  there  in  1880, 
In  1870,  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Lenox  Library,  he  gave  to  the  city  of 
his  birth  his  books  and  art  treasures.  The  building  which  formerly 
stood  on  Fifth  Avenue  between  70th  and  71st  Streets,  was  erected  for 
the  Library  and  opened  to  the  public,  a  part  at  a  time,  beginning  in  1876. 
At  the  time  of  consohdation  the  Library  owned  its  building,  an  endow- 
ment fund  of  $505,500,  which  yielded  an  annual  income  of  about  $20,500; 
and  about  86,000  volumes.  This  also  was  a  reference  library,  not  a  cir- 
culating library. 

The  Tilden  Trust,  Samuel  Jones  Tilden  was  horn  in  New  Lebanon, 
New  York,  in  1814.  He  died  in  Yonkers  in  1886.  By  the  final  settlement 
of  his  estate  New  York  City  received  his  private  library  and  an  endow- 
ment fund  of  about  $2,000,000,  for  library  purposes.

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Consolidation.  In  the  agreement  for  consolidation  it  was  provided 
that  the  name  of  the  new  corporation  should  be  "The  New  York  Public 
Library,  Astor,  Lenox  and  Tilden  Foundations";  and  that  "the  said 
new  corporation  shall  establish  and  maintain  a  free  public  library  and 
reading  room  in  the  City  of  New  York,  with  such  branches  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable,  and  shall  continue  and  promote  the  several  objects  and 
purposes  set  forth  in  the  respective  acts  of  incorporation  of  'The  Trustees 
of  the  Astor  Library,'  'The  Trustees  of  the  Lenox  Library,'  and  'The 
Tilden  Trust.' " 

The  first  Director  of  The  New  York  Public  Library  was  Dr.  John 
Shaw  Billings,  who  served  from  1896  until  his  death  in  1913.  He  rendered 
distinguished  services,  especially  in  the  organization  of  the  new  Library 
and  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Central  Building. 

New  York  Free  Circulating  Library.  In  1901  the  New  York  Free 
Circulating  Library  was  consoHdated  with  the  new  system.  This  Library 
had  then  eleven  Branches  and  owned  about  160,000  volumes. 

Other  Circulating  Libraries.  In  1901,  the  St.  Agnes  Free  Library 
and  the  Washington  Heights  Free  Library  were  added.  The  New  York 
Free  Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind  and  the  Aguilar  Free  Library,  with 
four  Branches,  were  added  in  1903.  In  1904,  the  Harlem  Free  Library, 
Tottenville  Free  Library,  the  University  Settlement  Library  at  Riving- 
ton  and  Eldridge  Streets,  and  the  Webster  Free  Library  followed.  Also  in 
1904  the  five  Branches  of  the  Cathedral  Free  Circulating  Library  became 
part  of  the  new  corporation. 

Carnegie  Branches.  In  1901  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  offered  Greater 
New  York  $5,200,000  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  free  circulat- 
ing libraries,  on  condition  that  the  City  provide  the  land  and  agree  to 
maintain  the  libraries  when  built.  The  offer  was  accepted,  and  thirty- 
seven  Branch  Libraries  are  now  housed  in  buildings  erected  with  that 
part  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  assigned  to  The  New  York  Public  Library, 
It  should  be  remembered  that  The  New  York  Public  Library  serves  the 
three  Boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx  and  Richmond.  Each  of  the 
other  two  Boroughs,  Brooklyn  and  Queens,  has  its  own  Public  Library. 

Management.  The  corporation  is  managed  by  a  Board  of  twenty- 
five  Trustees,  including  the  Mayor,  Comptroller,  and  President  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  ex  officio.  The  Trustees  hold  office  continuously,  and 
vacancies  are  filled  by  vote  of  the  remaining  Trustees.  No  Trustee 
receives  any  compensation  for  his  services.    The  immediate  management 
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of  the  Library  is  entrusted  to  the  Director.  The  Staff  numbers  between 
twelve  and  thirteen  hundred  persons,  including  those  in  the  Central  Build- 
ing and  in  the  Branches.  As  the  buildings  are  open  between  twelve  and 
thirteen  hours  a  day  the  Staff  works  in  two  shifts.  Somewhat  less  than 
half  of  the  Staff  are  employed  in  the  Central  Building. 

Benefactors.  A  complete  list  of  the  Library's  benefactors,  besides 
the  three  founders,  can  more  appropriately  be  given  elsewhere.  In  addi- 
tion to  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift,  one  bequest  shouldbe  noted  here:  that  of  John 
S.  Kennedy,  who  in  1909  left  about  $3,000,000  to  the  Library,  without 
conditions. 

Work  of  the  Library.  This  historical  sketch  may  help  to  make  clear 
the  organization  and  work  of  the  Library  as  it  is  carried  on  to-day.  It  is 
a  free  reference  library  combined  with  a  free  circulating  library.  The 
books  in  the  Reference  Department  (in  the  Central  Building)  which 
came  from  either  the  Astor  or  the  Lenox  Libraries,  and  those  which 
have  been  added  since  the  consolidation,  from  the  endowments  of  those 
Libraries,  must  necessarily  be  for  reference  use  only.  The  Astor  and 
Lenox  Foundations  give  the  Trustees  of  The  New  York  Public  Library 
no  option  in  this  matter.  About  one  million  books  in  the  Circulation 
Department  (the  Branch  Libraries)  are  lent  for  home  use. 


TF  YOU  are  a  member  of  any  one  of  the  Branch  Libraries  you  are 
-*-  equally  a  member  of  all  the  others.  With  but  few  restrictions  the  books 
of  all  the  Branches  are  at  your  service. 

The  resources  of  the  Reference  Department,  in  the  Central  Build- 
ing, are  also  for  your  use,  in  that  building.  Some  of  the  readers  who 
frequent  the  main  Reading  Room,  in  the  Central  Building,  seem  to  be 
unaware  of  the  Circulating  Library  near  the  Forty-Second  Street 
entrance  of  the  same  building.  Conversely,  some  of  the  readers  who  bor- 
row books  from  the  Circulating  Library  are  unaware  that  they  may  also 
use,  for  reference  purposes,  the  main  Reading  Room  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  Building,  and  the  special  reading  rooms  on  all  three  floors.

BOOK  ILLUSTRATION 

■r\AN  BEARD  was  selected  to  make  the  illustrations  for  Mark  Twain*^ 
■*-^  "A  Connecticut  Yankee  in  King  Arthur's  Court."     Said  Mark  Tw 
to  him:    "Mr.  Beard,  I  do  not  want  to  subject  you  to  any  unnecessary  suffeiul 
ing,  but  I  do  wish  you  would  read  the  book  before  making  the  pictures." 
Mr.  Beard  replied  that  he  had  rtad  it  twice.     Mark  Twain  expressf 


surprise.     "I  did  not  think  that  was  the  custom  with  illustrators,  judgingj 
from  some  of  the  results  I  have  seen." 

The  illustration  of  books  has  hardly  grown  better  since  that  time,    Whei 
an  author  has  devoted  two  or  three  chapters  to  a  description  of  a  mining  camp 
in  which  bis  hero  and  heroine  are  living,  when  he  has  painfully  led  up  to  the 
scene  of  the  proposal,  which  he  takes  care  to  say  occurs  near  the  top  of  a   , 
mountain,  in  the  midst  of  a  driving  blizzard,  it  must  shock  him  a  little  to  f 
that  the  "famous  artist"  who  has  been  engaged  to  draw  the  pictures,  has  { 
both  hero  and  heroine  into  evening  clothes,  and  shown  them  standing  ovi 
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a  piano  in  a  drawing-room.  Just  to  show  complete  indi  f  f  erence  for  the  author's 
wishes,  the  artist  and  the  pubhsher  print  the  very  words  of  the  proposal  under 
the  scene  in  the  drawing-room.  Examples  similar  to  this  have  been  seen  in 
many  books. 

Is  it  that  the  artist  is  too  busy  "illustrating"  books  to  read  them,  or  that 
he  thinks  that  he  can  make  a  prettier  picture  of  two  people  m  evening  dress 
than  in  any  other  costume,  or  did  the  publisher  have  that  picture  on  hand 
and  decide  to  use  it  for  reasons  of  thrift?  It  may  be  that  both  artist  and 
publisher  thought  they  knew  "what  the  public  wants"  better  than  the  author, 
and  that  the  drawing-room  scene  would  help  sell  the  book  more  than  axty 
view  of  a  man  and  woman  in  rou^  clothes. 

Somebody  with  a  satirical  turn  once  estimated  that  if  five  hundred  novels 
were  published  in  this  country  in  any  specified  time,  at  least  four  hundred 
and  fifty  of  them  would  have  as  a  frontispiece,  or  as  the  picture  on  the  cover 
or  jacket,  a  view  of  a  young  man  embracing  a  young  woman.  The  illustrators 
might  reply  that  such  a  scene  forms  the  climax  of  nearly  every  novel.  Per- 
haps they  are  right.  The  publishers  might  remark  that  such  a  picture  is  "what 
the  public  wants"  in  its  art  and  in  its  literature.  There  are  folk  who  dis- 
believe this  theory. 

Good  book  illustration  is  rare.  One  of  the  most  popular  living  American 
artists  sometimes  tries  his  hand  as  an  illustrator.  His  work  is  always  widely 
advertised.  The  pictures  are  beautiful,  but  as  illustrations  they  are  nearly  com- 
plete failures,  for  he  ignores  the  author's  work  and  simply  makes  a  charming 
decoration.  This  is  almost  as  much  of  an  affront  as  it  would  have  been  if 
Mr.  Kipling  when  he  wrote  "The  Vampire"  about  the  painting  by  Philip 
Bume- Jones,  had  gone  to  the  gallery  and  pasted  a  copy  of  the  poem  across 
the  centre  of  the  canvas.    Book  illustration  should  be  subordinate  to  the  text. 
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or  equal  in  importance  with  it.    Certainly,  it  should  not  seem  to 
author's  work  aside,  and  take  for  itself  the  centre  of  the  stage. 

Authors  who  were  also  artists,  or  artists  who  have  had  the  gift 
have  sometimes  produced  books  in  which  text  and  pictures  are  delightfully 
balanced.  "Peter  Ibbetson"  is  a  case  in  point.  An  earlier  but  less  satisfactory 
instance  is  Thackeray's  ambition  as  an  artist.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  some 
of  the  admiration  expressed  for  his  illustrations  was  really  reflected  glory 
because  of  his  eminence  as  a  novelist.  The  gro- 
tesque, however,  he  could  manage;  witness  the  pic- 
tures in  "The  Rose  and  the  Ring."  It  is  doubtful 
if  anybody  could  improve  on  Rudyard  Kipling's 
drawings  for  the  "Just  So  Stories. 

Sir  John  Tenniel's  pictures  for  "Alice  in  W< 
derland"  and  its  sequel,  are  historic  in  the  mai 
in  which  they  endeared  themselves  to  the  readers  of  these  books, 
later  attempts  of  other  illustrators  were  unsuccessful.     Harry  Furniss, 
made  the  excellent  pictures  for  Lewis  Carroll's  less  known  book  —  "Sylvie 
and  Bruno"  —  tells,  in  his  own  volume  of  reminiscences,  some  interesting 
stories  of  the  difficulty  of  working  with  Lewis  Carroll.    Mr.  E.  W.  Kemble 
as  an  illustrator  for  Mark  Twain,  and  Mr.  A.  B.  Frost  for  Frank  R.  Stockton 
were  happy  partnerships  of  artist  and  writer.    Anybody  who  cares  to  look  up 
"The  Merry  Chanter"  by  Stockton,  may  not  only  read  an  entertaining  story, 
but  see  some  examples  of  the  early  work  of  Mr.  Charles  Dana  Gibson.    One 
of  the  most  interesting  of  modern  American  illustrators  is  Mr.  Frederick  Doi 
Steele,  who  illustrated  the  final  series  of  Sherlock 
Holmes  stories  in  "Collier's." 

Anyone  is  lucky  who  can  procure  Thackeray's 
"Ballads  and  Songs"  with  illustrations  by  H.  M. 
Brock.  Charles  E.  Brock's  pictures  for  Jane 
Austen's  novels  are  particularly  appropriate.  Mr. 
J.  Bernard  Partridge  has  added  a  great  deal  to  the 
works  of  "F.  Anstey,"  but  has  never  made  better 
illustrations  than  for  Jerome  K.  Jerome's  comical  work  "Stage-land."  Hugh 
Thomson  is  almost  without  a  rival  in  his  pictures  of  the  days  of  patches  and 
powder,  —  for  drawings  of  Sir  Roger  de  Coverly,  "The  Vicar  of  Wakefield," 
and  the  poems  of  Austin  Dobson. 

The  illustration 
on  the  front  cover  is  by  Monro  S.  Orr;  the  one  on  page  130  by  Granville  Fell; 
and  the  silhouettes  on  this  and  the  preceding  page  by  Emil  Preetorius  for 
Daudet's  "Tartarin  de  Tarascon."

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AMERICAN  DRAMA  EXHIBITION 


npHE  Drama  League  of  America  and  The  New  York  Public  Library  have 
"*-  arranged  to  hold  an  exhibition  illustrating  the  American  Drama  from  1714 
to  the  present  time.  It  will  consist  of  the  texts  of  American  plays,  play-bills, 
posters  and  manuscripts,  and  it  will  be  open  to  the  public  from  November  1, 
1916,  to  February  1,  1917,  in  the  main  exhibition  room  of  the  Central 
Building  of  the  Library,  Fifth  Avenue  and  Forty-second  Street. 

The  Drama  League  is  giving  especial  attention,  this  year,  to  the  American 
Drama.  For  that  reason,  this  exhibition  is  held,  and  a  Study  List  of  American 
Drama,  prepared  by  Mr.  Montrose  S.  Moses,  will  be  on  sale  at  the  exhibition. 
Moreover,  a  series  of  revivals  of  American  plays  has  been  planned  at  one  of 
the  theatres  of  this  city. 


THE  AMERICAN  DRAMA 


/~\UR  modem  playgoing  public  is  prone  to  consider  the  American  drama 
^— '  merely  from  its  temporary  aspects,  as  an  institution  affording  amuse- 
ment and,  in  a  measure,  instruction.  With  the  increased  printing  of  plays, 
however,  a  retrospective  point  of  view  is  gaining  ground,  and  is  leading  to 
a  greater  demand  for  the  plays  of  our  forefathers.  While  we  have  com- 
mendable histories  of  our  literary  activity  covering  the  period  from  the  Revolu- 
tion through  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century,  treatment  of  the  drama  of 
this  period  is  generally  omitted.  In  other  words,  our  early  plays  were  not 
great  literature,  but  rather  attempts  to  depict  on  the  stage  social  and  political 
relationships.  In  fact,  it  was  only  in  the  last  decade  that  collectors  and  scholars 
have  brought  partial  order  out  of  chaos,  and  have  revealed  to  the  American 
public  that  we  have  a  valuable  storehouse  of  dramatic  literature. 

The  quest  for  first  editions  of  these  plays  is  still  going  on.  Many  have 
been  found  in  isolated  form,  but  of  others  the  very  existence  is  doubted. 
Thus  we  have  just  one  copy  of  our  first  printed  American  play,  "Andro- 
boros"  ( 1714),  by  Governor  Hunter.  Likewise,  the  famous  prize  play  of  John 
Augustus  Stone,  "Metamora"  (1829),  in  which  Edwin  Forrest,  the  renowned 
tragedian  and  interpreter  of  Indian  character  starred  for  many  years,  is  known 
to  us  only  through  records  in  dramatic  publications,  and  through  a  few  lines  of 
dialogue  in  manuscript  form,  retained  in  the  home  of  Forrest  in  Philadelphia. 
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Despite  the  difficulties  involved  and  the  scattered  condition  of  the  mate-  | 
rial,  private  collectors  and  librarians  have  finally  arranged  four  great  coliec-  4 
tions  of  American  drama:  the  Harris  Collection  at  Brown  University,  the  | 
Clothier  Collection  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  The  New  York  Public  J 
Library  Collection,  and  the  Atkinson  Collection. 

In  considering  the  development  of  American  drama  from  the  time  of 
"Androboros,"  attention  can  be  directed  here  only  to  important  milestones. 
Throughout  the  history  of  the  drama  in  America,  the  stage  and  the  play  are 
closely  linked,  as  are  also  the  actor  and  the  playwright.

Records  of  the  first  dramatic  performance  in  America  date  back  as  far) 
as  1732,  but  the  details  of  this  New  York  venture  are  not  known.  More  ' 
knowledge  is  available  regarding  the  invasion  of  Virginia  by  a  regular  organ- 
ized company  of  actors  under  Lewis  Hallam,  in  1752,  when  Shakespeare 
was  presented  on  our  shores  probably  for  the  first  time.  Among  the  plays 
prepared  by  this  company  were:  "The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "The  Fair  Peni- 
tent," the  "Beaux'  Stratagem."  "Richard  III,"  "Hamlet,"  "Othello,"  "Tamer- 
lane," and  "George  Barnwell"  —  certainly  a  distinguished  repertoire. 

Naturally,  our  early  actors  were  for  many  years  of  English  origin.  Native  1 
American  actors  in  course  of  time,  however,  asserted  themselves,  first  asm 
minor  characters  and  then  as  rivals  to  their  more  experienced  predecessors.  I 
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Likewise,  a  struggle  regarding  the  production  of  the  imported  drama  as  against 
native  material  was  waged  for  years.  It  led  managers,  like  Dunlap,  to  resort 
to  deception  to  get  the  American  public  of  the  time  to  accept  plays  by  American 
authors.  In  the  few  years  preceding  the  Revolution,  theatres  sprung  up  rapidly 
in  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Annapolis,  and  Newport,  in  open  defiance  to  the 
religious  opposition  directed  against  these  "profane  stage  plays." 

With  "Androboros,"  the  impulse  to  write  American  plays  may  be  regarded 
as  begun.  It  was  followed  by  a  number  of  plays,  of  which  the  most  significant 
in  the  period  preceding  the  closing  of  the  American  theatres  by  act  of  Con- 
tinental Congress  in  1774,  were:  "The  Prince  of  Parthia,"  by  Thomas  God- 
frey, in  1765,  the  earliest  American  play,  printed  in  America,  to  be  acted  by 
a  professional  company  of  players;  and  "Ponteach,"  by  Major  Robert  Rogers 
( 1766),  the  first  Indian  play.  The  latter  was  a  type  destined  with  such  other 
type  groups  as  the  Yankee,  the  Andre-Arnold  group  representative  of  the 
Revolutionary  and  War  Drama,  the  local  New  York  character  plays  and 
others,  to  make  up  the  mass  representative  of  our  nearest  approach  to  national 
American  drama.  ■ 

The  dawn  and  progress  of  the  Revolution  saw  Hallam's  American  com- 
pany bereft  of  an  occupation  and  forced  to  migrate  to  the  British  West  Indies, 
not  to  return  for  many  years.  A  theatre  or  two  were  torn  down  by  enraged 
Republicans,  other  playhouses  were  seized  by  the  British,  who  formed  com- 
panies of  players  from  among  their  soldiers  and  officers.  Major  Andre, 
besides  acting,  painted  scenes  for  the  New  York  and  Philadelphia  theatres, 
never  thinking  that  one  of  these  scenes  would  be  used  years  later  in  the  pro- 
duction of  Dunlap's  "Andre,"  as  a  drop  scene  to  depict  the  place  where  the 
English  spy  himself  had  been  captured. 

The  drama  of  the  Revolution  is  closely  related  to  the  events  of  the  time. 
Further,  each  side.  Royalist  and  Rebel,  felt  impelled  to  satirize  the  other. 
Burgoyne  wrote  and  staged  "The  Blockade  of  Boston"  (1775),  in  essence 
an  attempt  to  ridicule  the  Yankees  holding  at  bay  the  English  backed  by  their 
ships  in  Boston  harbor.  Sewall's  "The  Americans  Roused;  or  a  Cure  for 
the  Spleen"  (1775),  was  likewise  a  Tory  play  of  the  closet  drama  type,  filled 
with  humor  and  satire  intended  to  draw  adherents  to  the  cause  of  royalty. 
In  "The  Battle  of  Brooklyn,"  resembling  Burgoyne's  play,  the  invective  is 
carried  to  an  attack  upon  Washington,  Putnam,  and  Sullivan. 

Rebel  authors  offset  these  Tory  plays  with  "The  Fall  of  British  Tyranny" 
(1776),  by  John  Leacock.  who  assails  the  British  ministry  and  officers;  with 
the  more  serious  plays  by  Hugh  H.  Brackenridge,  the  "Battle  of  Bunker's 
Hill"  (1776),  and  the  "Death  of  General  Montgomery"  (1777),  where  the 
British  were  again  denounced  and  the  Americans  applauded;  with  "The  Motley 
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Assembly"  (1779),  and  "The  Blockheads"  (1776).  The  last  two  were  ac- 
credited to  our  early  woman  dramatist,  Mrs.  Mercy  Warren,  whose  "The 
Group,"  really  not  a  drama,  is  yet  a  stinging  invective  against  certain  Tory 
politicians. 

Out  of  the  struggle  for  independence  our  first  real  American  play  was 
conceived  in  1787,  when  Royall  Tyler  wrote  "The  Contrast,"  a  comedy  "based 
on  the  now  well-worn  difference  between  the  native-bred  American  and  the 
American  who  has  become  an  Anglomaniac."  The  play  deserves  more  than 
the  mere  cursory  treatment  here  afforded  it,  for  it  strongly  influenced  William 
Dunlap,  who  sponsored  the  cause  of  the  American  drama  for  many  years, 
made  play-writing  a  profession,  and  encouraged  native  American  writers  to 
contribute  to  the  American  stage.  It  was  a  native  play  which  appealed  to 
the  audience,  and  held  the  interest  of  at  least  a  generation.  There  is  a 
real  plot,  with  humorous  dialogue  and  well  depicted  characters.  In  Jonathan, 
the  servant,  we  get  the  prototype  of  an  American  stage-character,  the  Yankee, 
who  became  the  molder  of  plays  and  actors  in  the  succeeding  years.  Strangely 
enough,  the  English  actor,  Wignell,  set  the  type  reproduced  later  by  "Yankee 
Locke,"  "Yankee  Hill,"  Hackett,  Simpson,  Dan  Marble,  and  others,  in  such 
plays  as  "The  Forest  Rose"  (1825),  by  Samuel  Woodworth,  and  "Jonathan 
Postfree,"  by  L.  Beach  (1807). 

William  Dunlap  merits  still  further  treatment,  but  the  statement  must 
suffice  that  his  services  to  the  American  drama  were  appreciated  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  Dunlap  Society  of  New  York  was  formed  to  publish  memorial 
editions  of  many  of  his  works,  thereby  to  perpetuate  his  influence.  Dunlap 
closed  the  18th  and  opened  the  19th  century  and  thus  connects  a  period  of 
our  drama,  under  the  influence  of  German  and  French  models,  as  many  of 
Dunlap's  plays  and  adaptations  will  reveal,  with  a  period  dominated  largely 
by  English  and  continental  influences.  In  illustration  of  the  latter,  the  plays  of 
John  Howard  Payne  bridge  the  interval  from  1805  to  1827,  which  date  marks 
practically  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Edwin  Forrest  as  a  dramatic  dictator. 
Next  to  Dunlap  we  have  in  John  Howard  Payne,  the  author  of  "Home,  Sweet 
Home,"  which  appeared  in  "Clari,  the  Maid  of  Milan"  (1823),  another 
American  dramatist  and  actor  whose  plays  attained  fame  in  England  as  well 
as  here. 

James  N.  Barker's  work  was  contemporaneous  with  that  of  Payne.  As 
a  disciple  of  Dunlap,  he  bent  his  efforts  to  advance  American  drama  in  such 
plays  as  "Tears  and  Smiles,"  "Marmion,"  "Superstition,"  and  "The  Indian 
Princess,"  the  first  of  an  interesting  series  of  plays  on  the  Pocahontas  theme. 
This,  with  innumerable  other  Indian  plays,  inthe  main  glorifying  the  savage. 
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held  the  popular  stage  for  many  years,  partly  as  the  result  of  Edwin  Forrest's 
realistic  interpretation  of  the  Indian  in  Stone's  "Metamora." 

Forrest  also  gave  great  impetus  to  the  American  drama  as  a  whole. 
His  patronage  of  such  American  writers  as  John  Augustus  Stone,  Richard  P. 
Smith,  Robert  Montgomery  Bird,  and  Robert  Taylor  Conrad,  is  well  known. 
The  works  of  these  men  have  become  genuine  contributions  to  our  stage 
history. 

During  this  period,  to  within  a  few  years  of  the  Civil  War,  many 
tendencies  were  at  work  in  our  drama.  Our  first  plays  of  the  sea  were 
produced;  many  so-called  star-plays  were  written;  and  social  dramas  of 
manners  were  attempted.  Prominent  among  the  last  was  Mrs.  Mowatt's 
"Fashion,"  the  best  and  most  successful  American  drama  treating  local  man- 
ners of  the  period.  In  this  period  there  appeared  plays  depicting  local  char- 
acters; while  burlesques  of  plays  of  the  past,  as  those  of  Brougham,  became 
conspicuous;  and  the  literary  drama  found  expression  in  "The  Spanish  Stu- 
dent" of  Longfellow,  and  "Calaynos"  and  "Francesca  da  Rimini"  of  George 
Boker.  It  was,  moreover,  a  period  of  famous  stage-managers,  as  William  E, 
Burton,  John  Brougham,  and  the  Wallacks, 

With  the  coming  of  the  Civil  War,  however,  play  acting  again  waned, 
and  many  theatres  were  closed.  The  occasional  one  in  the  larger  city  that 
remained  open,  showed  the  spirit  of  the  time  by  displaying  masses  of  bunting 
and  playing  national  airs  between  and  during  acts.  When  the  war  was  under 
way,  the  theatre  business  was  again  started,  to  succumb  to  a  period  of  ex- 
travagant farces,  or  burlesques,  crude  and  indecent,  as  reflecting  the  demora- 
lization then  rampant. 

A  reactionary  element  arose  in  time  against  this  abuse,  and  the  legitimate 
drama  was  again  revived,  largely  as  a  second  creative  period.  Augustin  Daly 
entered,  as  manager  and  dramatist,  to  stage  Shakespeare  amid  lavish  costume 
and  scenery,  to  introduce  German  farces  and  French  emotional  plays,  and  to 
develop  many  brilliant  actors,  such  as  John  Drew,  Maurice  Barrymore,  and 
Ada  Rehan.  The  struggle  against  foreign  importations  continued  and  found 
a  powerful  constructive  exponent  in  Bronson  Howard,  principally  through 
his  society  comedies  of  American  life  and  character,  like  "Saratoga," 
"Henrietta,"  and  "Shenandoah."  From  his  time  to  the  present  the  literary 
drama  has  flourished,  and  the  so-called  drama  of  individualism  has  found 
expression.

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NEW  BOOKS  FOR  CHRISTMAS 

THE  newspapers  and  magazines,  and  the  book-shops  themselves,  are 
full  of  suggestions  for  Christmas.  Many  of  these  books  are  popular 
novels,  so  well  advertised,  and  so  often  discussed,  that  it  is  needless  to 
mention  them  again.  Everyone  has  heard  of  them.  If  you  are  still  look- 
ing for  a  book,  you  may  find  what  you  wish  in 

Souls  on  Fifth,  by  Granville  Barker.  It  is  a  curious  satire  on  fashion- 
able New  York,  —  a  strange,  little  night-sketch  of  the  souls  of  departed 
New  Yorkers  blown  up  and  down  above  Fifth  Avenue.  It  carries  an 
allegory,  partly  humorous,  partly  sad,  which  the  reader  can  construe  for 
himself.     With 

Whale  Hunting  with  Gun  and  Camera,  by  Roy  C.  Andrews,  you  may 
please  the  reader  who  likes  to  hear  about  adventure  and  a  strange  calling, 
but  prefers  to  stick  to  fact.  It  is  plentifully  illustrated.  The  man  who 
likes  adventure,  but  does  not  insist  on  fact,  will  discover  the  right  thing  in 

The  Gold  Trail,  by  H.  de  Vere  Stacpoole,  a  story  of  the  East  Indies. 
The  one  who  enjoys  the  products  of  a  weird  imagination,  combined  with 
a  carefully  polished  style,  is  recommended  to  read 

The  Last  Book  of  Wonder,  by  Lord  Dunsany.  For  books  of  travel 
and  biography,  for  all  the  books  of  fact,  you  are  usually  compelled  to  open 
your  pocket-book  a  little  wider  than  for  a  novel  or  a  volume  of  poetry. 
Sometimes  you  get  more  for  your  money,  —  more  in  quantity,  or  more 
in  the  lasting  readable  quality  of  the  book.  An  autobiography  full  of 
anecdotes  and  amusing  recollections  of  the  stage  is 

The  Melancholy  Tale  of  Me,  by  E.  H.  Sothern.  The  actor's  stories 
of  his  famous  and  lovable  father  are  a  great  treat.  If  your  friend, 
for  whom  you  contemplate  a  gift,  is  familiar  with  modern  poets  he  will 
enjoy  the  ingenious  parodies  in 

" and  Other  Poets"  by  Louis  Untermeyer.    But  if  you  think  he 

would  prefer  a  more  serious  discussion  of  the  older  poets  (and  if  you 
are  willing  to  open  that  pocket-book  to  the  width  we  mentioned),  give  him 

Appreciations  of  Poetry,  by  Lafcadio  Heam.  Do  not  be  alarmed 
because  we  said  it  is  "serious."  This  book,  as  well  as  Hearn's  "Interpre- 
tations of  Literature."  are  easy  to  read  and  extraordinarily  fresh  and 
interesting. 

The  Vermilion  Box,  by  E.  V.  Lucas,  is  an  entertaining  story,  or  series 
of  letters,  about  the  War.    A  little  sadness  enters,  but  mostly  it  is  light 
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and  charming,  —  one  of  the  best  works  of  fiction  the  war  has  produced  in 
England.    For  the  poetry  of  the  war,  from  various  countries, 

Poems  of  the  Great  War,  selected  by  J.  W.  Cunliffe,  is  comprehen- 
sive, and  well  chosen.  To  turn  back  to  our  own  city,  some  house  which 
you  pass  every  day,  or  some  district  through  which  you  walk,  may  at- 
tract and  interest  you  even  more,  after  you  have  read 

The  New  York  of  the  Novelists,  by  Arthur  Bartlett  Maurice.  In  it, 
the  author  discusses  the  regions  which  writers  of  novels  and  stories  have 
chosen  for  their  scenes. 

The  Agony  Column,  by  Earl  Derr  Biggers,  is  a  brief  but  lively  detec- 
tive story.  It  can  —  and  will  —  be  read  at  a  sitting.  The  sharp,  almost 
cruel  note  of  satire  which  is  creeping  into  American  humor,  through  Euro- 
pean influences,  is  to  be  found  in 

A  Book  of  Burlesques,  by  H.  L.  Mencken.  It  is  immensely  funny, 
but  you  must  be  careful  to  whom  you  give  it.  Be  sure  that  he  can  bear 
to  hear  our  national  peculiarities  ridiculed.  Another  humorous  book,  less 
caustic,  is 

Further  Foolishness,  by  Stephen  Leacock.  The  last  three,  as  well  as 
"The  Vermilion  Box"  are  well  adapted  for  reading  aloud. 


But  you  are  not  compelled  to  give  a  new  book,  —  that  is,  one  recently 
published.  Some  books  are  always  new,  and  to  sensible  folk,  always  wel- 
come.   Such  a  book  is 

The  Golden  Treasury,  by  F.  T.  Palgrave,  and  if  your  friend  should 
already  own  one  copy  of  it,  he  will  not  mind  having  another  one  to  carry 
while  traveling.    There  is  also  an  excellent 

Golden  Treasury  of  American  Songs  and  Lyrics,,  by  F.  L.  Knowles. 
And,  speaking  of  collections  of  poetry,  there  is  a  delightful  little  book, 
inexpensive,  but  for  some  reason  not  always  easy  to  get  at  the  book-stores.
